The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance  what 
has  happened  during  the  week.  See  also  "  Contents"  in  the  first 
column. 

A  Paecel-post  to  and  from  the  United  States  will  start  on 
April  1  (p.  298). 

The  Areansements  for  Australia  mails  during  March  are 
given  on  p.  301. 

The  names  of  the  persons  who  have  passed  the  recent 
assistants'  examination  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
London  are  given  on  p.  298. 

Lively  Proceedings  characterised  the  annual  meeting  of 
Bovril,  Ltd.  A  Liverpool  shareholder  severely  criticised  the 
directors  and  balance-sheet  (p.  318). 

The  Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association  have  pub- 
lished a  useful  formulary  for  presentation  to  local  medical 
men,  from  which  we  quote  on  p.  331. 

Oue  Final  Report  of  the  Cape  Industrial  Exhibition  con- 
tains illustrations  of  numbers  of  exhibits  and  particulars  of 
the  aerated  water  competition  (p.  329). 

Dr.  Ettles  gave  a  lantern-lecture  before  the  members  of 
the  Society  of  Chemist-opticians  on  Wednesday  night.  We 
report  the  substance  of  the  lecturer's  remarks  on  p.  303. 

The  Dublin  High  Court  has  convicted  a  dental  company 
and  nine  persons  associated  with  it  for  infringement  of  the 
Dentists  Act  by  the  use  of  the  title  "Surgeon-Dentist"' 
(p.  316). 

Interesting  Observations  on  hospital  management  were 
made  by  Mr.  Peter  Irvine  to  the  Glasgow  Pharmaceutical. 
Association  last  week,  and  at  the  same  time  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour 
submitted  a  number  of  dispensing  difficulties  (p.  304). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal  had  an  in- 
teresting meeting  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  we  report  it  fully  on 
p.  330.  The  society  is  to  absorb  the  local  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion formed  last  year  for  the  protection  of  trade  interests. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  was  reintroduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons  bv  Mr.  T.  Lough  on  February  17,  and  is  down  for 
second  reading  on  March  24.  It  has  several  fresh  backers 
(p.  310).  We  make  some  remarks  about  the  position  on  p.  313. 

The  Mixture  of  Salts  sent  out  to  competitors  in  the  Corner 
for  Students  last  month  contained  silver  acetate,  lead' 
chloride,  and  calcium  sulphate.  The  prizes  were  awarded  to 
Mr.  C.  P.  Tavener  and  Mr.  E.  G.  Thorne,  both  of  Kenning- 
ton  (p.  296). 

At  a  Meeting  of  Bournemouth  chemists  the  action  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  in  giving  way  on  the  directorate 
clause  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was  strongly  condemned,  but 
a  motion  approving  of  the  new  clause  was  carried  by  three 
votes  (p.  304). 

The  Eccles  Man  who  cut  medicine  stamps,  making  one  do 
for  two  bottles,  has  got  three  months'  imprisonment.  At, 
Leeds  two  unlicensed  vendors  have  been  fined  for  selling 
"Daisy"  powders  unstamped  (p.  317).  We  explain  this  un- 
usual offence  on  p.  315. 

Extremely  quiet  conditions  prevail  in  the  Mincing  Lane 
markets  this  week.  Citric  acid  is  lift?,  dearer  and  quinine  is 
also  higher  again.  Acetic  aeid,  cumin-seed,  grindelia, 
and  insect-flowers  are  firmer,  and  star-aniseed  is  lower. 
Iodol  is  higher  (p.  322). 

The  Bankruptcy  Proceedings  in  connection  with  Henry 
Waits  Sharp,  promoter  of  various  companies  for  selling  pro- 
prietaries, are  detailed  on  p.  309.  At  the  Edmonton  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  (vide  same  page)  a  chemist  debtor  withdrew 
several  allegations  he  made  at  the  last  hearing  regarding 
transactions  in  Idris  syphons. 

Fourteen  Summonses  taken  out  by  the  P.M.V.  and  D.S. 
Association  are  to  be  answered  by  chemists  in  Leeds  foi- 
alleged  infringement  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  by 
selling  Easton's  syrup,  Fellows'  syrup,  or  Rankin's  ointment 
to  persons  unknown  to  them.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  again 
appearing  for  the  defence  (p.  299). 

The  Committee  of  Referees  on  Pharmacy  appointed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  co-operate  with  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council  met  for  the  first 
time  in  London  on  Thursday,  when  Mr.  Walter  Hills  was 
appointed  chairman  and  Professor  Greenish  secretary  (p.  313). 
We  give  portraits  of  the  members  of  the  committee  on  p.  327. 

In  view  of  the  importance  now  attached  to  the  legal  posi- 
tion of  preparations  of  poisons,  we  recall  the  interesting  ex- 
change of  opinion  between  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  1869,  which  resulted  in  additions  to  the 
Poisons  Schedule' in  that  year;  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the 
quotations  on  p.  314  that  the  vermin-killer  addition  was 
then  definitely  regarded  as  being  made  to  Part  II.  of  the 
Schedule.  „

Reports. 

fPHE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  January  25  con- 
-L    tained  one  part  of  silver  acetate,  one  part  of  lead 
chloride,  and  eight  parts  of  anhydrous  calcium  sulphate. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is — 

Ag   6.8 

Pb   7.4 

Ca   23.5 

Ctt302    3.2

The  powder  further  contained,  as  impurities,  small  quan- 
tities of  magnesium  and  of  an  insoluble  residue  of  a  siliceous 
nature,  also  a  trace  of  iron.  Water  was  evolved,  but  only 
in  small  quantity,  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry 
test-tube. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  fifty-seven 
students,  and  twenty-five  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  various  consti- 
tuents of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals — Silver, 
15;  lead,  2;  calcium,  3.  (b)  Acid  radicals — Acetic,  13; 
hydrochloric,  2;  sulphuric,  1. 

The  best  mode  of  obtaining  a  solution  suitable  for  analysis 
was  a  difficulty  in  connection  with  this  month's  exercise 
which  remained  unsolved  by  a  good  many  of  our  correspon- 
dents.   The  following  method  of  analysis  was  easily  carried 
out  and  gave  good  results.     A  portion  of  the  original 
•  powder,  when  boiled  for  a  short  time  with  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  somewhat  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid,  dis- 
solved   almost    completely,    only   an    exceedingly  small 
quantity  of  insoluble  residue  of  a  siliceous  character  remain- 
ing undissolved.    On  cooling  and  diluting  the  solution  so 
obtained,  there  was  a  considerable  separation  of  a  white 
precipitate,  which  was  filtered  off.      The  filtrate,  after 
further  dilution,  was  ready  to  be  tested  in  the  usual  way 
for  metallic  radicals  of  the  copper  and  subsequent  groups. 
The  precipitate  was  best  dealt  with  by  treating  it  with 
boiling  water  to  remove  lead  chloride,  and  then  digesting 
the  residue  with  ammonia,  which  dissolved  out  the  silver 
chloride.      As  some  residue  still  remained  (which  might 
have  contained  bismuth  or  antimony  oxychloride,  but  which 
consisted,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  of  lead  sulphate),  this  had  to 
-  foe  treated  with  hot  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  filtrate 
then  tested  for  bismuth  and  antimony. 

The  chief  feature  of  this  month's  analyses  is  found  in  the 
very  numerous  failures  to  detect  silver.  As  far  as  we  can 
judge,  these  failures  are  to  be  attributed  mainly  to  two 
■  causes  :  (1)  Because  the  chloride  precipitate,  which  was 
found  to  contain  lead  chloride,  was  simply  assumed  to  con- 
sist of  lead  chloride  only,  and  was  not  examined  for  silver 
chloride ;  and  (2)  because  many  of  our  correspondents  did 
not  know  that  silver  chloride,  like  lead  chloride,  dissolves 
somewhat  freely  in  hot  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  and 
separates  from  the  solution  on  cooling  or  diluting.  Students 
should  particularly  note  both  of  these  sources  of  error,  and 
regard  them  as  beacons  for  their  guidance  in  future. 

Difficulty  and  disaster  overtook  a  number  of  students 


who  proceeded  to  pass  hydrogen  sulphide  through  the 
original  hydrochloric-acid  solution — prepared  by  aid  of  the 
concentrated  acid  and  still  undiluted.  At  this  stage  some 
obtained  a  slight  precipitate,  which  probably  consisted 
mainly  of  silver  sulphide,  while  others  did  not  obtain  any 
precipitate  at  all.  In  either  case,  lead,  which  ought  to  have 
been  eliminated  here  as  sulphide,  was  held  in  solution,  and 
it  appeared  at  a  later  stage,  causing  much  confusion  and 
error. 

The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  acetic  radical  were 
very  little  short  of  the  failures  to  find  the  silver.  This 
result  is  all  the  more  remarkable  seeing  that  the  original 
powder  had  a  faint  odour  of  acetic  acid,  and  that  the  same 
odour  was  noticeable  in  an  intensified  degree  when  the 
powder  was  gently  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

Although  the  powder  contained  a  trace  of  iron,  this  was 
much  too  insignificant  to  account  for  the  evidently  con- 
spicuous precipitates  of  ferric  hydroxide  reported  by  several 
students.  It  is  probable  that  iron  was  introduced  into  some 
analyses  as  an  impurity  in  the  acids,  etc.,  employed.

T.  H.  Cheetham.— By  an  unfortunate  slip  you  represent 
that  silver  nitrate  gave  no  precipitate  in  a  portion  of  the 
prepared  solution  for  acid  radicals,  which  had  been 
neutralised;  while  it  gave  a  white  precipitate  of  silver 
chloride  in  another  portion  of  the  .same  solution,  which  had 
been  acidified  with  nitric  acid.  _ 

Estano.—  It  seems  likely  that  the  precipitate  which  you 
obtained  on  adding  hydrochloric  acid  to  the  aqueous  extract 
from  the  product  of  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate,  and  which 
you  took  to  be  silicic  acid,  consisted  of  silver  chloride. 

Kismet.— Perhaps  !  All  the  same,  if  you  had  applied  any 
test  for  silver  it  is  not  improbable  that  you  might  have 
detected  the  presence  of  that  metal.  You  omitted  to  give 
your  address.  .  .  .  , 

R.  B.  B.— The  white  iron-group  precipitate  you  obtained  on 
adding  ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia,  was  probably  due 
to  some  lead  having  been  left  in  solution  owing  to  your  having 
passed  hydrogen  sulphide  through  the  original  solution  with- 
out sufficiently  diluting  it.  . 

William  Hudson.— We  believe  your  supposed  precipitate  01 
calcium  citrate  was  merely  a  further  deposit  of  calcium  sul- 
phate. Solution  of  calcium  sulphate  saturated  111  the  cold 
yields  a  deposit  of  calcium  sulphate  on  boiling. 

G.  S.  Ph.— Chlorides  do  not  yield  chlorine  when  gently 
heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid— hydrochloric  acid  is 
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the  volatile  substance  evolved.  In  Great  Britain,  this  parti- 
cular error  seems  to  be  almost  exclusively  confined  to  lati- 
tudes between  55°  50'  and  56°. 

W.  P.  P.— The  powder  did  not  contain  any  compound  ot 
bismuth,  and  we  are  not  able  to  account  for  the  numerous 
and  varied  reactions  you  report  which  seemed  to  indicate  the 
contrary.  ■ 

R.  W.  B.— It  is  plain  that  you  passed  hydrogen  sulphide 
through  a  solution  containing  hydrochloric  acid  which  was 
much  too  concentrated  (seeing  that  you  did  not  obtain  any 
precipitate  of  lead  sulphide).  Although  a  frequent  source  of 
error,  this  is  a  very  common  occurrence  in  analytical  practice. 
Your  supposed  precipitate  of  calcium  citrate  consisted  of 
calcium  sulphate. 

G.  K.  F.— Your  tests  for  bismuth  did  not  give  very  con- 
vincing results ;  and  wo  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  your  failure 
to  detect  calcium.  You  seem  to  have  overlooked  the  fact  that 
silver  chromate,  like  silver  chloride,  is  soluble  in  ammonia. 

Xenon. — Lead  in  the  hydrogen-sulphide  filtrate  was  the 
cause  of  your  trouble  when  you  came  to  add  ammonium 
hydrosulphide.  The  supposed  precipitate  of  strontium  sul- 
phate was  probably  calcium  sulphate  which  was  gradually 
separated  as  the  solution  was  boiled  down.  See  the  replies  to 
William  Hudson  and  to  "  R.  W.  B." 

Squill.— If  your  heart  is  in  your  work  you  may  make 
moderately  good  progress  in  chemical  analysis  with  the  aid 
either  of  a  fair  teacher  or  of  a  good  text-book,  but  in  the 
absence  of  both  it  will  be  uphill  work  indeed.  We  gladly 
indicate  some  of  the  places  where  you  have  "  gone  wrong  " 
this  month.  1.  If  you  heated  some  of  the  powder  on  charcoal 
in  the  reducing  blowpipe-flame,  you  ought  to  have  observed 
the  formation  of  metallic  beads.  2.  If  you  simply  shook  up 
the  powder  with  water  in  order  to  obtain  a  solution  for 
analysis,  the  whole  of  the  silver  and  the  bulk  of  the  lead  were 
left  behind  in  the  insoluble  matter,  which  you  do  not  seem 
to  have  examined.  3.  You  obtained  a  precipitate  on  passing 
hydrogen  sulphide  through  the  original  solution  after  adding 
hydrochloric  acid  to  it,  and  although  you  failed  to  find  what 
this  precipitate  consisted  of,  you  seem,  light-heartedly,  to  have 
left  the  unsolved  problem  to  solve  itself.  4.  You  must  have 
added  too  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid,  and  too  much  of  it, 
in  testing  the  original  solution  for  silver,  etc.,  since  the  filtrate 
from  the  hydrogen-sulphide  precipitate  still  contained  an 
appreciable  quantity  of  lead.  On  the  addition  of  ammonium 
hydrosulphide,  this  lead  yielded  a  black  precipitate,  the 
nature  of  which  also  remained  an  unsolved  problem.  We 
advise  you:  1.  To  keep  a  sharp  look-out  for  reduced  metallic 
beads.  2.  To  make  certain  that  your  original  substance  is 
entirely  dissolved  ;  or,  if  not,  to  examine  any  insoluble  portion 
separately,  secundum  artem.  3.  To  study  carefully  the  mode 
of  treatment  of  the  sulphides  of  the  copper  and  arsenium 
groups.  4.  To  see  that  acid  solutions  are  properly  diluted 
before  passing  hydrogen  sulphide  through  them.  5.  Not  to  be 
discouraged  at  the  present  stage,  but  to  persevere,  since  we 
all  learn  through  our  mistakes. 

Rueis. — See  first  sentence  of  reply  to  "  Xenon." 

Danweb. — Your  supposed  reaction  due  to  the  nitric  radical 
and  your  failure  to  detect  the  sulphuric  radical  are,  to  us, 
alike  inexplicable. 

Norvic. — From  your  description  of  the  mode  of  formation, 
and  the  properties,  of  the  crystals  which  separated,  on  stand- 
ing, from  the  mixture  obtained  by  acidifying  an  ammoniacal 
solution  of  silver  chloride  with  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid, 
we  conclude  that  these  consisted  of  the  double  compound  of 
silver  chloride  and  ammonium  chloride. 

Progress  of  the  Tournament. 
The  results  reported  in  the  foregoing  refer  to  the  fourth 
exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter 
session.  For  the  information  of  those  of  our  correspondents 
who  are  specially  interested  in  the  tournament  we  publish 
below  the  present  scores  of  the  ten  competitors  whose  aggre- 
gate marks  exceed  200.  The  competition  for  first  place  is 
not  so  close  or  exciting  on  this  occasion  as  in  some  previous 
sessions,  but  the  competitors  who  stand  second  to  fifth  on 
the  list  form  a  well-matched  quartette,  and  the  two  remain- 
ing exercises  may  bring  about  interesting  developments.

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  presented  a  bottle  of  their  "Fluid 
Beef"  to  every  advertiser  in  the  "  Wants"  column  of  one 
of  the  halfpenny  London  evening  papers. 

A  nurse  at  the  Bath  Eye  Infirmary  named  Mary  Mason 
was  remanded  at  Bath  on  February  22  on  a  charge  of 
attempting  to  poison  the  matron  with  morphine. 

The  London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  dinner 
is  this  year  to  be  held  at  the  Criterion  Restaurant.  The 
date  is  March  9.  Particulars  will  be  found  in  the 
"  Coming  Events"  section  of  this  journal. 

A  labourer  named  Callaghan  was  sentenced  to  three 
months'  hard  labour  at  Gloucestershire  Assizes  on  Feb- 
ruary 20  for  breaking  into  the  Cheltenham  premises  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  and  stealing  a  quantity  of  goods. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  on 
Monday,  February  20,  it  was  agreed  to  grant  permission 
to  Messrs.  J.  B.  Lawes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Atlas  Chemical- 
works,  to  embank  the  frontage  of  their  premises. 

Following  up  what  Mr.  A.  P.  Barnard  said  in  last  week's 
C.  <£■  D.,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  at  the  Bethnal  Green 
Council  on  February  16  it  was  reported  that  three  samples 
of  drugs  had  been  taken,  and  in  each  case  they  were 
genuine. 

Two  men,  named  Riley  and  Williams  respectively,  were 
committed  for  trial  last  week  charged  with  breaking  into 
the  premises  of  Mr.  Samuel  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  the  Medical  Hall,  High  Street,  Holywell,  and  stealing 
a  quantity  of  stock. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  at  69  Lewes  Road, 
Brighton,  the  shop  and  back  room  of  which  are  occupied 
by  the  Sussex  Drug  Co.  as  a  branch.  The  room  was 
practically  burnt  out,  and  the  rest  of  the  premises  damaged 
by  heat,  smoke,  and  water. 

Under  the  new  Explosives  Order  Frederick  WTilliam 
Jeffrey,  of  Norfolk  Street,  and  Herman  Boehme,  of  59 
Brook  Street,  Bradford,  were  ordered  to  pay  costs 
(1/.  19s.  9tZ.)  for  keeping  an  admixture  of  phosphorus  and 
chlorate  of  potassium  for  fireworks. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council 
on  Tuesday  it  was  agreed,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Building  Act  Committee,  to  consent  to  an  alteration  to  the 
one-storey  shops  at  Nos.  59  and  60,  Lower  Marsh,  Lam- 
beth (Boots,  Ltd.)  on  the  usual  conditions. 

Past  and  present  students  of  the  Chelmsford  Normal 
Chemistry  Class  have  just  presented  their  instructor,  Mr. 
T.  S.  Dymond,  F.I.C.,  with  a  silver-mounted  walking-stick 
with  tortoiseshell  handle,  and  an  illuminated  address,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  leaving  to  take  up  his  new  duties  at  the 
Board  of  Education. 

An  inquest  has  been  held  at  St.  Leonards  on  the  body 
of  Marian  Williams,  wife  of  Mr.  James  Williams, 
described  as  a  chemist  of  Pevensey  Road.  The  Coroner 
has  adjourned  the  inquest  until  March  2,  in  order  that 
the  contents  of  the  stomach  may  be  examined  to  see  if 
any  trace  of  poison  can  be  found. 

In  the  C.  c0  D.  of  February  11  we  reported  an  inquest 
on  Mrs.  Martha  Goodchild,  widow  of  a  chemist.  It  now 
appears  that  the  deceased  lady  was  possessed  of  consider- 
able property,  including  eight  freehold  houses.  At  one 
time  she  had  relatives  living  at  Tring,  but  no  one  at 
present  has  come  forward  to  claim  the  estate. 

The  report  of  the  committee  (Sir  E.  Fry,  the  Bishop  of 
Stepney,  and  Lord  Welby)  appointed  by  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  as  President  of  King  Edward's  Hospital  Fund  for 
London,  to  inquire  into  the  financial  relations  between 
hospitals  and  medical  schools,  was  issued  last  Saturday. 
Substantially  the  committee  finds  that  hospitals  benefit  by 
the  association  of  medical  schools. 

Industrial  Alcohol. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Cunningham,  the  Secretary  of  the  Industrial 
Alcohol  Committee,  informs  us  that  all  the  members  met  in 
the  Board-room,  Somerset  House,  W.C.,  on  Friday, 
February  17,  when  Dr.  J.  H.  Hinchcliffe.  an  officer  of  the 
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Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for 
Ireland,  gave  evidence.  [It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Department  some  time  ago  instituted  an  inquiry  as  to  the 
possibility  of  profitable  production  of  potato  spirit  in 
Ireland,  and  the  conclusion  was  arrived  at  that  the  industry 
would  not  be  remunerative  at  existing  spirit-prices.  It  was 
upon  this  matter  that  Dr.  Hinchcliffe  gave  the  Committee 
information.] 

The  Imperial  Institute. 
When  the  cotton  crisis  was  at  its  height  last  year  Professor 
Wyndham  Dunstan,  F.R.S.,  Director  of  the  Imperial  In- 
stitute, pointed  out  the  desirability  of  the  British  Empire 
producing  its  own  cotton  if  it  can,  and  with  a  view  to  pro- 
moting this  object  the  Treasury  has  now  agreed  to  place 
500?.  a  year  for  four  years  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  pay  scientific  assistants  to  investigate  the  matter. 
Another  300/.  a  year  for  three  years  is  to  be  paid  in  respect 
to  the  examination  of  specimens  collected  during  the 
mineral  survey  of  Northern  Nigeria.

Institute  of  Chemistry. 
At  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  on  March  1  the 
Council  will  report  that  the  total  membership  on  Janu- 
ary 27  was  1.136.  including  973  Fellows  and  163  Associates, 
besides  172  students ;  without  the  latter  the  figures  show  an 
increase  of  thirty-eight  over  last  year.  Progress  will  be  re- 
ported in  regard  to  the  scheme  to  hold  examinations  with 
the  view  to  promoting  the  better  education  of  technical 
■chemists;  and  in  regard  to  the  recognition  of  educational 
institutions,  it  is  proposed  that  none  will  be  recognised 
which  are  not  open  to  inspection  by  the  Council,  while 
recognition  will  be  suspended  temporarily  when  there  is 
any  change  on  the  staff  not  notified  to  the  Council.  The 
report  will  also  deal  with  a  memorial  by  the  Association 
■of  Public  Analysts  of  Scotland  regarding  analyses  by 
persons  not  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
agricultural  analyses  by  technical  institutions,  and  other 
matters  of  a  similar  nature.  It  will  show  that  110  can- 
didates were  examined  during  1904-5,  of  whom  77  passed 
(the  highest  number  yet),  and  that  the  year's  receipts 
were  1,876?.  lis.  M.  and  the  expenditure  1,860?.  17s.  M. 
The  life  compositions  amounted  to  189?.,  bringing  up  the 
total  to  2,407?.  13s.,  this  being  invested.

American  Parcel-post. 

The  Post  Office  announces  that  an  agreement  for  an 
official  parcel-post  between  this  country  and  the  United 
States  of  America  has  been  signed  by  Lord  Stanley  and  the 
Postmaster-General  of  the  United  States.  The  new  service 
will  be  established  on  April  1  next.  The  limit  of  weight 
for  parcels  from  the  United  Kingdom  will  be  4  lbs.  6  oz., 


and  the  postage  will  be  2s.  for  each  parcel.  There  will  be 
no  non-postal  charges  apart  from  Customs-duty.  The  in- 
surance system  will  not  apply  to  parcels  sent  by  the  new 
service.  This  official  service  will,  however,  be  carried  on 
concurrently  with  the  semi-official  service  at  present  main- 
tained through  the  agency  of  the  American  Express  Co.,  by 
which  parcels  can  be  sent  up  to  11  lbs.  in  weight  and  can  be 
insured  for  any  value  up  to  120?. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  adopted  a  system  of  early  closing  on 
their  own  initiative  which  has  proved  a  boon  to  their 
employes.  The  closing-time  each  evening  is  seven,  and 
9.30  on  Saturdays. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  Mr.  Wheelwright,  of  Messrs. 
Albright  &  Wilson,  Ltd.,  is  not  so  seriously  injured  as  was 
reported,  one  of  his  eyes  being  uninjured.  The  accident 
occurred  in  the  ordinary  course  of  making  a  laboratory  test 
in  a  sealed  tube,  which  exploded  unexpectedly. 

It  is  intended  to  re-establish  the  Section  of  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry  at  Birmingham  and  district  which 
lapsed  some  twenty  years  ago.  All  scientists,  including 
pharmacists  and  even  heads  of  stores,  were  circularised, 
and  about  fifty  attended  at  the  University  on  Feb- 
ruary 20,  when  resolutions  were  passed  in  favour  of  the 
scheme.

At  the  Kensington  Licensing  Sessions  on  February  21 
the  wine-licence  hitherto  held  by  Mr.  Edward  Henry  Otto 
Grossman,  chemist  and  druggist,  11,  Station  Buildings, 
South  Kensington,  S.W.,  was  surrendered,  owing  to  no 
application  being  made  for  its  renewal. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  Kent  county  analyst  reports  that  during  the  past 
quarter  77  samples  of  drugs  were  submitted  to  him  of  which 
only  5  were  adulterated.    Two  out  of  8  samples  of  sweet 
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spirit  of  of  nitre,  2  out  of  4  samples  of  tincture  of  iodine, 
and  1  out  of  3  samples  of  mercurial  ointment  were  deficient. 
The  faulty  samples  of  sweet  nitre  were  respectively  17  per 
cent,  and  22  per  cent,  deficient  in  nitrous  ether.  The  tinc- 
ture of  iodine  was  40  per  cent,  deficient  in  iodine  in  one 
case  and  slightly  below  pharmacopceial  standard  in  the 
other.  The  condemned  mercurial  ointment  was  only  slightly 
deficient  in  mercury. 

The  public  analyst  of  Paddington  (Mr.  A.  W.  Stokes)  in 
his  quarterly  report  refers  to  the  Glauber's  salt  in  washing- 
soda  cases.   He  says  : 

A  test-case  was  taken  against  one  vendor.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  show  that  soda  should  rank  as  food  since  its 
use  in  small  quantities  when  boiling  vegetables  was  almost 
universal.  This  was,  however,  overruled  by  the  Magi- 
strate, and  the  case  dismissed.  Possibly  a  stronger  case 
might  have  been  made  for  its  use  as  a  drug ;  as  an  external 
application  in  rheumatic  cases  it  is  very  largely  used.  Even 
as  a  cleansing  agent  it  is  exceedingly  necessary  that  its 
purity  should  be  maintained.  The  washing  of  clothes  does 
not  consist  merely  in  removing  the  surface  dirt  from  the 
garment ;  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  the  germs  in  the  inter- 
stices. Glauber's  salt  does  not  destroy  harmful  bacteria, 
but  soda  not  merely  cleanses  but  also  disinfects  the  clothing 
throughout.  Certainly  the  scope  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  needs  widening  so  as  to  take  in  articles  which  in  modern 
times  are  so  needful  to  our  health  and  well-being.  Soaps 
said  to  contain  special  curative  agents  are  sold,  yet  analysis 
shows  often  that  these  are  absent.  Disinfectants  are  widely 
advertised  which  cannot  really  disinfect. 

Sheffield  Notes. 
The  Sheffield  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  met  the  redoubt- 
able football  team  of  the  Corporation  Tramways'  Depart- 
ment on  Thursday  last  week,  and,  considering  the  reputa- 
tion of  their  opponents,  were  fortunate  to  escape  with  a 
defeat  by  four  goals  to  one.  The  match  was  played  at 
Holme  Lane,  Hillsborough. 

Local  pharmacists  seem  to  be  suffering  from  an  epidemic 
of  accidents.  Mr.  A.  Appleton  is  recovering  from  the  effects 
of  being  thrown  out  of  his  trap ;  Mr.  E.  E.  Richards  is  just 
back  at  27  High  Street,  after  breaking  his  shoulder-blade ; 
Mr.  Percy  Carr,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Ecclesall  Road, 
slipped  and  twisted  his  ankle  so  severely  on  Clarkehouse 
Road  on  February  17  that  he  is  likely  to  be  laid  up  for  some 
time.  This  is  Mr.  Carr's  sixth  accident  in  five  years.  His 
many  friends  take  his  annual  trap  accident  quite  as  a  matter 
of  course,  but  this  time  he  has  very  effectively  broken  new 
ground. 

The  "Sheffield  Daily  Independent"  of  February  22  con- 
tains a  special  article  extending  to  over  a  column  on  "  Physic 
for  the  Poor."  It  is  virtually  an  interview  with  Mr.  H. 
Antcliffe,  superintendent  dispenser  for  the  Sheffield  Guard- 
ians, who,  with  Mr.  S.  G.  Carey,  is  responsible  for  dispens- 
ing between  1,500/.  and  1,600/.  worth  of  physic  to  the  poor 
of  the  city  every  year.    It  is  stated  that — 

Last  year  Mr.  Antcliffe  dispensed  no  fewer  than  35,763 
bottles  of  medicine,  and  5,104  boxes  of  pills,  ointment,  etc., 
at  the  three  dispensaries  alone.    At  the  Firvale  Workhouse 
a  similar  number  of  prescriptions  were  made  up,  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  a  Union  dispenser's  office  is  by  no  means 
a  sinecure,  for  the  number  of  prescriptions  made  up  last 
year  under  Mr.  Anteliffe's  supervision  would  be  no  fewer 
than  85,000  all  told.    He  received  at  the  various  dispen- 
saries 33,504  attendances. 
Appreciative  mention  is  made  of  the  advantage  which  the 
Guardians  have  in  possessing  a  member,  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  who  is  in  every  respect  qualified  to  give  expert 
advice  upon  all  matters  connected  with  or  relating  to  the 
dispensaries. 

Unwilling  to  Learn. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Hospital  on  February  17,  the  Timothy  White  Co., 
Ltd.,  who  had  taken  stock  at  the  dispensary,  reported 
unfavourably  on  the  present  system  of  storing  poisons. 
The  present  cupboard,  the  report  stated,  was  not  large 
enough,  and  would  only  take  large  bottles.  They  recom- 
mended that  a  second  cupboard  should  be  provided,  and 
also  that  bottles  with  phototype  labels  should  be  used. 
The  provision  of  the  cupboard  was  agreed  to,  but  the 
question  of  the  bottles  was  discussed  at  some  length, 
objection  being  taken  to  it  on  the  ground  of  expense. 
Dr.  Ward  Cousins  suggested  that  all  care  should  be  taken 
in  the  dispensing  of  the  medicines,  as  all  drugs  were 


poisonous.  Mr.  Grigsby  said  that  if  anything  happened, 
he,  as  a  member  of  the  Drug  Committee,  should  not  be 
prepared  to  take  any  responsibility.  Finally  it  was  agreed 
to  instruct  the  Drug  Committee  to  obtain  tenders  for  new 
bottles  for  the  whole  of  the  dispensary,  and  not  for  the 
poisons  only.

The  poisons  which  are  alleged  to  have  been  sold  contrary 
to  the  conditions  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  are 
Easton's  syrup,  Fellows'  syrup,  and  Rankin's  ointment. 
The  cases  come  on  for  hearing  on  Friday,  February  24, 
when  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve, 
Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion, Ltd.)  will  appear  for  the  defence. 

Manchester  Botanical  Gardens. 
The  Manchester  City  Council  has  rejected  a  proposal 
to  take  over  the  Botanical  Society's  grounds  at  Old 
Trafford.  Mr.  Alderman  Gibson  (Messrs.  Gibson  &  Sons, 
medical-lozenge  makers)  has  been  the  mover  in  the  matter, 
and  has  informed  a  Press  representative  that  he  has  no 
thought  of  asking  the  Council  to  reconsider  its  decision. 
Possibly,  he  suggested,  some  person  sufficiently  rich  and 
public-spirited  will  come  forward  and  present  the  gardens 
to  the  city,  so  that  the  grounds  would  be  preserved  for 
public  use,  and  the  Horticultural  Society  would  be  able 
to  continue  its  useful  educational  work. 

Alleged  Forged  Orders. 
At  the  Guildhall  on  February  18,  John  Hart  (37),  boiler- 
maker;  Charles  John  Hayes,  porter;  John  Henry  Manning 
(27),  and  William  Adams  (30)  were  charged  with  being  con- 
cerned in  stealing  and  receiving  a  quantity  of  cases  of 
bovril,  cachous,  medicated  tablets,  etc.,  which  were  obtained 
by  means  of  forged  orders  from  Messrs.  Lynch  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Messrs.  F.  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd..  and  other  druggists'  sun- 
driesmen  in  the  City.  Hart  was  originally  charged  with 
being  in  the  unlawful  possession  of  the  bovril  and  cachous, 
and  upon  inquiries  being  made  it  was  discovered  that  the 
property  had  been  obtained  from  Lynch's  by  means  of  a 
forged  order  which  had  been  presented  by  Hayes,  who  had 
previously  been  in  the  service  of  Moore  &  Co.,  export  drug- 
gists, of  Houndsditch.  On  February  14  he  absented  him- 
self from  his  employment,  and  since  then  it  was  discovered 
that  forged  orders  for  goods  had  been  presented  all  over  the 
City  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Moore  &  Co.  When  Hart's 
place  was  visited  the  other  three  men  were  found  there,  and 
were  arrested.  Hayes  and  the  other  men  made  statements, 
and  practically  made  a  clean  breast  of  what  is  supposed  to 
be  a  systematic  and  extensive  conspiracy.  A  large  amount 
of  property  had  been  obtained.  Prisoners  were  remanded. 
At  a  subsequent  hearing  Giovanni  Rolli,  a  restaurateur,  of 
Fore  Street,  E.G.,  was  charged  with  receiving  the  stolen 
property. 

Too  Attractive. 
At  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  February  16,  James 
Duncan,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  316  High  Road.  Kilburn, 
was  charged  with  wilfully  obstructing  the  footway  in  Neth- 
erwood  Street,  Kilburn,  by  causing  a  crowd  to  assemble. 
A  constable  stated  that  on  February  4  he  saw  a  large  crowd 
outside  Parkes'  Drug-stores,  316  High  Road.  The  people 
were  attracted  by  a  boy  dressed  in  Eastern  costume,  who 
was  exhibited  in  the  window,  holding  in  his  hand  a  box  of 
cough-mixture.    A  box  of  the  mixture  was  being  given  away 
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with  every  shillingsworth  of  goods  bought.  The  whole  of 
the  footway  was  blocked  by  the  people,  and  although  the 
defendant  was  cautioned  about  it,  he  continued  to  exhibit 
the  boy  at  intervals,  and  the  people  re-assembled.  The 
defendant  said  he  originally  exhibited  the  boy  in  a  window 
facing  the  main  thoroughfare,  and  when  the  police  com- 
plained, he  removed  him  to  a  window  in  Netherwood  Street, 
where  there  was  practically  no  traffic.  He  thought  that 
would  meet  all  requirements,  seeing  he  had  applied  for  a 
special  constable  to  move  the  people  on  if  necessary.  Mr. 
Plowden  (the  Magistrate)  said  he  must  not  keep  the  boy 
there  at  all  if  he  collected  people  in  the  way  described. 
Defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  2s.  costs.

At  an  inquest  held  at  Southport  on  February  20,  on  the 
body  of  a  woman  named  Sellars,  the  Coroner  (Mr.  S. 
Brighouse)  explained  that  a  death  certificate  had  been  ten- 
dered by  a  medical  herbalist,  and  it  had  been  refused  by  the 
Registrar.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  deceased  had 
suffered  from  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  a  weak  heart.  She 
called  on  Mr.  William  Henry  Webb,  a  medical  herbalist,  in 
Eastbank  Street,  who  gave  her  herbal  remedies.  When 
she  died  Mr.  Webb  gave  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  death 
was  due  to  paralysis  and  epilepsy.  Mr.  Webb  said,  in 
evidence,  that  the  "P.D.,  U.S.A."  after  his  name  on  the 
certificate  meant  "Doctor  of  Protoplasmy  " — a  title  he 
obtained  by  a  course  of  studies  at  Belleville,  Ohio.  The 
other  letters— "  M.I.  N.  A.M.  H."— stood  for  "Member  of 
the  Incorporated  National  Association  of  Medical  Herbal- 
ists." After  deceased's  death  he  made  out  the  certificate,  as 
information  which  a  registrar  might  take  from  an  unquali- 
fied practitioner  to  be  supplemented  by  other  evidence  from 
the  three  medical  men  who  had  previously  attended  her. 
None  of  the  preparations  he  supplied  were  poisonous. 
Slippery  elm  bark  was  a  good  food  preparation,  and  was 
largely  used  in  the  United  States.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes,  adding  as  a  rider  that 
Mr.  Webb  had  acted  unwisely  in  assuming  the  prerogative 
to  give  a  certificate.  The  Coroner  agreed  with  the  verdict, 
saying  he  considered  it  his  duty  to  hold  an  inquest  in  all 
cases  where  a  death  certificate  was  given  by  an  unqualified 
practitioner. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Seven  poisoning  fatalities  have  occurred  during  the  week, 
all  apparently  being  suicides.  Laudanum  in  overdose 
caused  the  death  of  a  man  named  Kidd,  who  was  living  at  a 
farm  near  Heme  Bay,  and  of  Mr.  S.  E.  Davis,  of  St. 
Leonards.  At  the  inquest  on  the  latter  the  first  witness 
was  Frederick  James  Chrisford,  described  as  a  dispensing 
chemist,  of  Silverhill,  who  stated  that  deceased  was  his 
brother-in-law,  and  had  been  suffering  from  depression. 
Evidence  of  having  sold  laudanum  to  the  deceased  was  given 
by  John  Bryant,  assistant  to  Mr.  Wilmshurst,  chemist, 
Bexhill.  Deceased  purchased  1  oz.,  saying  he  wanted  it  for 
external  use.  Ann  Bennett,  of  Ince,  Wigan,  obtained  six- 
pennyworth  of  carbolic  acid  from  Thomas  Walker,  manager 
for  Mr.  Phillips,  chemist,  Scholes,  and  poisoned  herself. 
Mr.  Walker  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
in  every  respect.  Miss  Katharine  Jennings,  a  cancer  patient 
in  a  nursing  home  at  Oxford,  poisoned  herself  with  an  over- 
dose of  morphine.  Thomas  Joliffe,  of  Stamshaw,  became 
depressed  and  poisoned  himself  with  potassium  cyanide. 
Elizabeth  Mason,  of  Liverpool,  drank  a  quantity  of  a 
poisonous  lotion,  and  died  afterwards  in  the  Southern  Hos- 
pital. A  draper's  assistant  at  Millhouses,  named  Derecourt, 
drank  solution  of  ammonia  and  died  two  days  after  in  the 
Sheffield  Royal  Hospital.

Extending. 

Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  Dublin, 
have  recently  made  an  important  extension  of  their  Grafton 
Street  premises.  They  took  over  part  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany's building  adjoining  their  own  premises  on  the  Duke 
Lane  side,  and  have  equipped  the  three  storeys  for  the 
manufacturing  and  wholesale  part  of  their  business.  The 
ground  floor  of  the  new  premises  contains  the  boiler,  with 
arrangements  for  bottle  washing  and  drying.  The  first 
floor  is  used  for  packing  the  house  specialities,  such  as 
Warren's  essence  of  rennet,  and  Hayne's  rat-paste ;  and 
the  second  floor  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  steam  laboratory. 
Many  of  the  arrangements  have  been  designed  by  Mr.  John 
Lawson,  chemist  to  the  company,  and  they  include  an  in- 
genious system  of  heating  the  building.  The  floor  of  the 
laboratory  is  covered  with  sheet  lead,  which  is  protected  by 
a  second  trellis  floor  of  wood.  The  extension  gives  the 
company  much-desired  room  for  development  on  the 
analytical  and  manufacturing  sides. 

Poisoning  Mystery. 

A  sensational  poisoning  case  has  been  under  investigation 
during  the  week  at  Armagh,  in  which  Sarah  Ann  Pearson, 
daughter-in-law,  and  Agnes  Black,  daughter  of  an  old 
woman  named  Alice  Pearson,  have  been  on  trial  for  murder. 
Mrs.  Pearson  was  arrested  in  Canada  and  Mrs.  Black  at 
Wallsend-on-Tyne  after  the  exhumation  of  the  old  woman's 
body  in  November.    One  of  the  principal  Crown  witnesses 
was  Professor  Barklie,  who  said  that  he  found  in  deceased's 
stomach  metallic  mercury  which  weighed  269.4  grains. 
He  had  never  before  found,  nor  could  he  trace,  any  record- 
of  a  case  where  the  mercury   was   discovered   in  such 
quantity  in  a  human  body.    The  total  quantity  of  metallic 
poison  found  was  slightly  over  286  grains,  while  the  strych- 
nine amounted  to  39.224  grains.    Mercury  does  not  act 
as  poison  while  in  a  metallic  state,  although  it  is  popularly 
considered  to  be  poison.    Strychnine  mixed  with  such  food 
as  deceased  had  taken  would  show  symptoms  within  from 
three  to  six  minutes,  and  death  would  ensue  in  ten  minutes. 
Sergeant  Richardson,   who  went  to  Montreal  to  fetch 
Mrs.  Pearson,  said  prisoner  in  the  course  of  a  confession 
stated,  "It  was  Isaac,  my  husband,  who  planned  all  this. 
I  bought  threepennyworth  of  strychnine  at  Orr's,  in  Ar- 
magh.   It  was  Isaac  that  gave  me  the  money.  .  .  When 
I  bought  the  poison  I  gave  the  name  of  Sarah  Hewitt. 
He  (the  druggist)  put  down  the  name  Yeates,  but  I  never 
mentioned  Yeates.    I  gave  the  name  of  my  own  town, 
and  he  put  down  Richill."    On  another  occasion  prisoner 
said,  "  I  suppose  the  druggist  will  get  into  trouble  for 
giving  me  strychnine  without  a  witness.    It  was  a  wee 
fellow  who  gave  it  to  me.    If  he  refused  to  give  it  to  me 
without  a  witness,  I  could  not  get  a  witness,  and  then 
there  would  have  been  no  harm  done."    Mr.  John  Orr, 
registered  druggist,  of  Armagh,  another  witness,  swore 
that  Mrs.  Pearson  was  like  a  woman  who  had  purchased 
poison  from  him. 

The  Magistrate  returned  both  prisoners  for  trial  to 
the  Assizes  on  the  capital  charge.

THE  interruption  in  the  weekly  mail  service  between  this 
country  and  the  Australian  Colonies  is  a  matter  of  much 
concern  to  many  business-houses  on  this  side.  At  the  time 
of  writing  there  seems  little  hope  of  matters  being  adjusted 
satisfactorily,  as  we  understand  that  the  negotiations  with  a 
view  to  the  signing  of  a  new  contract  between  the  Federal 
Postmaster-General  and  the  Orient-Pacific  Steamship  Co. 
have  completely  broken  down.  The  Commonwealth  Govern- 
ment has  refused  to  pay  the  largely  increased  subsidy 
demanded  by  the  company  for  a  regular  fortnightly 
mail  service,  and  for  the  time  being  the  mails  from  and  to 
Australia  will  therefore  be  despatched  by  any  available  route 
and  at  poundage  rates.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean 
"complete  disorganisation"  of  the  service,  for  by  utilising 
the  French  and  German  mail  steamers  in  conjunction  with 
the  P.  &  0.  boats  (which  hold  the  Home  Post  Office  contract 
for  a  fortnightly  service),  there  will  only  be  one  week  in 
every  four  without  a  regular  sailing  via  Suez.  In  addition, 
there  are  the  Vancouver  and  San  Francisco  routes,  which  are 
at  present  not  so  fast  as  the  Suez  route. 

The  Orient-Pacific  Co.,  it  appears,  has  asked  for  an  in- 
crease in  its  subsidy  of  65,000/.  per  annum  (150,000/.  instead 
of  85,000/.)  on  the  grounds  of  the  large  increase  in  the  mails 
carried  and  the  heavy  Suez  Canal  dues.  The  company 
emphatically  states  that  the  question  of  black  or  white  labour 
in  no  way  affects  the  price. 

The  present  Federal  Government  is  being  pressed  by  all 
Australian  political  parties  to  economise  whenever  possible. 
It  refused  to  accept  a  contract  involving  such  a  large  increase 
without  serious  consideration,  and  the  negotiations  fell 
through.  Inquiries  are  still  being  made  concerning  the  cost 
of  a  fast  service  by  other  routes  (Vancouver,  San  Francisco, 
and  the  Cape),  and  the  question  of  the  mail  service  will  be 
discussed  at  the  Conference  of  Australian,  Federal,  and 
States  Ministers  which  is  now  meeting  at  Hobart.  It  is 
possible,  therefore,  that  the  dislocation  may  be  only 
temporary.

Coombe,  Foster,  Phillips,  Warner,  and  Willcock. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Sleigh  was  elected  a  member. 

A  resolution  was  passed  awarding  two  annual  prizes  of 
10.s.  6d.  each  to  the  best  students  in  chemistry  and  botany  at 
the  Wolverhampton  Technical  and  Science  School. 

A  sum  of  two  guineas  was  voted  for  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  was  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to 
Messrs.  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  for  the  scholarship  scheme 
which  that  firm  have  founded. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  Association  for  past 
services  concluded  the  meeting. 


Blackpool  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel,. 
Blackpool,  on  February  15,  Mr.  Turver  (President)  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  Sankey  (Hon.  Secretary)  presented  his 
report,  which  showed  an  increase  in  membership  of  nearly 
20  per  cent,  over  last  year.  Among  other  topics  touched 
upon  was  the  earlier  closing  of  pharmacies — the  time  being 
now  8.30  r.M.,  instead  of  ten  o'clock,  as  was  sometimes  the 
case  before.  The  Hon.  Treasurer  reported  an  increased 
balance  without  any  debts.    The  reports  were  adopted. 

Election  of  Officers. 
A  rule  of  the  Association  is  that  no  president  shall  hold 
office  for  more  than  two  years  successively.  This  pre- 
cluded the  re-election  of  Mr.  Turver,  who  thanked  the 
members  for  their  attendance  and  support  during  his 
presidency  and  proposed  Mr.  Sankey  as  his  successor. 
Mr.  Johnson  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  elected  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Turver 
Hon.  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Lofthouse  (Fleetwood)  and  Mr. 
Boothroyd  as  Vice-Presidents.  Messrs.  Laurie,  Ashton,. 
Bailey,  V.  L.  Jackson,  and  Greenwood  were  appointed1 
members  of  the  committee,  and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Withers 
and  Sexton  auditors.  The  retiring  officers  were  heartily- 
thanked  for  their  services. 


Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

The  chemists  of  Brighton  and  district  were  on  Thursday, 
February  16,  invited  by  Mr.  J.  Williamson  to  visit  his- 
cinematograph-works  at  Wilbury  Road,  Hove,  and  over 
fifty  availed  themselves  of  the  hospitality.  They  were 
welcomed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Williamson,  and  found  tea  very 
charmingly  "laid  out  in  the  studio.  After  doing  justice 
to  it,  the  party,  under  Mr.  Williamson's  guidance,  made 
a  very  interesting  and  instructive  tour  round  the  works, 
in  which  the  various  stages  of  the  films  were  seen  and. 
explained — perforation,  printing,  developing,  fixing,  wash- 
ing, drying,  etc.  Mr.  Williamson  was  so  explicit  in  his 
explanations  that  one  almost  feared  that  he  was  jeopardis- 
ing his  local  monopoly.  After  telling  his  guests  apparently 
all  there  was  to  know  about  the  processes,  he  took  them 
back  to  the  studio,  from  which  all  vestiges  of  the  tea  had 
disappeared,  and  which  was,  as  if  by  magic,  changed  into 
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-a  cosy  little  auditorium,  with  a  screen  at  one  end  and 
cinematograph-lantern  at  the  other.  The  visitors  having 
comfortably  seated  themselves,  Mr.  Williamson  proceeded 
>to  show  a  number  of  splendid  animated  pictures,  nearly  all 
■of  which  had  been  arranged  and  taken  by  himself,  and, 
in  fact,  he  himself  was  shown  as  an  actor  in  some  of  the 
subjects,  and  a  lot  of  amusement  was  caused  by  some  of 
ihe  awkward  and  uncomfortable  situations  which  were 
depicted  and  in  which  he  figured,  notably  "spring  clean- 
ing." The  pictures,  interspersed  with  songs  and  recita- 
tions, having  come  to  an  end,  the  "decks"  were  again 
"cleared"  for  dancing,  which  brought  to  a  close  another 
memorable  evening.  A  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
■accorded  to  Mr.  Williamson  for  his  great  kindness.  Mr. 
Williamson  was  at  one  time  in  business  as  a  chemist  in 
Church  Road,  Hove,  and  was  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Association.  However,  photography  superseded  pharmacy 
in  his  affections,  and  he  forsook  chemistry  for  cameras. 
He  made  a  special  study  of  the  Rontgen  rays  and  was  one 
£>f  the  first  local  exponents  thereof.  He  has  since  taken 
up  the  production  of  animated  pictures  with  equal  enthu- 
siasm and  success. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

The  meeting  of  this  Association  at  St.  Bride  Institute, 
Ludgate  Circus,  E.G.,  on  February  22,  was  of  a  non- 
pharmaceutical,  but  none  the  less  interesting,  character. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members  and  their  lady 
friends  to  hear  a  most  entertaining  lecture  by  Signorita 
Christopher  Nweena  on  her  "  Impressions  of  Morocco." 
.Signorita  Nweena,  who  is  a  personal  friend  of  the  Chair- 
man of  Council  (Mr.  R.  Welford),  has  just  returned  to 
this  country  from  abroad,  and  her  lecture,  as  Mr.  Welford 
(who  presided)  explained,  was  a  "concentrated  extract" 
of  a  magazine  article  shortly  to  appear.  The  lecture 
"began  with  an  entertaining  account  of  life  on  board  the 
-steamer,  not  elaborated,  as,  the  Signorita  rightly  remarked, 
"steamer  experiences  have  been  overdone."  A  description 
of  Gibraltar,  the  first  stopping-place,  followed ;  then  the 
scene  on  landing  at  Tangier.  The  beauty  of  the  scenery  was 
dilated  upon,  the  luxuriance  of  foliage,  and  profusion  of 
llowers  and  fruit.  The  palace  of  the  Sharifa  was  described 
specially,  seeing  that  the  Sharifa  is  an  Englishwoman. 
Tangier  is  the  only  place  in  Morocco  that  is  partly  civilised  ; 
once  away  from  Tangier,  one  went  back  to  the  civilisation 
of  2,000  years  ago.  The  romance  and  reality  of  Casa- 
blanca were  also  depicted.  Morocco,  as  shown  in  Casa- 
'blanca  and  other  towns  visited  by  the  Signorita,  is 
the  "land  of  strange  melodies  and  strong  smells."  An 
intimate  and  thrilling  description  of  the  life  in  the  streets 
followed.  The  public  story-teller  who  in  rapt,  poetical 
language  tells  the  same  stories  that  have  been  told  for  the 
past  2,000  years,  the  snake-charmers,  conjurers,  beggars, 
lepers,  unwashed  and  unwashable  saints,  all  were  touched 
upon._  But  the  Signorita  reached  the  highest  point  of 
descriptive  eloquence  when  she  expounded  the  miseries  of 
slave-dealing  and  the  lot  of  the  Moorish  woman.  The 
traffic  in  human  souls  roused  her  womanly  indignation  and 
electrified  her  audience.  A  collection  of  Moorish  curios 
was  afterwards  described  by  the  lecturer,  and  a  vote  of 
thanks,  heartily  accorded,  terminated  the  proceedings. 
Musical  selections  by  the  Misses  Welford  were  given 
■daring  the  evening. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

Council-meeting. 
At  St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus.  E.C.,  a  council - 
Mieetmg  of  this  Society  was  held  on  February  22  There 
were  present  the  President  (Mr.  Bunker).  Treasurer  (Mr 
Higgs),  Secretary  (Mr.  Cuff),  and  Mr.  Cornish  and  Mr! 
Woolley. 

The  following  new  members  were  elected  :  Messrs  E 
Ahier  (Bromley),  W.  G.  Burge  (Maida  Hill,  W  )  E 
Cranston  (Lewisham),  W.  A.  Coates  (Burnlev)  j  '  W 
Deakin  (Northwich),  J.  E.  Dewing  (Goole)  "j  F  V 
Field  (Manchester),  T.  J.  Gait  (King's  Lynn),  W.  Hanna- 
n  tu(^a^01Ad)'  A  Mander  (Malvern),  D.  W.  Nicholson 
Leitn),  C.  O.  Ramer  (Demerara),  R.  L.  Russell  (New- 
haven),  E.  M.  Whiting  (Hereford),  and  H.  Wilson  (South- 


ampton). Mr.  W.  Glaholm  (Jarrow-on-Tyne)  and  Mr.  I. 
Wood  (Peckham)  were  elected  assistants.  Satisfaction  was 
expressed  at  the  continued  progress  of  the  Society,  and  the 
Secretary  outlined  a  further  scheme  (which  was  approved 
by  the  council)  for  bringing  the  claims  of  the  Society 
before  eligible  persons.  A  ballot  to  determine  the  order 
of  retirement  of  members  of  council  was  then  taken,  and 
other  matters  of  detail  discussed. 

Evening  Meeting. 

At  eight  o'clock  the  same  evening  between  sixty  and 
seventy  chemist-opticians  and  their  friends  gathered  in  the 
lecture  theatre,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  to  hear  a 
lantern-lecture  by  Dr.  William  Ettles  on  "  How  we  See." 
The  President  (Mr.  Bunker)  opened  the  proceedings,  and 
the  lecturer,  in  the  course  of  a  two  hours'  discourse,  traced 
the  evolution  of  the  sense  of  sight  and  explained  in  detail 
the  anatomy  and  functions  of  the  eye.  From  the  funda- 
mental sense  of  contact  were  evolved  other  specialised 
senses,  each  registered  by  particular  nerve  terminals.  The 
eye-nerve  is  the  one  which  registers  the  impression  of  light, 
the  lecturer  incidentally  noting  that  when  the  optic  nerve 
is  severed  the  phenomenon  of  light  is  communicated  to 
the  brain,  similarly  phosphenes  are  seen  when  the  eye- 
ball is  pressed  or  struck.  From  the  law  of  specific  stimulus 
Dr.  Ettles  passed  to  Faechner's  law  regarding  the  relative 
increase  of  sensation,  which  does  not  follow  physical 
measurements — photo-metric,  for  instance.  Next  the 
anatomy  of  the  eye  was  explained  by  means  of  a  series 
of  excellent  lantern  slides.  The  first  slide  was  a  section 
of  the  scull  to  show  the  setting  of  the  eye,  the  next  two 
showed,  among  other  things,  the  working  of  the  tear 
ducts,  the  course  of  the  tears  through  the  puncta  lachry- 
malia  to  the  nose  being  explained.  The  structure  of  the 
eye,  the  cornea,  iris,  ciliary  processes,  lens,  and  vitreous 
humour  were  pointed  out  as  well  as  the  coatings,  the 
retina,  choroid,  and  sclerotic.  Further  slides  enabled  the 
lecturer  to  go  still  deeper  into  the  anatomy  of  the  eye,  the 
canal  of  Schlemm,  the  canal  of  Petit,  Fontana's  space,  and 
the  zone  of  Zinn  being  explained.  The  microscopic  struc- 
ture of  the  ten  layers  of  the  retina — itself  only  of  the 
thickness  of  a  visiting-card — led  to  an  interesting  dis- 
course on  the  rods  and  cones,  cones  being  apparently  most 
required  by  the  eye  to  register  light.  Then  followed  a 
description  of  the  way  definition  and  luminosity  is  obtained 
by  nature  in  the  eye,  and  how  spherical  aberration  is 
corrected.  Incidentally,  Dollond's  discovery  of  Newton's 
error  in  regard  to  chromatic  aberration  was  mentioned, 
and  his  construction  of  an  achromatic  lens  was  noted  as 
a  triumph  of  British  industry  to  be  remembered  in  these 
pro-German  days.  The  effect  of  accommodation  on  the 
eye  was  shown  by  an  ingenious  mechanical  slide,  in  which 
the  lens  was  suitably  flattened  or  distended  according  to 
whether  the  eye  was  being  accommodated  or  at  rest.  The 
mention  of  the  blind  spot  at  the  junction  of  the  optic 
nerve  was  the  occasion  for  an  explanation  of  Marriott's 
spot  and  cross  experiment,  Purkinje's  images,  really 
lantern  projections  of  the  fundus,  coming  in  at  this  point 
for  mention.  By  means  of  a  model  of  the  eye  the  vr..ious 
muscles  by  which  movements  are  controlled  were  shown— 
the  four  straight  muscles,  external,  internal,  superior,  and 
inferior  recti,  and  the  two  oblique  muscles,  superior  and 
inferior.  A  consideration  of  why  we  do  not  see  things 
upside  down  and  how  we  estimate  the  size  of  objects  was 
the  occasion  for  a  series  of  lantern-slides  to  illustrate 
curiosities  of  visions  or  errors  of  judgment.  Zollner's 
parallel  lines  with  herring-bone  attachments  look  as  though 
they  converge  owing  to  an  optical  error,  whilst  the 
illusion  of  length  was  shown  by  comparing  one  line  having 
arrow  attachments  with  another  line  with  reversed  attach- 
ments, the  latter  seeming  to  be  much  longer,  although  of 
exactly  equal  length.  When  light  falls  on  the  retina  the 
changes  that  take  place  are  a  bleaching  of  the  visual 
purple,  electric  and  pigment  changes,  and  a  shortening  of 
the  cones,  this  leading  the  lecturer  on  to  speak  of  colour 
perception.  Brewster's  theory  of  three  primary  colours 
(red,  yellow,  and  blue),  long  accepted  as  correct,  was 
shown  to  be  untenable  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
obtaining  a  true  green.  The  Young-Helmholtz  theory  of 
three  different  kinds  of  nerve  fibres  distributed  over  the 
retina,  each  producing  its  separate  colour-stimulation,  as 
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modified  by  Herring,  is  now  generally  held,  although  the 
Hetridge  green  theory,  in  which  physicists'  speculations 
are  brushed  aside,  is  one  which  the  lecturer  would  like  to 
accept  if  it  could  be  modified  to  explain  all  the  phenomena 
of  colour-perception.  Explanations  of  colour-perception, 
curves,  and  complementary  colours  were  the  occasion  of  the 
display  of  a  brilliant  series  of  slides,  by  which  the  mixing 
of  colours  was  demonstrated.  Colour-blindness,  or 
Daltonism,  was  touched  upon,  one  of  the  experiments 
being  the  exhibition  of  a  number  of  different  and  brightly 
coloured  ribbons  in  a  sodium  light. 

The  lecture  was  frequently  applauded,  and  at  the  con- 
clusion a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Dr.  Ettles. 

Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Under  the  auspices  of  this  Association  a  special  meeting 
of  the  chemists  of  the  district  was  held  at  the  Albert 
Restaurant  on  Friday,  February  17,  to  consider  the  policy 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  introducing 

An  Amended  Pharmacy  Bill, 
especially  directing  attention  to  Clause  7.  The  President 
(Mr.  S.  Hardwick)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a 
fair  muster  of  chemists  present.  To  initiate  a  discussion 
it  was  arranged  that  Mr.  J.  Toone  should  move  the 
following  resolution  : 

That  this  meeting  of  chemists  endorses  the  action  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  introducing  an  amended  Phar- 
macy Bill,  and  approves  of  the  Bill  as  it  now  stands. 
Mr.  Toone  said  there  were  a  number  of  points  in  the  pro- 
posed Bill  which  ought  to  commend  it  to  the  hearty  support 
of  all  reasonable  men.  It  would  stop  the  hawking  of 
poisons,  it  would  do  away  with  one  man's  name  over  two 
shops  [No. — Ed.],  prevent  the  usurping  of  titles  by  com- 
panies, it  renders  each  director  of  a  company  liable  for 
the  acts  of  its  servants,  etc.  At  present  it  is  not  possible 
to  proceed  against  a  company,  but  only  against  its  ser- 
vants :  under  the  proposed  Bill  proceedings  could  be  taken 
against  the  directors.  Again,  the  new  Bill  contains  the 
word  "prescription";  the  old  Act  referred  to  "poison" 
only.  This  he  considered  a  distinct  advance.  Coming  to 
Clause  7,  he  said  it  did  not  contain  all  that  some  of  them 
wished,  but  as  reasonable  men  that  was  not  sufficient 
excuse  for  them  to  do  other  than  support  the  Bill.  The 
Society  by  bringing  the  Bill  forward  had  shown  that  it 
was  endeavouring  to  do  what  it  could  to  help  chemists. 
The  Bill  was  not  unreasonable,  as  for  twenty-five  years 
companies  have  carried  on  business,  and  it  is  somewhat 
late  to  try  to  stop  them  now,  as  it  was  in  1880  that  the 
House  of  Lords  decided  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  do  not 
apply  to  them.  Again,  in  the  case  of  the  big  Stores,  only 
a  very  small  part  indeed  of  their  business  deals  with  drugs, 
and  it  seemed  rather  unfair,  or  at  any  rate  very  bold,  to 
ask  Parliament  to  call  upon  every  one  of  the  directors  to 
be  qualified  chemists. 

Mr.  Hughes  seconded  the  resolution.  He  thought  Mr. 
Toone  had  covered  the  ground  very  fairly,  and  as  the 
Bill  now  stands  we  ought  to  support  it,  not  only  by  talking, 
but  by  definite  action,  as  by  influencing  members  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr.  Morris  said  Clause  7  was  the  crux  of  the  whole 
thing — he  had  not  a  word  to  say  against  the  Bill  otherwise, 
but  the  present  Clause  7  chemists  ought  to  fight  to  the 
end.  He  very  much  regretted  the  way  chemists  had  got 
into  of  saying  "  ditto"  to  anything  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  says  or  does.  Twenty-five  years  ago  the  Society 
learnt  that  there  was  a  flaw  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and 
ever  since  it  seemed  to  have  aimlessly  floundered  about, 
until  at  last  a  Bill  was  produced  which  we  were  told  was 
the  "very  minimum,"  and  which  represented  the  "rock 
bottom  "  at  which  we  were  going  to  stick — and  we  all 
approved  the  Society's  action.  Now,  why  at  the  bidding 
of  one  man,  who  seemed  determined  to  carry  a  Bill  of 
some  sort,  we  should  recede  one  iota  he  could  not  compre- 
hend. He  for  one  was  not  prepared  to  endorse  that  action. 
The  Bill  as  it  now  stands  is  not  worth  fighting  for ;  the 
"one  director"  is  a  new  farce,  the  other  directors  will 
neutralise  all  his  actions.  The  "titles"  clause  is  of  no 
value.  The  Bill  will  be  simply  legalising  what  to-day  is 
not  legal.  To  go  to  Parliament  with  such  a  request  is  the 
worst  policy  that  the  Society  can  adopt,  the  whole  principle 


being  given  away.  Chemists,  continued  Mr.  Morris,  never 
have  been  a  fighting  body,  and  seemed  so  used  to  being 
sat  upon  that  they  are  ready  to  acquiesce  in  being  crushed 
out  altogether.  It  is  their  right  that  qualification  should 
carry  with  it  control,  and  the  time  will  come  when  the 
remedy  for  the  present  unsatisfactory  state  of  things  will 
be  granted.    He  proposed  as  an  amendment  : 

That  this  Association  approves  of  the  Bill,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Clause  7. 

Mr.  Pars  said  he  was  for  a  long  time  of  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  Morris,  but  he  felt  it  was  no  use  crying  for  the  moon. 
They  must  be  content  with  something  less.  It  seemed 
to  be  quite  impracticable  to  try  to  get  all  we  want- 
One  of  the  most  important  provisions  in  the  Bill  is  that 
which  makes  all  directors  liable — that  certainly  is  worth 
getting. 

Mr.  Hornby  sympathised  with  Mr.  Morris.  He  felt  that 
there  were  some  good  points  about  Clause  7,  and  the  rest 
of  the  Bill  might  do  some  good  to  the  trade,  but,  taking 
all  arguments  into  consideration,  he  would  support  Mr. 
Morris's  amendment. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  we  cannot  expect  Parlia- 
ment to  pass  a  Bill  solely  for  our  benefit,  but  for  the  good 
of  the  public,  therefore  we  must  look  at  this  matter  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  public.  The  public  do  not  look 
to  see  which  way  profits  go ;  they  are  satisfied  if  a  qualified 
man  is  in  charge,  this  appearing  to  them  sufficient  protec- 
tion. Clause  7  he  considered  better  than  nothing,  even  if 
it  only  makes  it  a  little  more  difficult  for  companies  to 
evade  the  Acts.  The  rest  of  the  Bill  he  thought  very  good 
and  to  the  advantage  of  the  trade. 

Mr.  Bilson  supported  Mr.  Morris  in  his  amendment. 
The  wording  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  been  altered 
so  often  that  as  it  now  stands  it  is  hardly  worth  having. 
He  considered  Clause  7  if  passed  would  be  a  stumbling- 
block  for  future  legislation,  and  therefore  we  should 
be  better  off  without  it.  He  emphasised  that  local 
Associations  ought  to  have  an  independent  opinion  and 
not  be  so  ready  to  say  "  ditto  "  to  whatever  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  suggests. 

On  the  President  putting  the  amendment  to  the  meeting, 
it  was  lost  by  three  votes,  and  the  resolution  proposed  by 
Mr.  Toone  was,  on  a  show  of  hands,  carried  by  a  majority 
of  three. 

Before  the  meeting  closed  the  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  Association,  thanked  Mr.  Morris  (who  is  leaving  the 
town)  for  the  ardent  work  that  he  had  done  for  the  Asso- 
ciation and  for  the  prominent  part  that  he  had  taken  in 
its  management  during  his  residence  in  the  district.  He 
also  wished  him  every  success  in  his  new  sphere  of  work. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  presided  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  this 
Association,  held  at  94  West  Regent  Street,  Glasgow,  on 
February  16.  The  attendance  was  but  small,  owing  to  the 
wet  night. 

Mr.  Watson-Will,  of  London,  presented  a  specially  bound 
volume  on  "  Prescription-reading,"  for  which  he  was 
thanked. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

Mr.  A.  Boyd  contributed  a  short  paper  on  this  subject 
in  which,  after  referring  to  the  volatilisation  of  the  cam- 
phor caused  by  defective  methods  of  manufacturing  lin. 
camph.,  he  advocated  the  following  procedure  :  Measure 
the  oil  into  a  bottle  with  a  fairly  wide  neck,  and  dip  the 
bottle  into  hot  water  and  shake  occasionally.  When  fairly 
warm  introduce  the  camphor  (previously  passed  through  a 
No.  20  sieve),  cork  the  bottle  tightly,  and  shake  vigorously, 
when  the  camphor  will  quickly  dissolve.  The  stock  of 
camphorated  oil  should  be  kept  well  stoppered  and  in  the 
coolest  part  of  the  shop — the  cellar  preferably.  The  shop- 
bottle  used  for  sales  should  be  kept  on  a  low  shelf  and  away 
from  direct  sunlight.  To  test  the  preparation  at  any  time, 
weigh  100  grains  into  a  small  dish  and  evaporate  with  the 
heat  of  the  water-bath,  when  the  oil  should  lose  in  weight 
21.44  grains.  If  the  loss  falls  below  21  grains,  make  up  to 
the  right  strength  by  adding  more  camphor. 

Notes  on  Hospital  Pharmacy. 

Under  this  head  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  P.  Irvine, 
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Ph.C,  dispenser  in  the  Glasgow  Corporation's  Euchill 
fever-hospital.  After  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  Mr. 
Irvine  said  medical  men  attached  to  hospitals  are  beginning 
to  recognise  the  necessity  of  having  qualified  dispensers, 
though  they  do  not  always  consider  it  so  necessary  when 
they  are  not  connected  with  hospitals.  The  necessity  for 
stock  mixtures  will  be  conceded  when  it  is  remembered  that 
five  or  six  doctors  may  be  prescribing  simultaneously  and 
sixty  to  a  hundred  patients  per  hour,  each  with  a  prescrip- 
tion for  one  or  more  items,  pass  on  to  the  dispensary.  In- 
stances of  well-dressed  people  seeking  free  advice  and 
medicine  are  sometimes  met  with,  the  remedy  which  Mr. 
Irvine  has  seen  applied  in  these  cases  being  to  send  the 
patients  outside  to  buy  the  medicine  prescribed.  Those 
who  are  told  to  buy  their  medicine  outside  almost  in- 
variably come  back  with  the  story  that  it  is  not  the  same, 
and  has  made  them  ill,  etc. ;  but  the  dispenser  soon  gets 
used  to  that  yarn,  knowing  that  it  is  their  purse,  and  not 
their  stomach,  that  suffers.  The  number  of  alien  immi- 
grants who  appear  among  the  outdoor  patients  has  been 
gradually  increasing,  until  their  numbers  are  now  appalling. 
The  number  of  prescriptions  made  up  each  day  in  hospital 
is  considerable  :  if  a  chemist  had  as  many  to  make  up  daily 
in  his  shop,  he  would  retire  in  a  very  few  years.  Mr. 
Irvine  said  he  did  not  think  the  proximity  of  a  hospital 
injures  the  retailer,  for  the  great  majority  of  the  patients 
could  not  pay  for  medicine,  and  if  they  could  not  have  their 
medicines  free  would  have  to  go  without.  No  stock  mix- 
tures are  kept  for  indoor  patients.  The  dispenser  has  more 
time,  and  each  prescription  is  made  up  separately,  and  with 
as  much  care  as  in  a  shop.  The  large  turnover  means  that 
drugs  are  handled  on  a  wholesale  scale,  and  in  hospitals 
where  most  of  the  galenicals  are  manufactured  the  yearly 
saving  is  considerable.  So  considerable  is  it  that  the 
Glasgow  Parish  Council  has  thought  it  worth  while  to 
institute  a  special  department  for  the  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribution of  galenicals  to  the  various  poorhouses  and  hos- 
pitals under  its  management.  The  ideal  dispensary,  said 
Mr.  Irvine,  would  be  one  independent  of  the  wholesale 
manufacturers,  and  the  only  one  in  Scotland  which 
approaches  this  is  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh. 

Dispensing  Memoranda. 

This  was  the  subject  of  a  third  paper,  submitted  by  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  Secretary  of  the  Association.  The  science 
and  art  of  dispensing,  said  Mr.  Gilmour,  opens  up  a  field 
infinitely  rich  in  possibilities  of  physico-chemical  develop- 
ment ;  and  every  day,  in  the  compounding  of  countless  collo- 
cations of  chemically  active  substances,  there  must  emerge 
many  unobserved,  and  more  unrecorded  or  uninterpreted, 
instances  of  hitherto  unknown  and  unsuspected  reactions. 
If  dispensers  as  a  class  would  only  open  their  eyes  and 
sharpen  their  wits  a  trifle  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  intelligent  performance  of  their  duties,  it  is  certain 
that  the  stock  of  knowledge  in  general  service,  and  particu- 
larly in  practical  pharmacy,  would  speedily  be  augmented 
and  enriched  to  an  unprecedented  degree.  The  plan  which 
he  has  found  most  useful  for  systematising  one's  dispensing 
practice  is  to  keep  a  diary  in  which  are  entered  notes  and 
comments  on  apparently  new  or  peculiar  incidents  and 
observations  in  laboratory  and  dispensing  operations.  This 
has  a  practical  as  well  as  speculative  value,  inasmuch  as 
reference  to  its  records  frequently  solves  difficulties  which 
might  otherwise  prove  formidable.  The  author  then  pro- 
ceeded to  illustrate,  by  examples  selected  somewhat  arbi- 
trarily from  his  journal,  the  utility  of  a  methodical  minut- 
ing of  data,  and  also  how  scientific  theory  and  the  element 
of  the  unexpected  figure  in  the  simplest  facts  of  routine 
work. .

The  potassium  acetate  had  barely  been  taken  up  by  the 
solution  when  a  copious  precipitate  of  minute  iridescent 
crystals  developed.    At  first  sight  this  looks  like  a  case  of 


chemical  reaction.  The  real  explanation  is  that  the  solution 
of  the  acetate  "  salts"  out  the  chlorate.

Half  a  grain  of  salicylic  acid  was  dissolved  in  jvj.  of 
boiling  water,  and  when  this  had  cooled,  100  minims  was 
measured,  the  ii-eucaine  added,  and  the  mixture  raised  to 
boiling-point.  When  the  liquid  cooled,  an  abundant  crop 
of  minute  crystals  of  eucaine  salicylate  separated.  The 
prescription  was  for  a  solution  to  be  used  as  a  dental 
anaesthetic,  but  on  account  of  the  incompatibility  the  pre- 
scriber  had  no  alternative  but  to  cancel  it.

This  seems  a  perfectly  innocent  and  legitimate  mixture, 
and  yet  it  was  returned  two  days  after  being  dispensed  be- 
cause it  had  become  deeply  discoloured.  An  application  of 
the  starch-test  showed  that  the  colouring-agent  was  free 
iodine.  Samples  from  the  stock-bottles  used  in  compounding 
the  mixture  were  then  taken,  mixed  in  the  same  proportions, 
and  placed  under  observation,  when  it  was  found  that  traces 
of  free  iodine  could  be  detected  after  twelve  hours  and  that 
in  twenty- four  hours  the  liquid  had  become  sherry-tinted 
and  contained  an  appreciable  quantity  of  free  iodine.  For 
control-purposes  the  syrup  was  tested  to  determine  the 
absence  of  uncombined  iodine,  and  a  mixture  of  the 
syrup  and  distilled  water  in  the  proportions  of  the  prescrip- 
tion was  set  on  with  the  test-mixture.  The  control  test- 
mixtare  showed  no  colour-change  for  nearly  a  fortnight, 
and  even  after  standing  for  a  month  did  not  acquire  more 
than  a  straw  colour.  Experiments  made  subsequently  with 
samples  from  a  fresh  batch  of  syrup,  and  from  outside 
sources,  all  gave  practically  the  same  results,  although  with 
one  sample  of  a  syrup  prepared  from  a  liquor  the  change 
seemed  somewhat  slower.  Temperature  also  influenced  the 
rate  of  decomposition,  a  higher  temperature  accelerating 
and  a  lower  retarding  the  reduction.  The  precise  cause  of 
the  reaction  is  obscure.  In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for 
February  11  (p.  259)  a  correspondent  states  that  he  dis- 
pensed the  following  prescription  :

The  customer  brought  back  the  bottle  half  filled  with 
crystals,  and  said  that  the  mixture  must  be  different  from 
what  had  been  dispensed  in  Edinburgh,  as  that  remained  in 
perfect  solution.  Mr.  Gilmour  said  he  has  tried  this  mix- 
ture with  several  samples  of  both  syrups,  and  in  every  case 
there  has  been  a  slow  formation  of  crystals  after  the  lapse 
of  a  day  or  so.  The  deposit  seems  to  consist  principally  of 
strychnine  iodide,  probably  mixed  with  some  quinine  iodide. 
It  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  such  a  reaction  could  be 
averted  save  by  the  omission  of  the  strychnine  or  the 
aqueous  dilution  of  the  mixture,  when,  as  the  strychnine 
only  amounts  to  ^  grain,  the  iodide  formed,  albeit  of  higher 
molecular  weight,  would  remain  in  solution. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Brodie  said  heat  is  not  necessary  in  making  cam- 
phorated oil,  and,  moreover,  if  made  in  the  cold  the  oil 
does  not  turn  green.  Mr.  Brodie  recalled  a  case  of 
unexpected  reaction  in  a  strychnine  mixture  in  which, 
being  unable  to  communicate  with  the  prescriber,  he  had 
been  obliged  to  send  out  the  mixture  without  the  strych- 
nine. The  reaction,  which  puzzled  him  at  the  time,  he 
afterwards  found  explained  in  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist's "Art  of  Dispensing." 

Mr.  Hart  pointed  out  that  the  difficulty  with  cocaine, 
eucaine,  and  salicylic  acid  is  one  which  very  frequently 
crops  up. 

Mr.  Tocher  said  that  in  making  camphorated  oil  he 
always  puts  in  half  an  ounce  more  to  the  pint  than  the  B.P. 
says. 

The  President  (Mr.  Currie),  speaking  on  the  prosecutions 
for  camphorated  oil,  agreed  that  deficiency  of  camphor 
charged  against  retailers  in  those  prosecutions  was  due  to 
the  mixture  not  being  properly  treated  in  the  beginning. 
The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  stated,  is 
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going  to  make  some  overtures  to  local  authorities  in  regard 
to  prosecutions  as  to  what  was  to  be  taken  as  the  standard 
in  cases  of  this  kind.  There  have  been  so  many  vexatious 
prosecutions  lately,  especially  in  connection  with  cam- 
phorated oil,  that  it  is  time  something  was  being  done 
towards  regulating  prosecutions.  As  to  hospital  dispens- 
ing, he  agreed  that  the  short  hours  were  a  very  strong 
attraction  for  pharmacists  taking  posts  in  hospitals.  He 
had  been  very  much  struck  when  visiting  the  institution 
lately  with  the  exactitude  of  the  dispensing  at  the  new 
dispensary  of  the  Glasgow  Western  Infirmary.  This  dis- 
pensary is  thoroughly  equipped  and  everything  is  up  to 
date,  and  the  dispenser  there  deserves  every  possible  credit 
for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out  the  fitting-up 
of  the  establishment  under  his  charge.  Mr.  Currie  also 
condemned  in  strong  terms  the  misuse  of  public  dispen- 
saries ;  and,  following  him,  Mr.  Gilmour  mentioned  that  in 
some  such  places  120  patients  are  polished  off  in  an  hour. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced 

The  Breaking  Bulk  Question. 
and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  it  was  decided  to 
send  up  a  resolution  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  point- 
ing out  that  the  practice  of  breaking  bulk  is  bad,  and  asking 
them  to  declare  it  to  be  illegal,  and  stop  the  practice. 

The  Chairman  having  mentioned  the  approaching  visit  of 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  meeting 
adjourned.

Halifax  Chemists  at  Dinner. 

The  Halifax  and  District  Chemists'  Association  had  its 
annual  dinner  at  the  Old  Cock  Hotel,  Halifax,  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  February  16,  Mr.  Clement  Fielding  presiding. 
A  goodly  number  of  members  were  present,  and  supporting 
the  President  were  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  of  Shef- 


field ;  Mr.  John  Humphrey,  London ;  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw, 
Huddersfield  ;  Mr.  J.  Rhodes,  Dewsbury ;  Mr.  A.  Hanson. 
Bradford;  Mr.  W.  Pollard,  Wakefield;  Mr.  F.  Pilking- 
ton  Sargeant,  Leeds;  Mr.  G.  Brice;  Mr.  Waddington, 
Bradford;  and  Messrs.  A.  L.  Stevenson  and  H.  Hartley, 
of  Todmorden.  After  the  King's  health  had  been  drunk, 
Mr.  W.  R.  Black  submitted  the  toast  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  about  which  he  spoke  in  appreciative 
fashion,  also  referring  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  News- 
holme  was  warmly  welcomed  when  he  rose  to  reply,  and 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks  he  referred  to  the  Games 
Evans  case  at  Cardiff,  saying  that  what  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  desired  to  have  determined  is,  "Who  is  the 
responsible  person  in  regard  to  the  sale  and  dispensing  of 
poisons  ?  "  Without  referring  to  the  merits  of  the  case, 
he  said  that  one  remark  of  the  Cardiff  County  Court  Judge 
had  given  him  much  satisfaction — namely,  that  "it  was 
quite  right  in  the  interests  of  the  public  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  bring  an  action  of  that  kind." 
(Hear,  hear.)  They  must  leave  the  matter  where  it  is 
pending  the  Judge's  decision ;  if  that  decision  went  against 
them,  they  must  bow  to  it,  but  they  could  not  let  things 
remain  where  they  were.  It  was  seen  that  legislation 
with  regard  to  the  titles  question  was  by  no  means  clear, 
and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  represented  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  not  the  counsel  to  let  the  matter  rest  where 
it  was  at  present.  (Hear,  hear.)  Referring  to  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  and  Clause  7  as  amended,  Mr.  Newsholme  said 
it  now  claims  nothing  to  which  chemists  are  not  entitled, 
and  they  were  to  do  their  best  to  get  that  clause ;  but 
they  must  have  the  whole  of  the  chemists  in  the  country 
with  them  in  order  to  get  legislation.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr. 
Humphrey  also  added  his  acknowledgment,  after  which 
"The  Town  and  Trade  of  Halifax"  was  submitted  by 
Mr.  Thos.  Davies  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.), 
Mr.  H.  Hebden  responding.  Mr.  G.  W.  Worfolk  (Ilkley) 
proposed  "The  Halifax  and  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion." Going  back  to  the  time  when  he  lived  in  Halifax 
about  forty  years  ago,  he  could  not  recollect  ever  haying 
been  invited  before  to  the  Association,  which  was  in  a 
flourishing  condition  in  1871-72,  and  it  was  recognised 
in  the  Metropolis  as  well.  Mr.  Percy  Swire  responded, 
and  gave  some  interesting  details  respecting  the  Associa- 
tion's history.  It  was  founded  on  December  10.  1868 ; 
the  founders  were  Messrs.  J.  B.  Brierley,  W.  C.  Hebden. 
James  Farr,  and  Benjamin  Shaw.  He  had  in  his  posses- 
sion the  minutes  of  meetings  held  by  the  Association 
from  1878  onward.  In  the  latter  year  the  question 
of  patent  medicines  was  discussed,  and  deputations 
went  to  Huddersfield  and  other  towns  on  the  subject 
of  cutting.  ("Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.)  In  188o 
the  Association  was  in  touch  with  that  in  Sheffield  on  the 
subject  of  territorial  representation.  Several  members 
were  present  who  had  joined  the  Association  in  the 
seventies,  among  them  being  his  father,  Mr.  J.  Swire. 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  was  also  called  on,  and  re- 
ferred to  Clause  7  as  originally  drafted.  Then  it  was 
heralded  forth  with  a  tremendous  fanfare;  now  it  is  to 
be  supplanted,  not  because  it  did  not  contain  their 
absolutely  irreducible  minimum,  but  because  it  had  no 
chance  of  being  passed  by  the  Legislature.  They  wanted 
to  know  what  is  the  irreducible  minimum?  What  struck 
him  about  the  Cardiff  case  as  remarkable  was  that  the 
very  arguments  on  titles,  which  they  were  previously 
told  were  "rot,"  had  been  brought  forward  there 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society !  Mr.  W.  S.  Thompson 
proposed  "  Kindred  Local  Associations,"  Messrs.  Walshaw. 
Rhodes,  Hanson,  and  Pollard  responding.  To  the  toast  of 
"  The  Wholesale  Drug-trade,"  briefly  submitted  by  the 
President,  Mr.  F.  D.  Crossley  responded.  Songs  were 
contributed  by  Mesrs.  A.  Hebden,  J.  W.  Tiffany,  W.  S. 
Thompson,  and  Gibson  Dixon;  also  the  President  gave 
a  concertina  solo _  in  his  best  style.  Mr.  J.  W.  Tiffany 
presided  at  the  piano.

It  is  a  white 
powder,  perfectly  stable  in  air,  but  gives  off  nascent  oxygen 
when  dissolved  in  water  (see  last  issue,  p.  267) .  The  firm  are

in  most  people.  We  judge  from  this  sample  that  Norwegian 
cod-liver  oil  this  year  is  to  be  as  good  as  that  of  1901  and 
1902,  which  is  saying  a  great  deal.  Messrs.  Wright,  Lay- 
man &  Umney  have  determined  the  chemical  and  physical 
factors  of  the  oil,  and  find  that  they  are  within  the  minimum 
and  maximum  limits  laid  down  by  the  best  authorities.

Bankruptcies  anb  failures. 


Re  John  Joseph  Iley,  Syston,  Leicestershire,  Druggist. — 
The  public  examination  took  place  at  the  Leicester  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  on  February  17.  For  particulars  of  affairs  see 
C.  &  D.,  February  11,  p.  232.  In  reply  to  questions  put  by 
the  Official  Receiver,  debtor  stated  that  the  turnover  of  his 
shop  had  not  been  sufficient  to  pay  expenses.  The  examination 
was  closed. 

He  Frederick  Welstead,  204  Anerley  Road,  Anerley, 
Surrey,  late  7  Adam  Street,  Strand,  London,  W.C.,  Chemist, 
'etc. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on  February  16 
at  24  Railway  Approach,  London  Bridge,  S.E.  The  debtor's 
solicitor  applied  for  an  adjournment  of  the  meeting,  with  a 
view  to  bringing  forward  a  proposal,  and  explained  that  until 
the  statement  of  affairs  had  been  filed  ho  was  unable  to  state 
what  the  liabilities  would  amount  to.  It  was  eventually 
decided  to  adjourn  the  meeting. 

Be  Henry  Waits  Sharp,  78  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  Dealer 
in  Proprietary  Articles. — This  debtor  attended  on  Febru- 
ary 21  before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham,  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court,  for  public  examination  upon  accounts  showing 
liabilities  2,002/.  las.  10d.,  against  assets  valued  at  274/. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Walter  Boyle,  Assistant  Receiver,  debtor 
stated  that  he  started  business  in  18B1  by  selling  Gordon's 
extract,  a  vegetable  digestive.  For  that  purpose  he  entered 
into  partnership  with  Mrs.  J.  Dicker,  and  they  traded  at 
11  Long  Lane  under  the  style  of  Gordon  &  Co.  A  tolerably 
large  business  was  built  up  with  the  aid  of  borrowed  capital, 
and  in  1886  they  formed  Gordon  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  a  view  to 
repaying  the  loans  by  shares.  The  lenders,  however,  de- 
clined to  accept  shares,  and  ultimately  took  over  the  business. 
Witness  next  started  in  1889  to  sell  Frazer's  sulphur  tablets  in 
partnership  with  two  others,  who  provided  4,0007.  He  con- 
tributed no  cash  capital,  but  had  one-third  share  in  the 
business,  which  was  carried  on  as  Frazer  &  Co.,  first  at 
29  Ludgate  Hill,  and  subsequently  at  11  Ludgate  Square.  In 
June  1891  the  business  was  formed  into  a  company  with  a 
capital  of  42,000/.  About  that  time  he  started  a  monthly 
magazine  entitled  the  "Ludgate  Monthly,"  and  turned  that 
over  to  a  company.  It  was  a  failure  and  he  had  to  borrow 
money  for  it  on  the  security  of  his  shares  in  Frazer,  Ltd.,  with 
the  result  that  in  November  1902  he  handed  over  his  interest 
in  both  companies  to  Sir  George  Mason  to  satisfy  a  claim 
for  2,500/.  and  interest.  During  the  following  month  he 
took  premises  at  28  Gray's  Inn  Road  and  started 
a  business  for  the  sale  of  '*  Zotis  Hair-regenerator,"  and 
"  Zotis  Tabuies,"  a  specific  for  anaemia  of  the  blood.  The 
trading  styles  there  adopted  were  H.  W.  Sharp  &  Co.  and  the 
Zotis  Co.  A  small  profit  was  made  on  the  hair-dye,  but  he 
lost  heavily  on  the  tabuies.  In  May  1895  he  started  selling 
"  Saonetto,"  a  hair-colouring,  and  traded  in  the  name  of 
the  Saonetto  Co.,  offices  being  taken  at  84  Chancery  Lane 
in  May  1899.  During  the  summer  of  1897  he  put  on  the  market 
"  Kascola,"  a  digestive  preparation  from  his  own  formula. 
That  venture  was  not  a  success,  but  cost  him  200/.,  which  he 
paid  out  of  personal  earnings  as  an  advertisement  writer  and 
expert.  In  April  1899  he  began  to  trade  as  Arnold  Cave  & 
Co.,  adding  to  his  proprietary  articles  "Cave's  Hair-tints." 
Then  in  November  1901  he  started  the  publication  "  Our 
Paper"  partly  in  order  to  get  capital  and  partly  to  advertise 
"  Cu-cola,"  a  new  tonic  preparation.  He  obtained  500  sub- 
scribers to  the  paper  at  2s.  6cl.  each.  That  capital  was  by  no 
means  sufficient,  and  the  paper  only  had  two  issues.  Witness 
compromised  with  the  subscribers  by  sending  them  articles  of 
jewellery  costing  about  6d.  each,  but  he  made  a  net  loss  of 
200/.  on  "  Our  Paper  "  and  100/.  on  Cu-cola.  No  net  profit 
was  made  on  "Saonetto"  prior  to  1902,  but  the 
effect  of  the  advertisements  then  began  to  be  felt, 
and  in  the  next  three  years  he  made  a  profit  of  1.800/., 
by  means  of  which  he  paid  off  old  debts  to  the  amount  of 
1,400/.  The  sales  had  again  decreased,  to  which  fact  he  partly 
attributed  his  present  position.  Creditors  pressed  him  last 
June;  the  landlord  distrained  for  his  Michaelmas  rent  and 
again  for  the  Christmas  rent ;  other  pressure  by  creditors  fol- 
lowed, and  ultimately  he  was  made  a  bankrupt.  The  ex- 
amination was  concluded. 

lie  John  Frank  Saunders,  late  of  Station  Parade  Winch- 
more  Hill,  Middlesex,  formerly  of  St.  John's  Hill,  Wands- 
worth, Chemist  and  Druggist.— The  examination  of  this 
debtor  was  resumed  at  the  Edmonton  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
February  20,  when  Mr.  H.  M.  Giveen  appeared  as  counsel 
for  Messrs.  Idns  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  owing  to  statements  made  at  the 
last  court  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  21,  p.  83).  Replying  to  Mr. 
Giveen,  the  bankrupt  acknowledged  that  he  did  not  com- 
municate to  Messrs.  Idris  the  fact  that  he  had  sold  his 
business  at  St.  John's  Hill,  Wandsworth,  to  Mr.  Lloyd. 
Messrs.  Idris  sued  him  in  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court  in 
respect  of  certain  syphons,  which  were  alleged  not  to  have 
been  returned,  and  judgment  was  given  against  him.  Mr. 


Lloyd  would  not  allow  the  syphons  sent  back  to  be  credited 
to  him,  but  as  they  had  been  returned  he  (debtor)  wanted  to 
know  who  had  had  the  benefit  of  them.  Mr.  Giveen  :  You 
know  there  is  no  difference  between  one  syphon  and  another. 
How  do  you  suggest  that  Messrs.  Idris  were  to  know  which 
were  supplied  to  you  and  which  to  Mr.  Lloyd  ?  Debtor  said 
that  he  did  not  know,  but  Mr.  Lloyd  promised  to  take  over  the 
responsibility  in  regard  to  them.  Mr.  Giveen  explained  to 
the  Court  that  upon  receiving  judgment  in  Bloomsbury 
County  Court  a  receiving  order  was  made  on  September  12 
last,  and  on  September  16  Messrs.  Idris's  solicitor  wrote  to  the 
Official  Receiver  fully  explaining  the  position  of  affairs  as 
regards  the  syphons  and  stating  that 

Since  the  judgment  Messrs.  Idris  have  been  trying  to 
arrange  with  Lloyd  to  permit  a  number  of  the  syphons 
returned  by  him  to  them  to  be  placed  to  Saunders'  credit 
.  .  .  and  if  an  arrangement  of  this  kind  is  made  Messrs. 
Idris  will  consent  to  their  proof  being  reduced  by  the  value 
of  the  number  of  syphons  (2s.  each)  that  Lloyd  agrees 
shall  be  placed  to  Saunders'  credit. 
On  September  22  Messrs.  Idris's  solicitor  had  an  interview 
with  the  Official  Receiver,  and  after  full  discussion  it  was- 
arranged  Messrs.  Idris  should,  if  possible,  agree  the  matter 
with  Lloyd  and  reduce  their  proof  as  suggested.  Messrs. 
Idris,  in  accordance  with  this  arrangement,  agreed  with 
Lloyd  that  150  of  the  syphons  returned  by  him  should  be 
placed  to  Saunders'  credit,  and  on  October  3  last  (before  the 
first  meeting  of  creditors)  Messrs.  Idris  filed  an  amended  proof 
with  the  Official  Receiver,  in  which,  although  they  did  not 
admit  they  were  under  any  legal  liability  to  do  so,  they  gave 
credit  for  15/.  (the  full  value  of  these  150  syphons 
at  2s.  each),  thereby  reducing  their  proof  from 
79/.  0s.  lid.  to  64/.  0s.  lid.  The  Official  Receiver 
said  Mr.  Giveen  had  accurately  set  out  the  facts. 
The  debtor  stated  that  until  then  he  had  no  knowledge  of 
what  had  taken  place  between  the  Official  Receiver  and 
Messrs.  Idris,  and  entirely  withdrew  what  he  had  said  at  the 
previous  hearing.  Mr.  Giveen  referred  to  certain  remarks 
made  by  the  Official  Receiver  and  the  Registrar  at  the  last 
court,  when  it  was  suggested  that  had  the  facts  been  known  the 
debtor  might  not  have  been  made  a  bankrupt ;  and  the 
Registrar  now  observed  that  if  he  said  anything  which  re- 
flected in  any  way  on  the  conduct  of  Messrs.  Idris's  business 
he  expressed  himself  unfortunately.  The  examination  was 
again  adjourned.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 

The  Political  Outlook. 
The  prospects  of  an  early  dissolution,  so  far  from  increas- 
ing, recede  as  the  Session  advances.  The  House  of  Commons 
has  been  much  agitated  during  the  present  week  by  what  is 
known  as  the  MacDonnell  incident.  There  were  some  expec- 
tations at  one  time  that  this  might  lead  to  several  resigna- 
tions in  the  Cabinet.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  treatment 
of  Sir  Antony  MacDonnell  has  been  the  cause  of  very  con- 
siderable division  of  opinion  in  the  Cabinet,  but  the  con- 
troversy does  not  seem  likely  to  be  carried  to  the  lengths 
that  some  of  the  prophets  have  been  predicting.  At  one 
time  the  resignation  not  only  of  Lord  Dudley  but  of  Lord 
Lansdowne  and  of  Mr.  Wyndham  as  well  was  freely  hinted 
at.  In  that  case  the  MacDonnell  incident  might  have  done 
what  the  fiscal  question  has  hitherto  failed  to  achieve.  At 
the  moment,  however,  no  one  talks  of  a  Ministerial  break- 
up. The  debate  on  the  Address  still  drags  its  slow  length 
along,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  indications  are  that  it 
will  be  carried  on  into  next  week. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Pharmacy  Bill  did  not  obtain  a  very  good  place  in 
'the  ballot,  but  the  measure  has  again  been  introduced.  It 

has  been  put  down  for 
second  reading  on  March  24, 
but  as  the  Town  Tenants 
Bill  and  another  measure 
have  precedence  of  it,  its 
prospects  of  being  reached 
in  the  course  of  a  Friday 
morning  sitting  are  rather 
slender:  The  alteration  in 
this  year's  Bill,  which  was 
presented  to  Parliament 
and  read  a  first  time  on 
Friday  evening,  Febru- 
ary 17,  has  reference  to  the 
much-criticised  Clause  7. 
The  Bill  is  introduced  by 
Mr.  T.  Lough,  and  the 
"backers"  include  Sir 
M.  M.  Bhownaggree,  Mr. 
Henniker  Heaton,  Mr. 
Crooks,  Mr.  Osmond 
Williams,  Mr.  Ellis  Griffiths.  Mr.  James  Reid,  Mr.  Munro 
Ferguson,  Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  Mr.  J.  F.  Remnant,  and  Mr. 
Ernest  Gray.  In  view  of  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  a 
^  special  meeting  of  the  Drug  Companies'  Association  was,  I 
understand,  summoned  for  to-day  (Thursday)  at  the  offices 
of  Boot's  Pure  Drug  Co.,  29  Farringdon  Road,  E.C. 
[Owing  to  Mr.  Jesse  Boot's  indisposition  this  meeting  has 
not  been  held. — Editor.] 

Sir  James  Haslett  on  the  Bill. 
Sir  James  Haslett,  M.P.,  in  an  interview  with  our  repre- 
sentative at  the  House  of  Commons,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  managing  director,  or  at  least  one  of  the  directors, 
of  public  companies  vending  and  compounding  medicines 
should  be  a  qualified  chemist.  The  idea,  he  thought,  of  the 
whole  of  the  directors  being  required  to  be  qualified 
chemists  was,  of  course,  altogether  out  of  the  question. 
Medical  Act  (1886)  Amendment  Bill. 
This  Bill  has  just  been  re-introduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons  by  General  Laurie,  and  the  second  reading  is 
.fixed  for  April  14.  It  has  now  received  the  approval  of  both 
the  General  Medical  Councils  of  Great  Britain  and  Canada — 
indeed,  in  the  case  of  the  last-named  an  unsuccessful  attempt 
lias  already  been  made  to  carry  a  similar  measure  through 
the  Canadian  Parliament.  The  origin  of  the  Bill  is  due  to 
a  flaw  in  the  Act  of  1886,  which  was  discovered  by  General 
Laurie,  whose  connection  with  the  Dominion  is  of  long  stand- 
ing. In  order  to  facilitate  the  admission  of  Colonial  medical 
practitioners  into  Great  Britain  and  its  medical  service,  the 
Act  of  1886  provided  for  reciprocity  between  the  Mother 
Country  and  the  self-governing  Colonies.  The  Act,  it  was 
however  found,  expressly  stipulated  that  when  a  Colony  had 
a  provincial  and  a  federal  organisation  such  negotiations 
should  be  entered  into  with  the  latter.    The  Canadian  Con-

stitution  placed  the  control  of  education  in  the  hands  of 
the  provincial,  and  not  the  federal,  Governments,  so  that  it 
was  impossible  to  bring  the  Act  of  1886  into  force  in 
Canada.  The  present  Bill,  therefore,  seeks  to  amend  this 
Act,  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  principle,  and 
to  enable  reciprocal  arrangements  to  be  entered  into  with 
either  the  federal  or  provincial  Governments.  The  backers 
of  the  measure  include  Sir  Walter  Foster.  Sir  John  Tuke, 
Mr.  Rothschild,  Sir  Howard  Vincent,  Mr.  Middlemore,  and 
Sir  M.  M.  Bhownaggree. 

Compulsory  Sheep-dipping. 
The  new  Order  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  is  regarded 
by  Border  country  farmers  as  too  stringent,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  representations  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Lowther,  M.P., 
it  is  likely  to  be  somewhat  mitigated.  He  has  been  in 
personal  communication  with  the  President  of  the  Board, 
Lord  Onslow,  on  the  matter,  pointing  out  the  views  of 
Cumberland  farmers,  and  Lord  Onslow  has  promised 
favourably  to  consider  his  representations. 

The  Purity  of  Food. 
Sir  Cuthbert  Quilter,  following  up  the  persistent  efforts 
he  has  made  in  the  past  to  bring  about  some  more  effective 
control  over  the  purity  of  the  food  and  drink  of  the  people, 
has  given  notice 

To  ask  the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
whether  he  is  now  able  to  announce  the  course  it  is  pro- 
posed to  adopt  with  a  view  to  giving  effect  to  the  large  and 
important  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Arsenical  Poisoning,  more  especially  with  regard  to  the 
appointment  of  a  special  expert  officer  to  inquire  into  and 
advise  upon  all  questions  affecting  the  purity  of  manu- 
factured, preserved,  or  prepared  foods,  whether  of  home  or 
foreign  origin. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  course  similar  to  that  suggested 
in  the  question  has  been  recommended  not  only  by  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Arsenical  Poisoning,  but  previously  by  the 
Committee  on  Preservatives  and  Colouring-matter  in  Food, 
the  Beer-materials  Committee,  and  the  now  somewhat 
remote  Food-adulteration  Committee. 

Imfort-tax  on  Price-lists  in  Australia. 
Following  up  the  steps  he  took  last  Session  with  regard 
to  the  proposal  of  the  Australian  authorities  to  impose  an 
import-tax  upon  magazines,  which  resulted  in  successful 
representations  being  addressed  by  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
Mr.  Runciman  is  to  direct  Mr.  Lyttelton's  attention  to  the 
existing  tax  upon  catalogues  and  price-lists.  The  question 
of  which  Mr.  Runciman  has  given  notice  is  as  follows  : 

To  ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  whether 
his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  price-lists  over 
a  certain  size  are  subjected  to  an  import-duty  in  Australia, 
when  sent  from  the  United  Kingdom ;  whether  he  has 
drawn  attention  to  the  amount  of  irritation  which  this  has 
caused  amongst  English  and  Australian  traders;  and 
whether  he  is  prepared  to  suggest  to  the  Commonwealth 
Government  the  advisability  of  removing  these  restrictions. 

Sunday  Closing  of  Shops. 
Lord  Avebury  reintroduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
February  20  his  Bill  to  make  compulsory  the  closing  of 
shops  on  Sundays  under  certain  conditions  which  will 
permit  the  sale  of  perishable  articles  of  food  up  to.  9  a.m. 


Scottish  Drug  Depot,  Ltd. — In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edin- 
burgh, on  February  22,  Lord  Low  heard  parties  in  a  note 
presented  to  him  by  the  liquidator  of  this  company  to  fix  his 
remuneration,  grant  authority  to  divide  funds,  and  dissolve 
the  company.  In  his  note  the  liquidator  stated  that  in  winding 
up  the  company  an  action  for  500?.  damages  was  raised  against 
the  company  at  the  instance  of  a  boy  whose  face  had  been 
injured  by  a  quantity  of  mercury  and  nitric  acid  purchased 
at  one  of  the  shops,  and  that  before  defences  were  lodged, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Court  the  case  case  was  settled  for  95/. 
All  the  assets  had  now  been  disposed  of,  and  there  was  a 
balance  in  hand  of  925/.  18s.  10cZ.,  out  of  which  fell  to  be  paid 
the  liquidator's  remuneration,  preferable  claims  amounting  to 
318/.  8s.  lid.,  and  balance  to  creditors  pro  rata  on  their 
admitted  claims,  amounting  to  4,708/.  3s.  lit?.  Answers  were 
put  in  by  Alex  Fraser,  collector  of  poor  and  school  rates  for 
the  city  parish,  who  claimed  that  the  poor  and  school  rates  on 
six  of  the  shops  of  the  company,  amounting  to  20/.  0s.  6£c?., 
should  be  paid  over  to  him  before  the  liquidators'  remunera- 
tion was  deducted  from  the  balance  at  his  disposal,  being 
preferable  to  his  fees  and  the  law  expenses.  This  was  the 
question  debated  before  his  lordship,  who  said  he  would 
consider  his  decision.

By  Xrayser. 

Dr.  Rideal's  Conception 

of  the  duties  of  a  public  analyst  is 
very  enlightening.  It  at  least  helps  to  explain  certificates 
which  are  not  up  to  date.  "It  is  written,"  is  Dr.  Rideal's 
reply  to  criticisms.  He  does  not  now  insist  that  the  cod- 
liver  oil  which  he  lately  condemned  was  adulterated,  nor 
does  he  seem  to  realise  that  that  was  the  essential  question 
in  dispute.  His  certificate  was  in  accord  with  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  so  long  as  that  Pharmacopoeia  remains  in 
force  he  contends  that  he,  as  a  public  analyst,  is  bound  by 
it.  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  may  make  researches,  the  0.  &•  D. 
may  publish  new  information,  the  Pharmacopoeia  may  be 
proved  to  be  misleading ;  what  of  all  that  ?  Like  the  boy 
on  the  burning  deck,  he  has  been  told  to  stay  in  a  certain 
place,  and  he  will  be  faithful  to  his  trust.  Unfortunately, 
it  is  other  people  who  get  scorched  as  the  consequence  of 
Dr.  Rideal's  constancy,  and  not  himself. 
The  Essence-of-Peppermint  Column 

in  last  week's  C .  <£*  D. 
prettily  illustrates  the  difficulty  in  which  the  Phar- 
macopeeia-as-a-standard  theory  may  land  us.  It  may  be 
assumed  that  when  the  Medical  Council  committee  came 
to  deal  with  essence  of  peppermint  for  the  1898  Phar- 
macopoeia, it  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  old  essence 
was  too  strong,  as  it  would  not  mix  well  with  water, 
while  the  old  spirit  was  too  weak  to  be  of  any  use.  So 
it  averaged  on  the  new  "spirit."  Most  likely  the  com- 
mittee, never  thought  of  legal  consequences  or  of  trade 
difficulties.  Probably  the  seventeen  chemists  who  were 
obliging  enough  to  state  their  practice  last  week  are  fairly 
typical ;  at  least,  I  expect  it  is  the  custom  of  the  majority 
to  sell  the  10-per-cent.  spirit  for  essence  now.  But  there 
is  evidently  a  significant  proportion  who  still  supply  the 
old  l-in-5  essence.  They  are  certainly  legally  safe  in 
doing  so,  but  when  they  charge  twice  as  much  for  it  as 
their  neighbours  or  the  Stores  ask,  the  lady  pays  and  does 
not  come  again,  or  maybe  she  comments  on  the  price,  and 
receives  the  explanation  of  the  difference  with  the  smile 
which  says  whatever  is  the  polite  equivalent  for  "Rats!" 
It  would  be  wise,  I  think,  when  selling  the  l-in-10 
essence  to  label  it  "  Essence  of  Peppermint  (Spirit  of 
Peppermint  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  1898)."  With- 
out some  such  explanation  an  inspector  might  suggest  that 
a  chemist  had  adopted  the  reduced  strength  for  the  sake 
of  getting  more  profit. 

Edinburgh 

luckily  retains  the  old-fashioned  prejudice  in 
favour  of  a  discussion  on  some  aspect  of  pharmacy  at 
pharmaceutical  meetings.  From  two  of  the  Associations 
in  the  Scotch  metropolis  contributions  from  the  laboratory 
or  the  dispensing  department  come  almost  as  a  matter  of 
course;  the  rest  of  the  United  Kingdom  about  equals  the 
Edinburgh  output  in  this  respect.  A  very  few  such 
papers  have  been  reported  from  Liverpool,  Birmingham, 
and  Bournemouth  this  winter.  The  Pharmaceutical 
.Society  has  had  one  strictly  pharmaceutical  paper  in 
London,  but  that  was  from  an  outsider;  and  the  London 
■Chemists'  Association  has  tried,  but  without  notable 
rsuccess,  to  keep  up  its  old  scientific  character.  Clause  7, 
titles,  breaking  bulk,  and  P.A.T.A.  matters  have  bulked 
ltwenty  times  as  prominently  in  association  discussions  as 
anere  pharmacy.  I  am  not  saying  that  this  is  not  as  it 
should  be;  I  am  only  noting  the  fact. 


More  Logic  than  Reason 

was  a  keen  criticism  once  applied 
to  Rousseau's  socialistic  works ;  it  is  not  less  applicable  to 
the  comments  often  made  on  what  is  called  the  Widows' 
Clause  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  jun., 
proposes  that  when  the  business  of  a  deceased  chemist  is 
continued  a  qualified  executor  should  be  insisted  on,  "so 
that  the  alleged  difference  in  our  treatment  of  companies 
and  widows  respectively  could  be  no  longer  thrown  in  our 
teeth  with  any  semblance  of  logic."  Who  does  throw  it  in 
our  teeth  ?  To  do  them  justice,  not  to  any  extent  the  com- 
panies. They  have  never  much  utilised  this  argument ; 
they  know  its  weakness.  Parliament  could  not  make 
chemists  immortal  when  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed,  and 
it  was  therefore  necessary  to  make  some  provision  for  the 
inevitable.  The  concession  made  was  an  admission  that  an 
absolutely  logical  statute  was  not  attainable  ;  but  this  admis- 
sion does  not  give  companies  any  claim  to  a  similar  con- 
cession. Parliament  may  order  a  house  to  be  pulled  down 
for  a  public  benefit ;  that  would  not  justify  a  company 
claiming  the  right  to  pull  down  houses  whenever  it  might 
wish  to  do  so.  Legislators  were  fortunately  gifted  in  1868 
with  a  little  imagination,  which  enabled  them  to  realise  that 
the  Act  would  inevitably  break  down  in  its  first  year  if  a 
forced  sale  of  every  chemist's  business  had  to  follow  his 
death.  But  one  thing  is  clear  :  they  proved  by  this  excep- 
tion that  they  regarded  qualified  ownership  as  the  proper 
normal  condition  of  things  in  pharmacy. 

Godfrey's  Cordial 

has  not,  to  my  recollection,  figured  among 
the  old  medicines  whose  history  has  been  traced.  The 
advertisement  appended,  which  is  copied  from  Reed's 
"Weekly  Journal,"  February  22,  1722,  seems  to  indicate 
its  origin  : 

To  all  retailers  and  others.  The  General  Cordial  formerly 
sold  by  Mr.  Thomas  Godfrey  of  Hunsdon  in  Hertfordshire, 
deoeas'd,  is  now  prepar'd  according  to  a  receipt  written  by 
his  own  hand,  and  by  him  given  to  my  Wife,  his  relation,  is 
now  sold  by  me,  Tho.  Humphreys,  of  Ware,  in  the  said  county, 
Surgeon,  or  at  John  Humphreys,  at  the  Hand  and  Sheers  in 
Jewin  Street,  near  Cripplegate,  London.  Also  may  be  fur- 
nished with  Avcanums  or  Vomits,  and  will  be  allowed  the 
same  for  selling  as  formerly. 

Who  was  the  Vandal  formula-monger  who  first  cribbed  the 
receipt  which  old  Thomas  Godfrey  gave  to  his  pretty  rela- 
tive, who  had  perhaps  kept  house  for  him,  and  whom  Tho. 
Humphreys,  of  Ware,  married,  possibly  for  the  sake  of  this 
possession  1  And  why  did  the  General  Cordial  live  these 
two  centuries,  and  the  Arcanums  and  Vomits  pass  into 
oblivion  ? 

Addison  the  Poet, 

in  an  essay  in  the  "Spectator,"  tells  us 
what  the  Royal  Exchange  was  like  in  1711.  A  corre- 
spondent has  been  good  enough  to  send  me  a  quotation 
from  one  of  his  essays.  There  was  no  place  in  town, 
he  said,  which  he  so  much  liked  to  frequent.  It  grati- 
fied his  vanity  as  an  Englishman  to  see  so  rich  an 
assembly  of  countrymen  and  foreigners  making  this 
metropolis  a  kind  of  emporium  of  the  whole  earth.  Then 
he  proceeds  to  picture  one  of  the  kings  standing  in 
person  where  he  was  represented  in  effigy  looking  down  on 
the  wealthy  concourse  which  filled  the  place,  hearing  all 
the  languages  of  Europe  spoken,  around  him,  and  watching 
private  men,  who  in  his  day  would  have  been  vassals  of 
one  of  his  barons,  now  negotiating  for  greater  sums  than 
he  ever  had  in  his  royal  treasury.  Then  the  king  went 
back  to  his  effigy,  and  Addison,  with  Dick  Steele,  ad- 
journed to  one  of  the  coffee-houses  across  the  road.

Pharmacopoeia  Revision. 

The  meeting  this  week  of  the  Committee  of  Reference  on 
Pharmacy  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  for 
the  purpose  of  advising  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of 
the  General  Medical  Council  in  the  revision  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  is  an  event  which  deserves  attention.  This 
is  the  first  time  since  1864  that  a  representation  of  the 
pharmacy  of  the  three  Kingdoms  has  been  called  together 
for  such  a  purpose,  and  the  time  is  peculiarly  sensitive 
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on  many  pharmacopoeial  matters.  Apart  from  this  com- 
mittee there  are  to  be  two  others,  one  dealing  with  botany 
and  the  other  with  chemistry.  The  Pharmacy  Committee 
will  by  no  means  have  a  controlling  influence  on  what 
will  go  into  the  next  B.P.  The  General  Medical  Council's 
own  committee  has  taken  a  thorough  grip  of  the  revision- 
work,  and  has  experts  working  privately  on  several  ques- 
tions. This  fact  and  the  existence  of  two  other  committees 
predicate  that  the  position  of  the  pharmacy  referees  is 
scmewhat  delicate,  for  they  are  men  who  by  training  and 
experience  are  capable  of  deciding  any  matter,  short  of 
therapeutics,  falling  within  the  scope  of  revision.  Dr. 
MacAlister,  President  of  the  Council,  is  a  born  diplomat, 
but  firm  as  to  his  Council's  rights,  and  it  will  largely 
depend  upon  him  to  what  extent  the  aspirations  of  phar- 
macists in  B.P.  revision  are  met.  From  the  notes  which 
we  print  on  p.  327  respecting  the  committee  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  referees  are  fairly  representative  terri- 
torially, as  well  as  of  the  different  branches  of  pharmacy. 
Two  (Messrs.  Allen  and  Wright)  are  retailers;  another 
two  (Messrs.  Lucas  and  Merson)  are  connected  with  the 
retail  and  wholesale  sides;  a  third  pair  (Messrs.  Bird  and 
Umney)  are  wholesale  druggists;  three  (Messrs.  Dott, 
Kirkby,  and  White)  are  associated  with  manufacturing 
chemist  houses ;  and  two  (Messrs.  Brunker  and  Greenish) 
hold  official  appointments.  Retailers  are  undoubtedly  in 
a  minority,  and  this  has  been  urged  as  an  objection,  but 
the  committee  is  quite  representative  of  the  leading 
workers  in  pharmacy.  Another  objection  we  have  heard 
is  that  the  members  are  young.  This  is  a  relative  term. 
We  make  out  the  average  age  of  the  members  to  be  not 
less  than  forty-five  and  there  is  not  a  man  on  it  who  has 
not  seen  his  thirty-fifth  year.  The  committee  is  right  on 
the  age  point,  but  it  places  on  the  retired  list  at  least 
half-a-dozen  good  men  and  true  who  are  still  competent 
in  all  except  youth  to  tackle  pharmacopoeial  problems. 

Postsceipt. — The  meeting  on  Thursday  was  very  harmonious 
and  progress  was  made  in  the  preliminary  arrangements. 
Messrs.  Allen  and  Brunker,  of  Dublin,  were  unable  to  be 
present  owing  to  illness.  It  was  decided  that  Mr.  Walter 
Hills,  Dr.  Inglis  Clark,  and  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs,  who  act  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  in  conference  with  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee,  should  be  added  to  the  Committee  of 
Reference  on  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Walter  Hills  was  appointed 
Chairman,  and  Professor  Greenish  Secretary.  Sub-com- 
mittees were  also  appointed,  and  one,  consisting  of  the  London 
members,  will  meet  next  week. 


The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Lough  has  been  fortunate  in  getting  this  amended 
measure  reintroduced  into  the  House  of  Commons.  The 
event  occurred  at  the  close  of  the  sitting  on  Friday  evening 
of  last  week,  and  since  then  the  second  reading  has  been 
fixed  for  March  24.  The  Bill  was  published  on  Thursday. 
It  is  prefaced  by  a  memorandum  of  seven  paragraphs,  the 
fifth  of  which  pertains  to  the  directorate  clause,  and  is 
here  compared  with  last  year's,  the  respective  rubrics  being 
added  in  italics  : 


1904. 

To  require  that  companies 
keeping  open  shops  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  shall  be  man- 
aged by  duly  qualified 
chemists  as  directors. 

In  case  of  companies  busi- 
ness to  be  managed  by  regis- 
tered directors. 


1905. 

To  require  that  companies 
keeping  open  shops  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  shall  have 
that  portion  of  their  business 
managed  by  a  duly  qualified 
chemist  as  director. 

Companies  not  to  use  per- 
sonal titles,  and  if  carrying 
on  a  pharmaceutical  business 
must  have  registered  direc- 
1  tor. 

"Registered  director"  is  short  for  "registered  chemist  as 
director,"  we  presume,  as  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Bill 


for  registering  directors  as  such.  All  the  sixteen  clauses, 
except  the  seventh,  are  precisely  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  registration  clauses  include  the  old  provisions  as  to 
shops  and  the  persons  in  bond-fide  conduct  of  the  same, 
nothing  being  added  to  covei  the  so-called  "registered 
director."  Clause  11  still  makes  any  act  or  omission  which 
is  an  offence  committed  by  a  person  (except  keeping  open 
shop)  an  offence  if  committed  by  a  company,  firm,  co- 
partnership, or  body  of  persons.  Clause  7  contains  a  pro- 
vision for  making  every  director  similarly  liable.  Ob- 
viously the  Bill  has  not  been  revised  as  it  should  have 
been.  On  January  14  we  suggested  that  it  "  should  go 
into  the  draftsman's  hands  again " ;  but,  as  far  as  we 
can  learn,  even  the  Society's  solicitors  have  not  been 
consulted  about  the  amendment  made  on  Clause  7,  and 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  elicited  from  the  President  last  week  that 
the  new  clause  has  been  lifted  from  the  Transvaal  Ordi- 
nance, without,  apparently,  the  slightest  regard  to  how  it 
fits  with  the  rest.  This  absence  of  thoroughness  is  ex- 
tremely regrettable.  The  following  comparison  of  Clause  7 
and  Section  37  of  the  Transvaal  Ordinance  shows  in  what 
respect  they  differ  : 


Clause  7. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
company  incorporated  under 
the  Acts  in  force  regulating 
joint-stock  companies  to 
take,  use,  or  assume  the  de- 
scriptions or  titles  of  "  chem- 
ist and  druggist  "  or  "  phar- 
maceutical chemist,"  or  any 
other  sign,  title,  or  descrip- 
tion implying  registration 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
Nor  may  any  company  so 
incorporated  by  law  retail, 
dispense,  or  compound  poi- 
sons or  medical  prescriptions 
unless  that  part  of  the  busi- 
ness of  such  company  shall  be 
managed  by  a  director  who 
shall  be  a  registered  person 
within  the  meaning  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  un- 
less the  assistant  who  actu- 
ally conducts  the  said  busi- 
ness is  also  a  person  regis- 
tered under  the  same  Act. 
Anything  which  would  be  an 
offence  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  or  this  Act,  if  com- 
mitted by  an  individual  shall 
be  an  offence  by  every 
director  of  the  company,  if 
committed  by  such  com- 
pany ;  provided  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  held 
to  prevent  the  employment 
by  any  registered  chemist 
and  druggist  of  an  unquali- 
fied assistant  or  assistants  for 
the  purpose  of  compounding 
drugs  or  dispensing  medi- 
cines under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist. 


The  prospects  of  the  Bill  are  not  rosy,  and  it  is  significant 
that  the  alteration  in  Clause  7  has  diminished  rather  than 
increased  the  enthusiasm  of  chemists  and  druggists  for  the 
Bill.  Under  the  remarkable  organisation  scheme  launched 
by  the  Council  (which  has  quickly  degenerated  into  an 
advertising  campaign)  members  are  endeavouring  to  assure 
the  trade  that  there  was  no  hope  for  the  full  directorate 
clause,  and  after  public  statements  to  this  effect  by  repre- 
sentative members  it  is  difficult  to  see  where  the  hope  could 
be ;  but  the  fact  is  not  forgotten  that  it  was  the  promoters 
of  the  Bill  who  precipitated  a  surrender  for  which  there  was 
no  occasion  until  the  Bill  reached  the  Committee  stage. 


Transvaal  Enact m  en t. 
No  society  or  association  of 
persons  who  are  not  regis- 
tered under  this  Ordinance 
may  use  the  descriptions  or 
titles  provided  herein,  nor 
may  any  company  incor- 
porated by  law  carry  on  the 
business  of  chemist  and 
druggist,  unless  the  manag- 
ing director  of  such  company 
is  a  duly  registered  chemist 
and  druggist,  and  unless  the 
name  of  the  assistant  (who 
himself  must  be  qualified 
under  _  this  Ordinance) 
managing  such  shop  or  other 
place  in  which  the  business 
is  carried  on  by  the  company 
is  conspicuously  posted  in 
such  shop  or  place  ;  provided 
that  anything  which  would 
be  an  offence  under  this 
Ordinance  if  committed  by 
an  individual  shall  be  an 
offence  committed  by  every 
director  of  a  company  if  com- 
mitted by  such  company ; 
provided,  further,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  section  shall  be 
held  to  prevent  the  employ- 
ment by  any  registered  den- 
tist or  chemist  and  druggist, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  an  un- 
qualified assistant  or  assist- 
ants for  the  purpose  of 
mechanical  dental  work  or  of 
compounding  drugs  and  dis- 
pensing medicines  under  his 
personal  supervision. 
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"  Preparations." 

Although  in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Armson  it  was,  in  1894,  held  that  the  sale  of  a  preparation 
containing  a  poison  is  a  sale  of  the  poison,  much  interest  still 
attaches  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "preparations"  as 
used  in  the  original  Schedule  A  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 

1868,  and  the  additions  which  have  been  made  to  it  under 
Section  2.  The  point  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Glyn- Jones 
in  the  recent  Bradford  cases,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be 
said  in  regard  to  it,  and  we  wish  now  to  recall  an  impor- 
tant interchange  of  opinion  between  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  and  the  Privy  Council  which  took  place  early  in 

1869.  There  was  then  a  difficulty  in  the  construction  of 
the  items  in  Schedule  A,  and  a  "case"  was  prepared  by 
the  solicitors  of  the  Society  in  which  the  Schedule  was  set 
forth.  Three  articles  in  Part  I. — viz.,  arsenic,  aconite,  and 
ergot  of  rye — had  "and  its  preparations"  included  in  the 
entries,  and  the  same  was  true  in  regard  to  belladonna 
and  opium  in  Part  II.,  but  preparations  were  not  men- 
tioned in  respect  to  nine  other  articles  scheduled.  The 
"case"  proceeded  to  show  the  power  of  Section  2  to  make 
other  articles  "poisons,"  and  pointed  out  that  there  is  an 
absence  of  power  under  which  it  could  be  declared  that 
any  preparation  of  arsenic,  aconite,  ergot  of  rye,  bella- 
donna, opium,  and  poppies  is  not  a  poison.  The  negative 
requirement  was  what  particularly  exercised  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  the  need  for  labelling  ' '  paregoric  "  having 
troubled  the  trade  considerably.  Was  it  to  be  regarded 
as  a  preparation  of  opium?  The  "case"  showed  that  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  under  "Opium"  there  was  a 
sub-heading  "Preparations,"  and  under  this  "  Tinctura 
Camphorae  Composita,  2  grains  to  the  fluid  ounce,"  and 
"  Tinctura  Opii,  32  grains  to  one  fluid  ounce,"  were  speci- 
fied. At  the  same  time,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  former 
is  named  as  a  preparation  of  camphor;  is  it  also  one  of 
opium?  Apparently  the  idea  of  that  time  was  that  "pre- 
parations" means  B.P.  preparations.  The  case  proceeded 
to  say  : 

So  far  as  the  Act  creates  a  monopoly,  it  may,  prima  facie, 
appear  to  the  interest  of  registered  persons  that  the  widest 
construction  shall  be  put  upon  the  word  preparations,  but  as 
a  matter  of  convenience  in  the  conduct  of  sales  of  poisons, 
and  practically  in  the  general  interest  of  the  registered 
persons  and  the  public,  it  is  most  undesirable  that  a  very 
extended  meaning  shall  be  given  to  the  words  "  poison  " 
and  "preparations";  moreover,  public  safety  will,  in  all 
probability,  be  best  secured  by  a  limited  construction  of  the 
words. 

If  it  can  be  relied  upon  that  a  limited  construction  will  be 
put  upon  the  words  "  poison  "  and  "  preparations,"  it  will 
be  practicable  to  work  the  statute  without  further  Parlia- 
mentary powers,  because  the  case  illustrated  by  strychnine 
can  be  covered  by  the  exercise  of  the  statutory  powers 
created  by  Section  2,  under  which  the  Privy  Council  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  declare  that  compositions 
containing  any  given  proportions  of  strychnine  shall  be 
deemed  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute. 

The  reply  from  the  Privy  Council  was  as  follows  : 

Medical  Department  of  the  Privy  Council  Office, 
6th  March,  1869. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  W.C. 

Sir, — I  have  laid  before  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's 
Council  the  statement  prepared  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Solicitors  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  put  into  my 
hands  by  the  President  of  the  Society,  on  the  subject  of  a 
difficulty  which  the  Society  feels  in  applying  the  language 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  particularly  of  its  Schedule  A, 
to  the  case  of  such  pharmaceutical  compounds  as  contain 
some  scheduled  "  poison "  in  extremely  small  and  prac- 
tically non-poisonous  quantity. 

My  Lords,  having  given  their  best  consideration  to  the 
subject,  are  of  opinion  that  the  "  preparation  "  of  a  poison 
in  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  means  a  compound  which,  like 
the  poison  of  which  it  is  a  preparation,  is  in  itself  deadly  or 
dangerous,  and  that  it  does  not  mean  a  compound  which  is 
in  itself  perfectly  harmless,  although  into  its  composition 


may  enter  a  poison,  or  the  preparation  of  a  poison,  which 
taken  alone  would  be  dangerous  or  deadly.  My  Lords 
apprehend  that  questions  of  fact  must  be  dealt  with  as  they 
arise ;  for  it  is  possible  to  take  so  much  of  a  compound 
perfectly  harmless  if  taken  in  reasonable  quantities  (e.g., 
carbonate  of  soda),  as  to  destroy  life,  and  it  is  possible  that 
a  particular  paregoric  lozenge  might  contain  a  deadly 
amount  of  poison  ;  but  it  seems  to  their  Lordships  that,  for 
general  purposes,  and  as  matter  of  legal  interpretation, 
these  extreme  and  barely  supposable  cases  may  be  dis- 
regarded, and  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  safely 
act  upon  the  test  given  above. 

My  Lords,  however,  are  advised  that  it  is  not  feasible  to 
define  the  precise  proportion  of  poison  in  any  preparation 
which  may  bring  it  within  the  Act.

Shortly  after  this  it  was  necessary  to  amend  the  Act  as 
regards  the  rights  of  medical  practitioners,  and  this  brought 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  into  touch  again  with  Parlia- 
mentarians, some  of  whom  expressed  themselves  as  dis- 
satisfied with  the  protection  afforded  by  the  Poisons 
Schedule  :  it  was  not  sufficiently  comprehensive.  The 
Council  admitted  this,  as  everybody  interested  did,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  time  was  that  if  "  preparations  "  of  a  poison 
were  not  scheduled  they  are  not  included  in  the  article 
scheduled.  Accordingly,  in  December,  1869,  the  first  resolu- 
tion approved  under  Section  2  was  passed,  adding  various 
preparations  and  other  articles  to  the  Schedule.  Both 
Councils  appear  to  have  had  the  perfectly  definite  view  that 
the  word  "  article  "  in  Section  2  has  a  quite  narrow  meaning. 
Thus  strychnine  is  one  article,  and  solution  of  strychnine 
another,  the  former  being  scheduled,  and  the  latter  not  when 
the  Act  passed.  The  object  of  the  additions  was  to 
remedy  this  anomalous  state  of  things,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  the  official  observations  made  at  the  time  the 
additions  were  made.  We  quote  from  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Journal "  of  January,  1870  : 

Our  readers  will  remember — or,  if  they  do  not,  it  will  be 
well  to  refresh  their  memories  by  turning  back  to  the 
"  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  for  April,  1869,  and  reperusing 
— a  case  submitted  to  the  Privy  Council  on  the  question  of 
"  preparations,"  particularly  of  opium.  That  case  opens 
with  the  assertion  that  there  is  no  difficulty  with  such  really 
dangerous  poisons  as  strychnine,  power  being  given  to  the 
Council  by  Section  2  of  the  Act  to  declare  them  poison. 

That  power  has  now  been  exercised,  not  in  a  spirit  of 
monopoly,  but,  as  we  believe,  as  a  simple  matter  of  duty  ; 
and  we  desire,  although  the  resolution  reported  in  the 
minutes  of  Council,  and  the  extract  from  the  "  London 
Gazette,"  both  appear  in  our  present  number,  to  note  here 
the  addition,  which  our  readers  will  do  well  at  once  to 
make  in  writing  to  their  copies  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  or 
introductory  chapter  of  their  poison  books. 
First,  then,  to  Part  I.  let  them  add — 
Preparations  of  prussic  acid. 

,,        ,,      cyanide  of  potassium  and  all  metallic 

cyanides. 
,,        ,,  strychnine. 
„        ,,  atropine. 
And  to  Part  II.— 

Preparations  of  corrosive  sublimate. 

,,        ,,  morphine. 
Red  oxide  of  mercury  (commonly  known  as  red  precipi- 
tate). _ 

Ammoniated  mercury  (commonly  known  as  white  pre- 
cipitate). 

Every  compound  containing  any  poison  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  "  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,"  when  prepared  or 
sold  for  the  destruction  of  vermin. 

The  tincture  and  all  vesicating  liquid  preparations  of 
cantharides. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  official  writer 
accurately  reflected  the  views  of  the  Council,  so  it  is  of 
interest,  in  view  of  the  Rankin's  ointment  cases,  to  note  that 
the  intention  was  to  add  vermin-killers  to  Part  II.  In  the 
light  of  case  law  the  trouble  about  "preparations"  is 
regarded  by  some  now  as  surprising,  but  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  there  is  more  in  the  1869  view  of  the  ' '  article  " 
than  is  allowed  for  it  at  the  present  time.  Perhaps,  when 
the  High  Court  again  turns  its  attention  to  poison  law,  this 
point  will  be  debated. 
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U.S.  Adulteration  Laws. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  issued  a  synopsis 
of  legislation  during  the  year  which  ended  on  July  1,  1904, 
compiled  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Bigelow.  This  continues  the  work 
which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  made  the  chief  basis  of  his  paper  last 
week,  and  includes  references  to  laws  covering  drugs  which 
have  been  passed  in  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  and 
Ohio. 

Stamping  "Daisy"  Powders. 

It  may  be  a  not  unnatural  inference  from  two  cases  at 
Leeds  reported  in  this  issue,  wherein  two  unlicensed  dealers 
have  been  fined  for  selling  "Daisy"  powders  unstamped, 
that  henceforth  they  should  be  stamped,  although  they  are  a 
drug  vended  entire.  This  is  not  so,  however.  If  our 
readers  turn  to  page  280  of  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  for  1905,  para- 
graph 11,  they  will  find  that  the  conditions  upon  which 
entire  drugs  may  be  sold  without  stamp  are  (1)  that  the  seller 
is  a  qualified  person ;  or  (2)  a  licensed  person.  The  Leeds 
retailers  were  neither,  consequently  the  powders  became 
technically  liable  to  the  stamp-duty  and  the  vendors  to  the 
licence-duty.  The  cases  are  an  example  of  the  care  shown 
by  the  State  to  see  that  certain  medicinal  articles  shall  be 
sold  by  specified  classes  of  people  and  no  others.  If  the 
principle  were  applied  to  all  medicines,  how  happy  it  would 
make  chemists  and  druggists  ! 


IRccuster  of  Chemists  ano  Drugotets. 


WE  observe  in  the  new  register  of  chemists  and  druggists 
of  Great  Britain  that  the  Registrar  now  places  asterisks 
in  front  of  the  names  of  persons  whose  addresses  have  not 
been  communicated.  This  means  that  in  a  short  time  such 
names  will  disappear  from  the  register  if  the  persons  named 
do  not  in  the  meantime  communicate  their  present  addresses 
to  the  Registrar  (Mr.  Richard  Bremridge,  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.).  We  have  compiled  the  subjoined 
list,  and  strongly  advise  any  whose  names  occur  in  it  (if 
alive)  to  communicate  their  correct  addresses.  Circum- 
stances occasionally  arise  in  which  the  Minor  certificate  is 
practically  useless  if  the  name  is  not  on  the  printed  register. 
For  example,  Colonial  Pharmacy  Boards  go  by  the  register. 
The  Registrar  is  required  by  the  Act  to  keep  a  correct  regis- 
ter, and  it  is  his  statutory  duty  to  remove  the  names  of 
persons  who  are  not  by  registered  post  found  at  the  addresses 
given  :

A  recently-patented  flashlight  powder  (27465  of  1904), 
which  it  is  claimed  is  non-explosive  and  produces  very  little 
smoke,  is  made  as  follows  : 

Magnesium   100  parts 

Aluminuim   50  parts 

Iron  oxide   30  parts 

Copper  carbonate    20  parts 

Magnesium  sulphate    5  parts 

The  R.P.S. 

Major-General  Waterhouse  was  last  week  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  Photographic  Society.  His  connection 
with  photography  began  a  good  many  years  ago  when 
occupying  a  position  in  the  Indian  Army.  The  photographic 
operations  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor-General  of  India 
were  in  his  charge  till  1897,  when  he  retired.  Since  his 
return  to  England  Major-General  Waterhouse  has  been  en- 
gaged in  investigations  regarding  the  sensitiveness  of  silver 
and  other  metals  to  light. 

Platinum  Prints  toned  with  Uranium. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Jarman,  in  "Wilson's  Photographic  Maga- 
zine," gives  the  following  formula  for  the  uranium  bath 
which  is  used  to  tone  platinum  prints  to  various  tints  of 
brown  : 

1-  |  2- 

Uranium  nitrate     ...  j  Potassium  ferricyanide  ^j- 

Distilled  water        ...    £xvj.  -  Distilled  water        ...  ^xvj. 

To  use,  take  4  oz.  of  No.  1,  add  1£  grains  glacial  acetic  acid, 
and  pour  into  the  dish,  then  take  4  oz.  of  No.  2  and  add  li  oz. 
of  acetic  acid  and  add  to  the  solution  in  the  dish.  The  bath  is 
now  ready  for  use.  As  soon  as  the  prints  are  toned  they  are 
drained  and  put  for  a  few  minutes  into  an  acid  bath  made  of 
glacial  acetic  acid  1  part,  water  40  parts.  The  final  process  is  to 
wash  for  a  short  time  in  water  and  dry. 

Cobalt  Toning-eath. 

The  following  toning-bath  is  proposed  by  MM.  Lumiere 
and  Seyewetz,  and  is  novel  on  account  of  the  use  of  cobalt 
chloride,  the  resulting  tone  being  green  : 


1.  Potassium  ferricyanide    60  parts 

Lead  nitrate    40  parts 

Water   1000  parts 

2.  Cobalt  chloride   100  parts 

Hydrochloric  acid   300  parts 

Water   1000  parts 


Immerse  the  print  in  No.  1  till  the  image  is  bleached,  wash 
well,  and  transfer  to  No.  2  solution  till  the  green  effect  is 
obtained.    Finally  wash  to  remove  the  acid.

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Trade  Law. 

Displacing-  Trade  Custom — At  Dublin,  on  February  15, 
an  action  was  heard  at  the  suit  of  Messrs.  Cantrell  & 
Cochrane,  mineral-water  manufacturers,  Dublin  and  Bel- 
fast, against  Hugh  R.  Lindsay,  Enniskillen,  to  recover 
237.  15«.,  balance  of  account  due.  Defendant  counterclaimed 
in  respect  of  credit  for  package-cases  and  bottles  which  he 
sought  to  return,  but  of  which  acceptance  was  refused  as  the 
account  had  been  closed  for  over  a  year.  Plaintiffs  relied  on 
a  note  on  their  invoices  that  empties  were  not  returnable  after 
three  months.  The  custom  of  the  trade  was  pleaded  by 
defendant.  The  Judge  held  that  the  invoice  memorandum 
displaced  the  custom  referred  to,  if  it  at  all  existed,  and  gave 
judgment  for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

Freight  on  Coal  to  Chemical-works. — The  Railway 
and  Canal  Commissioners  had  before  them  last  week  an 
application  against  the  Central  Railway  Co.  in  reference  to 
an  order  made  by  the  Court  in  1902  declaring  that  defendants 
were  giving  undue  preference  to  one  colliery  company  over 
another.  The  particular  instance  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Court  was  in  reference  to  the  carriage  of  coal  to 
Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.'s  chemical-works  at  Winning- 
ton.  It  appeared  that  two  collieries  were  in  competition  for 
Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.'s  supply,  and  they  were  situated 
respectively  two  and  four  miles  from  a  junction  on  the  G.C.R., 
which  was  twenty-nine  miles  from  Wilmington.  There  was 
a  difference  of  M.  per  ton  in  the  freight  charged  in  favour  of 
the  more  distant  colliery ;  and  it  was  urged  that  as  one 
colliery  was  distant  thirty-three  miles  and  the  other  only 
thirty-one,  it  was  "undue  preference"  on  the  part  of  the 
G.C.R.  to  charge  a  lower  rate  to  the  former  than  to  the 
latter.  On  the  part  of  the  railway  company  it  was  contended 
that  as  the  branch  line  by  which  the  coal  was  conveyed  from 
the  more  distant  colliery  had  been  promoted  by  different 
colliery  proprietors  for  competitive  purposes,  there  was  no 
undue  prefei'ence ;  and,  moreover,  that  if  any  reduction  were 
made  on  the  other  branch  it  would  involve  diversion  of  traffic 
from  seventy  or  eighty  other  collieries  to  the  serious  loss  of 
the  promoters  of  the  competitive  line.  The  company,  how- 
ever, agreed  to  a  penny  reduction,  and  this  the  Court 
affirmed,  Mr.  Justice  Bigham  and  Lord  Cobham  agreeing, 
while  Sir  Frederick  Peel  dissented. 

Should  an  Analyst's  Certificate  Quote  a  Standard  ? 
A  case  has  recently  been  before  the  King's  Bench  Division  in 
which  the  sufficiency  of  an  analyst's  certificate  was  called  in 
question.  It  was  a  milk  prosecution,  and  the  certificate  gave 
the  composition  and  "  observations  "  to  the  effect  that  it  was 
deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  to  the  extent  of  34  per  cent,  and 
in  milk-fat  to  the  extent  of  53  per  cent.  The  Justices  before 
whom  the  case  was  tried  dismissed  the  summons  on  the 
ground  that  the  certificate  was  bad,  owing  to  its  not  stating 
the  standard  upon  which  it  was  based.  They  stated  a  case, 
however,  for  the  High  Court,  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in 
giving  judgment  upon  it,  observed  that  he  doubted  whether 
a  sufficient  certificate  would  be  one  which  merely  gave  tho 
quantity  of  milk-fat  found.  It  was  necessary  to  show  that 
the  sample  had  been  compared  with  some  standard,  and  it 
would  have  been  better  had  the  certificate  stated  what  the 
proper  quantity  of  milk-fat  was  ;  but,  as  a  little  examination 
and  calculation  would  show,  it  did  actually  show  what  the 
standard  was,  and  therefore  the  objection  to  it  was  invalid. 
Mr.  Justice  Kennedy,  in  agreeing  with  the  judgment  of  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  remarked  that  it  was  important  that  a 
person  accused  of  selling  an  adulterated  article  should  know 
what  ho  is  accused  of  without  having  to  make  calculations. 

Krebs  J'.  Fuerst — In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Thursday, 
February  23,  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  heard  the  application  by 
defendants  in  the  case  of  Krebs  v.  Fuerst  Bros,  for  further 
directions  on  a  procedure  summons,  asking  that  all  further 
proceedings  in  the  action  might  be  stayed  until  further  order, 
pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the  Arbitration  Act,  1889.  For 
the  defendants  it  was  stated  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Hart  that  the 
application  was  resisted  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  action  was 
brought  by  Dr.  Krebs,  who  traded  under  the  style  of  Photo- 
chemische  Fabrik  Helios  Offenbach,  against  the  defendants, 
Messrs.  Fuerst  Bros->  Philpot  Lane,  London,  upon  an  agency 
contract  by  which  Helios  transferred  to  Fuerst  Bros,  the  sole 
right  in  the  whole  of  their  products  except  patented  developers 
for  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  Colonies  for  a  period  of 
five  years  from  September  1,  1901,  to  August  31,  1906.  Fuerst 
Bros.,  on  their  part,  covenanted  to  represent  the  interests  of 
Helios  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  undertook  that  they 
would  not,  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract,  represent 
any  competing  factory  with  the  exception  of  J.  Houff  &  Co.  (a 
German  limited  company).  The  plaintiff  determined  the 
contract,  owing  to  alleged  breaches  by  the  defendants,  by  a 
letter  dated  December  31,  1903.  There  were  certain  articles 
manufactured — sensitizers,  developers,  intensifies,  and  re- 


ducers—as to  which  he  alleged  the  defendants  had  broken 
their  contract,  alleging  that  they  had  deliberated  and 
systematically  pushed  the  sale  of  such  goods  produced  by 
competing  manufacturers  to  the  exclusion  of  the  goods  of  the 
plaintiff,  and  that  they  had  also  advertised  and  pushed  the 
sale  of,  and  had  kept  a  wholesale  depot  for,  photographic 
chemicals  of  the  firm  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  besides 
breaking  their  covenant  in  three  ways.  Consequently  they 
had  in  their  action  claimed  a  declaration  that  the  contract 
had  been  duly  determined,  and  that  plaintiff  was  no 
longer  bound  to  employ  defendants  as  his  agents.  He  asked 
also  for  an  injunction  restraining  defendants,  for  an  account 
of  profits,  and  for  damages  for  breach  of  duty.  The  defend- 
ants, by  the  defence  put  in,  denied  the  breaches,  and  con- 
tended that  plaintiff  had  no  right  to  determine  the  contract. 
The  defence  was  also  accompanied  by  a  counterclaim  against 
the  plaintiffs.  His  lordship  said  the  summons  would  bo 
dismissed,  the  costs  to  be  the  plaintiffs'  costs  in  any  event. 

Dentists  Act. 

Company  Dentist's  Title. 
At  Dublin  on  February  18,  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
the  Irish  branch  of  the  British  Dental  Association  applied, 
through  the  Attorney-General,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
a  company  which  carried  on  business  as  "Mr.  Appleton, 
Surgeon-Dentist,  Ltd.,"  from  taking  or  using  such  a  name, 
or  from  advertising  for  custom  under  it  or  any  other 
name  or  style  containing  the  word  "Dentist,"  either  alone 
or  in  combination  with  any  other  word  or  words,  or  any 
name  or  title,  addition,  or  description  calculated  to  lead 
the  public  to  believe  that  the  business  was  carried  on  by 
a  person  registered  under  the  Dental  Act  of  1878.  Appli- 
cation was  also  made  to  restrain  the  directors  or  any  other 
member  of  the  company  from  allowing  the  company  to 
remain  registered  under  its  present  name.  The  defendants 
were  "  Mr.  Appleton,  Surgeon-Dentist,  Ltd.,"  Frederick 
Appleton,  Grace  Coates,  Samuel  Malcolm,  J.  M.  Bolner. 
Ethel  Jane  Appleton,  Win,  Robinson,  F.  C.  Doran,  Edith 
Coates,  and  Martha  Stewart,  but  application  was  only 
made  for  judgment  against  the  company  and  Frederick 
Appleton  and  Ethel  Jane  Appleton  in  default  of  defence, 
and  against  the  other  defendants  in  default  of  appearance. 

Mr.  Samuels,  K.C.,  with  whom  was  Mr.  Gerald  Fitz- 
Gibbon  (instructed  by  Messrs.  W.  G.  Bradley  &  Son),  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  referred  to  the  statement  of 
claim  which  set  out  that  the  defendants — with  intent  to 
injure  and  deceive  his  Majesty's  subjects  and  to  defraud 
the  persons  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878 — 
conspired  to  form  a  company,  "Mr.  Appleton,  Surgeon- 
Dentist,  Ltd."  It  was  incorporated  under  the  Companies 
Act  on  March  21,  1904,  the  capital  of  the  company  being 
500/.,  divided  into  500  shares  of  11.  each,  all  of  which  had 
been  allotted  to  the  defendants.  Amongst  the  objects 
for  which  the  company  was  established  was  to  carry  on 
through  competent  persons  the  business  of  dentists  and 
dental  surgeons  in  such  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  as  the  directors  shall  from  time 
to  time  appoint,  and  in  particular  Bangor,  co.  Down.  The 
defendant  company  had  been  extensively  advertised  in 
the  North  of  Ireland,  and  by  reason  of  the  formation, 
registration,  and  advertisement  of  the  company  the  public 
had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  company  had  been  carried 
on  by  persons  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 
whereas  it  had  been  formed  for  an  unlawful  purpose — for 
the  purpose  of  imposing  on  and  deceiving  the  public  in 
this  respect.  The  plaintiffs  claimed  an  injunction  to 
restrain  defendants  from  carrying  on  business,  and  from 
using  the  word  "dentist."  The  penalty  was  201.  It  was 
right  to  protect  the  public  as  well  as  the  dental  profession 
in  this  matter. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Johnston  (for  the  defendants)  said  that, 
apart  from  the  Dentists  Act  of  1878,  there  was  no  fraud 
in  one  man  pulling  out  the  tooth  of  another.  No  private 
interests  had  been  injured  by  what  Mr.  Appleton  did. 
The  Master  of  the  Rolls  :  We  don't  know  that. 
Mr.  Johnston  said  that  if  there  were  to  be  judgment  it 
ought  to  be  without  costs  against  the  two  defendants  he 
represented — Frederick  and  Ethel  Appleton. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  that  both  the  defendant 
company  and  the  special  defendants  admitted  every  aver- 
ment put  forward  in  the  statement  of  claim.  They  ad- 
mitted that  they  violated  the  law,  and  had  fraudulently 
done  so.    It  was  an  audacious  fraud  even  if  there  was  no 
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Act  of  Parliament.  The  word  "Mr."  was  put  into  the 
name  to  show  there  was  a  dentist.  The  Act  was  passed 
for  preventing  unqualified  persons  from  practising  the  art 
of  dentistry,  and  the  people  who  registered  this  company 
had  before  their  minds,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  object 
of  telling  a  deliberate  falsehood.  It  was  a  matter  of 
public  policy  that  the  art  of  dentistry  should  be  protected 
as  that  of  medicine.  Owing  to  a  defect  in  the  Act  of 
Parliament  the  clause  did  not  apply  to  a  public  company. 
His  Lordship  did  not  know  whether  this  was  a  test  case 
or  not,  but  his  answer  was,  that  it  was  an  indictable  mis- 
demeanour. The  company  still  retained  its  corporate 
character,  and  had  not  been  wound  up,  and  he  would  give 
judgment,  with  costs,  against  all  the  defendants. 


Stamped-medicines  Acts. 

Mutilating  Stamps. 
At  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  Salford  Hundred  on  Feb- 
ruary 20,  before  Mr.  J.  M.  Yates,  K.C.,  and  other  magis- 
trates, Edwin  Boden,  dealer  in  patent  medicines,  Peel 
Green,  Eccles,  pleaded  guilty  to  several  indictments  under 
the  Stamp-duties  Management  Act,  1891,  charging  him 
with  mutilating  Inland  Revenue  stamps,  affixing  portions 
of  them  to  bottles  of  patent  medicine,  and  'with  having 
mutilated  stamps  in  his  possession.  Mr.  McKeever  prose- 
cuted, and  the  accused  was  represented  by  Mr.  Ambrose 
Jones.  The  facts  of  the  case  have  been  fully  related  in 
previous  issues.  The  accused  is  the  maker  of  "  Boden's 
Hot  Drops,"  and  it  was  proved  that  he  had  cut  medicine- 
stamps  into  two,  and  used  the  halves  for  stamping  the 
bottles.  Mr.  Ambrose  Jones,  for  the  defence,  stated  that 
his  client  succeeded  his  father  in  the  business,  and  had 
since  been  the  victim  of  a  series  of  misfortunes.  It  was 
only  under  the  stress  of  financial  difficulties  that  he  en- 
deavoured to  save  money  by  dividing  the  stamps.  Wit- 
nesses were  called  to  speak  as  to  the  man's  good  character. 
A  sentence  of  three  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second 
division  was  passed. 

"Daisy"  Headache-powders. 
At  the  Leeds  City  Police  Court  on  February  17,  before 
the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  (Mr.  C.  M.  Atkinson),  George 
H.  Wilkes,  general  dealer,  was  summoned,  under  the 
Medicine-stamp  Act,  for  selling  "Daisy"  headache-pow- 
ders without  a  licence.  For  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities 
it  was  explained  that  the  offence  was  selling  the  powders 
unstamped,  the  accused  not  having  a  licence  entitling  him 
to  sell  dutiable  medicines.  Mr.  A.  W.  Bairstow,  for  the 
defence,  did  not  agree  that  a  single  article  intended  to 
relieve  headache  is  a  dutiable  medicine.  Defendant  was 
fined  20s.,  and  two  guineas  costs,  on  the  charge  of 
"  selling,"  the  other  charge  being  withdrawn. 

Samuel  Taylor  Milner  was  also  fined  20s.,  and  two 
guineas  costs,  for  a  similar  offence.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Ginger-wine. 

At  the  Lisburn  Petty  Sessions,  John  Corkan  was  fined  Is., 
and  costs,  for  having  sold  a  quantity  of  ginger-wine  which 
contained  7.2  grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint.  The  police 
prosecuted. 


County  Court  Case. 

Alleged  Breach  of  Contract. 
In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  on  Thursday,  before  the 
Common  Serjeant  (Mr.  Bosanquet,  K.C.)  and  a  jury,  the 
case  of  Morris  v.  James  came  on  for  hearing,  and  was  dis- 
posed of  on  Friday.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  W.  G.  Morris, 
manufacturer  of  glass  bottles,  of  Brockley  Grove,  Lewis- 
ham,  sued  the  defendant,  Mr.  M.  W.  James,  a  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Llanelly,  Wales,  and  the  proprietor  of 
"The  Old  Welsh  Drink"  (a  concentrated  essence  for 
making  a  beverage),  for  161.  5s.  2d.,  the  price  of  glass 
bottles  supplied.  The  defendant  raised  a  counterclaim  for 
damages  in  consequence  of  the  plaintiff  not  delivering  the 


bottles  in  time,  and  also  for  loss  of  trade.  The  plaintiff 
said  that  in  April  last  he  obtained  an  order  from  defendant 
for  50  gross  of  bottles  for  "  The  Old  Welsh  Drink"  at  6s. 
per  gross.  The  sample  bottle  which  was  given  him  by  the 
defendant  had  to  be  sent  to  a  mould-maker.  On  May  4 
he  had  a  request  from  the  defendant  to  deliver  the  bottles, 
and  as  soon  as  he  obtained  the  mould  from  the  maker  he 
sent  12^  gross  by  Pickfords.  No  complaints  were  received 
about  the  bottles.  In  June  the  plaintiff  had  occasion  to 
send  a  parcel  of  goods  to  the  defendant's  district,  and  he 
enclosed  in  that  parcel  the  remainder  of  the  bottles.  By 
sending  a  large  parcel  he  obtained  reduced  rates  for  car- 
riage. The  defendant  refused,  however,  to  accept  delivery 
of  the  bottles  and  had  returned  them  to  Pickfords.  Cor- 
respondence ensued  between  the  parties,  the  defendant 
contending  that  he  was  to  receive  the  bottles  in  parcels  as 
he  ordered  them  and,  as  no  order  was  given  by  him  for  the 
parcel  in  question,  he  was  entitled  to  refuse  to  take 
delivery  of  them.  Complaints  were  eventually  made  as 
to  the  quality  of  the  bottles  supplied,  and  as  no  satisfac- 
tory conclusion  was  arrived  at  this  action  had  to  be 
brought.  The  defendant  was  called,  and  said  his  arrange- 
ment with  the  plaintiff  was  that  he  should  have  delivery 
of  the  bottles  by  the  end  of  April,  in  order  that  he  (defen- 
dant) should  secure  the  summer  trade.  He  had  had  no 
difficulty  previously  in  getting  his  bottles.  This  was  his 
first  transaction  with  the  plaintiff.  He  complained  of  the 
quality  of  the  bottles,  which  were  not  according  to  con- 
tract, being  made  of  glass  which  was  brittle.  The  jury 
found  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  claim  for  14/.  19s.,  and  also 
for  the  plaintiff  on  the  counterclaim.

good.  People  had  therefore  spent  less  on  disinfectants.  The 
increase  in  the  price  of  raw  materials,  such  as  turpentine,  had 
also  militated  against  the  profits  of  the  company,  so  that 
although  the  sales  in  1904  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  the  report  did  not  reflect  quite  so  favourable  a  profit. 
The  balance  to  credit  of  profit-and-loss  account,  after  making 
provision  for  bad  and  doubtful  debts,  all  repairs  to  plant 
and  machinery  and  other  charges,  adding  the  amount  brought 
forward  from  1903  (2,227/.  9s.  Id.)  and  deducting  income-tax, 
amounted  to  15,582/.  12s.  6<7.  From  this  sum  3,522/.  14s.  2d. 
had  been  paid  as  interim  dividend  for  the  half-year  ended 
June  30,  1904,  leaving,  after  payment  of  interest  upon  deben- 
tures and  directors'  fees,  a  balance  of  10,870/.  lis.  6(Z.  During 
the  past  year,  with  the  view  of  better  consolidating  and  con- 
ducting the  business  of  the  company,  the  directors  decided  to 
erect  further  new  premises  at  Limehouse,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion created  20,000/.  of  perpetual  debentures  in  200  debentures 
of  100/.  each,  of  which  10,000/.  have  been  issued.  The  offices 
of  the  company  will  be  removed  shortly  from  Bethnal  Green 
to  the  new  premises  at  Limehouse.  The  available  assets  of  tho 
company  have  increased  by  nearly  14,000/.  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  company,  and  patents,  goodwill,  etc.,  have  been 
written  down  from  137,000/.  to  125,000/.

He  understood 
also  that  there  were  two  or  three  organisations  in  a  chrysalis 
condition  that  required  the  necessarv  carjital  to  float  their 
businesses.  He  trusted  that  shareholders  had  done  as  he  and 
his  family  had  done  in  the  circumstances — considerably  in- 
creased their  holdings  of  "  Sanitas"  shares.  With  regard  to 
the  question  of  the  so-called  standardisation  of  disinfectants, 
his  open  letter  to  members  of  Parliament  on  the  subject  would 
foe  well  known  to  them.  He  thought  the  whole  proposal  per- 
fectly absurd.  If  bactericidal  power  only  of  a  disinfectant 
were  to  be  the  standard,  then  perchloride  of  mercury  (1  in 
■2,000)  would  be  the  ideal  disinfectant.  That  strength  is  fatal 
•enough  not  only  to  microbes  but  to  human  beings,  and  the 
dangers  of  its  use  in  surgery  are  so  well  recognised  that 
it  has  come  to  be  practically  abandoned.  If  an  ideal  disin- 
fectant is  proiected,  then  regard  must  be  had  to  all  its 
characters,  and  he  had  no  hesitation  in  saving  that  "  Sanitas  " 
is  the  ideal  disinfectant  and  should  be  taken  as  the  standard. 
It  is  absolutely  non-poisonous,  devoid  of  stain,  does  not  burn 
the  hands,  it  is  fragrant,  pleasant,  and  absolutely  reliable  in 
practice.  Mr.  Kingzett  then  put  the  motion  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  directors  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  18,  d.  2861 
Mr.  C.  E.  Russell  seconded,  and  they  were  unanimouslv 
adopted.  Mr.  C.  E.  Russell  was  re-elected  a  director,  and 
Mr.  Eric  Paul  Kingzett  was  also  elected  to  the  directorate  for 
the  first  time.  The  auditors  (Messrs.  Williams  &  Newman) 
having  been  reappointed  the  business  concluded,  and  the 
shareholders  afterwards  lunched  together  in  one  of  the  store- 
rooms which  had  been  fitted  up  for  the  occasion. 

Bovril,  Ltd.— The  eighth  annual  general  meeting  of  this 
•company,  held  on  February  17,  at  the  offices,  Old  Street,  E.C 
was  characterised  by  some  excitement.    Viscount  Duncannon 
<cliairman  of  directors),  who  presided  over  a  large  gathering 


comprising  a  considerable  sprinkling  of  ladies,  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts  (vide  C.  &  D.,  Februai-y  4, 
p.  200).  In  the  course  of  his  speech  he  referred  to  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  company  through  the  death  of  Mr.  Frederick 
Gordon,  a  "former  director,  and  to  the  filling  of  the  vacancy 
by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Douglas  Walker,  son  of  Mr. 
Andrew  Walker,  the  managing  director.  Reviewing  the 
business  of  the  year,  he  pointed  to  a  record  in  sales.  The  co- 
operative stores  appear,  he  said,  to  have  made  progress  in 
1904,  while  the  fashionable  stores  did  not  do  so  well,  from 
which  he  inferred  that  the  working  classes  had  felt  the  touch 
of  adversity  less  than  those  who  were  nominally  better  off. 
Dealing  with  the  accounts,  he  explained  that  an  item  of 
11,250/.  for  debenture  interest  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  they  paid  the  debenture  interest  one  day  earlier  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Creditors  were  2,482/.  more  than  in  1903  ; 
reserve  showed  an  increase  of  20,000/.  (making  125,000/.)  ; 
doubtful  debts  and  dilapidations  were  14/.  less.  On  the  credit 
side  plant  and  office  furniture  stood  at  1,824/.  less,  stock  at 
7,890/.  less,  advertising  material  698/.  lower,  cash  at  bank  and 
on  hand  21,301/.  larger,  and  trade  debtors  13,628/.  larger. 
Tho  gross  profit  on  trading  was  20,283/.  more  than  in  1903. 
The  balance  carried  down  to  profit-and-loss  account 
(146,559/.)  showed  an  improvement  of  7,189/.  as  compared  with 
1903.  Mr.  George  L.  Johnston,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said 
the  drought  in  Australia  had  caused  inconvenience  in  obtain- 
ing supplies  of  raw  material,  and  arrangements  had  there- 
fore been  made  in  South  America  with  the  Kemmerieh  Co., 
who,  he  believed,  were  the  largest  owners  of  cattle  and  cattle- 
ranches  in  the  world.  Mr.  F.  Smith,  of  Liverpool,  then  made 
a  long  and  detailed  criticism  of  the  balance-sheet  and  report. 
Mr.  Smith  complained  that  he  had  tried  to  get  information 
regarding  the  figures  he  wanted  from  the  managing  director 
and  officers  of  the  company  previous  to  the  meeting,  but  had 
been  practically  snubbed  for  his  pains.  Mr.  Smith's  remarks 
were  on  occasion  rather  pointed,  and  created  considerable 
amusement  and  some  dissent.  He  twitted  the  noble  Chair- 
man on  the  way  he  had  so  "  ably  read  his  carefully  prepared 
speech,"  and  desired  to  know  the  particular  qualifications 
possessed  by  the  son  of  the  managing  director  to  fill  the  chair 
made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  chairman  of  Gordon  Hotels. 
Ltd.  He  maintained  that  the  directors  were  writing  off  too 
freely,  and,  although  in  1898  the  profit  was  much  smaller,  a 
dividend  of  5  per  cent,  was  paid  on  the  deferred  shares,  while 
only  3  per  cent,  was  proposed  to  be  paid  that  day.  He  wished 
to  know  what  the  directors  received  as  fees  and  for  acting  in 
other  capacities  than  as  members  of  the  board.  He  moved 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  directors  to  pay  3  per  cent, 
upon  the  deferred  shares  be  not  carried,  but  that  the  dividend 
be  4  per  cent.  Mr.  A.  Jones  seconded.  Mr.  H.  J.  Helm 
supported  the  attitude  of  the  directors  amid  considerable 
interruption,  and  Mr.  James  Chamberlain  was  of  opinion 
that  if  Bovril,  Ltd.,  went  to  South  America  for  its  cattle  the 
profits  would  increase.  The  Chairman,  replying  to  Mr. 
Smith,  ruled  his  amendment  out  of  order.  He  dealt  in  detail 
with  Mr.  Smith's  complaint  of  inattention  at  the  office,  point- 
ing out  that  Mr.  Smith  only  went  there  that  morning  an  hour 
or  so  before  the  meeting,  when  every  officer  was  too  much 
engaged  to  attend  to  him.  Viscount  Duncannon  wound  up 
a  vigorous  speech  with  a  telling  tribute  to  the  efficacy  of  the 
Bovril  staff.  But  Mr.  Smith  was  not  to  be  denied.  He  re- 
minded the  Chairman  that  he  had  not  dealt  with  the  question 
of  remuneration,  and  this  led  to  a  prolonged  scene.  The 
Chairman  for  some  time  refused  to  disclose  actual  figures,  but 
Mr.  Smith  insisted  on  his  right  to  know,  and  he  had  consider- 
able backing.  Eventually  the  Chairman  was  asked  definitely 
to  rule  whether  a  shareholder  had  or  had  not  such  a  right, 
and  he  decided  that  he  had.  Speaking  for  himself,  Viscount 
Duncannon  then  stated  that  although  by  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation he  was  entitled  to  1,500/.  he  only  took  1,000/.  Mr. 
George  Lawson  Johnston  stated  that  the  amount  he  received 
as  vice-chairman  was  500/.  up  to  last  April,  and  since  then  at 
the  rate  of  1,000/.  a  year.  Mr.  Andrew  Walker  stated  that  he 
got  3,000/.  a  year  as  managing  director — a  sum  which  ono 
lady  shareholder  considered  was  very  large.  The  debenture 
trustees,  according  to  Mr.  George  Lawson  Johnston,  receive 
100  guineas  each.  A  lull  followed  these  revelations,  but  the 
disturbance  was  renewed  when  Mr.  Andrew  Walker  moved 
the  re-election  of  Viscount  Duncannon  and  Mr.  W.  E.  l  awson 
Johnston  to  the  directorate.  Mr.  Smith  opposed  the  re- 
election of  Viscount  Duncannon,  but  eventuallv  both  directors 
were  re-elected  by  a  majoritv.  The  auditors  were  re- 
appointed, and  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  directors  ter- 
minated the  proceedings.

The 
paragraph  as  it  stands  seems  to  indicate  a  willingness  on  my 
part  to  hold  this  office  at  a  retaining-fee  of  twenty  guineas 
per  annum  and  7s.  6(7.  for  each  analysis.  These,  on  the 
contrary,  were  the  terms  at  which  Mr.  W.  C.  Young,  whose 
name  you  mention,  was  willing  to  accept  the  appointment, 
and  on  which  the  Corporation  has  accordingly  decided  to 
appoint  him  in  my  place.  The  terms  on  which  I  at  present 
hold  the  appointment  are  those  on  which  it  was  held  by  the 
late  Mr.  Pooley  (to  whom  I  acted  as  honorary  colleague  for 
the  last  three  years) — viz.,  a  retaining-fee  of  twenty  guineas 
per  annum  and  a  fee  of  10s.  6d.  for  each  analysis.  It  was 
on  a  continuance  of  these  terms  that,  on  the  death  of  Mr. 
Pooley,  I  expressed  to  the  Borough  Council  my  readiness  to

Cod-liver  Oil. 

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  reports  from  your 
Bergen  correspondent,  as  well  as  those  of  others,  in  your 
last  two  numbers.  From  letters  that  we  have  just  received 
from  two  principal  manufacturers,  we  consider  that  the 
prospects  of  new  oil  soon  reaching  the  market  in  any  but 
very  small  quantities  are  remote.  The  following  figures, 
taken  from  the  official  reports,  may  perhaps  be  of  interest 
to  some  of  your  readers.  The  number  of  cod  caught  in  all 
districts  outside  Finmarken  up  to  February  11  was  212,000, 
the  oil  manufactured  132  barrels,  and  the  number  of  boats 
present  in  Lofoten  1,019;  while  the  respective  figures  at 
the  same  time  last  year  were  1,219,000,  531,  and  2,558. 
All  districts  have  a  smaller  yield  than  last  year  with  the 
single  exception  of  Lofoten  proper,  which  is  "credited  with 
70,000  cod  and  52  barrels  of  oil  against  nothing  last  year. 
These  few  thousands  have  been  landed  in  the  eastern  parts 
of  the  district,  and  hardly  any  in  the  western  parts,  and 
our  correspondents  are  of  opinion  that  this  dees  not  point 
to  large  masses  of  fish  being  present.  In  the  whole  of 
the  Tromsoe  district,  which  last  year  had  558,000  cod,  it 
is  doubtful  if  50,000  have  been  landed  this  year,  and  for 


that  reason  the  fishermen  are  now  reported  to  be  leaving 
in  large  numbers  for  Lofoten.  The  winter  fishing  in 
Finmarken  has  only  yielded  half  the  number  of  cod  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year,  and  the  whole  production  of 
oil  for  January  is  only  twenty  barrels  Yours  truly, 
Glasgow,  February  18.

SiR.-Having  read  an  article  under  the  above ,  heading ;  in 
your  journal  of  February  18,  given  by  Mr.  C.  S  K^hards 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Socle Z ^  heW  on  the  15th,  I  take  the  earliest  opportunity , of 
de  Sno  the  Army  compounders  against  such  a  misleading 
statanent  relative  I  th/mode  of  P^*^ 
examinations  of  Army  compounders  Mr.  Eichards  having 
been  asked  to  give  his  experience  of  the  knowledge  ot  the 
Army  compounder,  replies  as  follows  : 

As  to  the  Army  compounder," he  is  examined  by  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  hospital.  The  officer  sits  down  with  the 
Pharmacol  ceia  in  front  of  him,  and  asks  him  the  dose  of 
ce rtah  medkines,  and  without  any  reference  to  botany,  etc. 
The  questions  were  such  as  any  apprentice  could  answer. 
This  statement  (if  correctly  reported)  I  mos^P^Wds 
contradict  and  I  cannot  conceive  where  Mr.  Richards 
obSined  his  knowledge.  Perhaps  he  will  be  good  enough 
to  name  the  hospital  where  he  saw  such  a  flagrant  breach  of 
the  regulations  carried  out,  as  the  examination  of  Army 
compounders  can  only  be  conducted  by  an  authorised  Board 
consisting  of  three  officers  (not  one,  as  stated).  Informa- 
tion on  this  subject  can  be  obtained  on  reference ,  to  the 
Standing  Orders  for  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Coips.  If 
the  examination  as  represented  by  Mr.  Richards  is  so  simple, 
how  is  it  that  only  the  Minor  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  accepted  to  allow  soldiers  to  be  registered 
as  qualified  compounders  and  to  exempt  them  from  the 
examination?  Having  been  connected  with  the  Army 
Medical  Service  for  over  thirty  years,  twenty-five  of  them 
as  a  qualified  compounder,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  bring 
this  matter  to  the  notice  of  my  colleagues,  and  through  the 
medium  of  the  military  papers  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
of  defending  their  position  against  such  misrepresentations 
and  insinuations-such  words  as  1 '  men  of  this  stamp  being 
used  by  Mr.  Antcliffe  at  the  meeting.

Sir  —When  ess.  menth.  pip.  is  prescribed  I  always  dis- 
pense'that  of  the  B.P.  1885.  When  a  customer  asks  for 
essence  of  peppermint  I  ask  for  what  purpose  it  is  re- 
quired, and  if  for  medicinal  I  give  the  same,  but  if  for 
culinary  use  I  give  an  essence  prepared  with  1  part  oil 
(Hotch'kiss)  and  7  parts  S.V.R.,  coloured  green  with 
parsley,  same  as  the  flavouring  essence  m  vogue  for  such 
purpose.  This  I  believe  to  be  the  usual  custom  among 
Scotch  provincial  chemists.

Sir,— The  old  B.P.  said  1  in  5 ;  then  why  not  give  this, 
as  I  do,  at  6<l.  per  oz.  ?  Hotchkiss  or  other  good  American.

— One  who  Has  a  Sister  (135/62)  writes  on 
this  subject  protesting  that  it  is  wrong  of  parents  to  send 
their  daughters  to  the  drug-trade,  and  for  chemists  to  receive 
them,  because  they  may  be  asked  for  things  which  will  make 
them — well,  blush. 

Hat  Asthma  Powder  (Bevebley). — Mr.  W.  Arthur 
Senior  (Scarborough)  writes :  Both  Ferris,  of  Bristol, 
and  Reynolds  &  Branson,  Leeds,  quote  at  3s.  4<Z.  per  lb.  in 
bulk.  In  their  "notes"  they  say:  "We  have  prepared  (or 
introduced  some  years  ago)  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Beverley,  of  Scarborough,  a  fumigating  powder,"  etc.  Its 
ingredients  are  datura  tatula,  stramonium,  lobelia  inflata, 
cannabis  indica,  potass,  nitrate,  and  eucalyptus  oil.  No 
quantities,  however,  are  given.  Ferris's  product  is  a  greenish 
powder,  rather  bulky. 

Packed  Tea  for  Chemists. — Waiting  (136/64)  writes  in 
regard  to  the  great  want  of  a  good  tea  packed  solely  for 
chemists'  sale.  There  is  room,  he  says,  for  a  tea  at  a  reason- 
able and  popular  price,  and  one  that  would  compare  with  any 
teas  on  the  market.  Not  an  invalid's  tea — simply  a  good  tea 
with  a  catchy  name,  and  well  packed  and  advertised.

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1905,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 
Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Larola  (133/74). — Engagement  of  Assistant. — Our  corre- 
spondent submits  the  following  statement:  "Chemist  writes 
to  assistant  for  particulars  and  names  of  references,  which  aro 
sent.  Telegram  comes  saying  references  satisfactory,  come 
such  a  day ;  letter  follows  confirming  telegram.  A  day  later 
another  letter  to  say,  'Don't  come;  an  old  friend  called  in 
who  was  out  of  situation.  Have  engaged  him.'  In  conse- 
quence assistant  gave  up  writing  to  others,  and  so  lost  two 
weeks,  and  cost  of  further  advertising,  etc.  Is  chemist  liable 
for  wages,  and  how  much?  "  If  the  assistant  can  prove  that 
he  accepted  the  offer  by  the  chemist,  and  that  the  latter  had 
received  the  acceptance  before  engaging  his  friend,  the  assist- 
ant is  entitled  to  a  month's  wages. 

F.  Sanderson  (134/11).— The  Early-closing  Local  Autho- 
rity under  the  Shop-hours  Act,  1904,  means  any  council  or 
authority  having  power  to  appoint  inspectors  under  the  Shop- 
hours  Acts,  1892  to  1895— that  is,  the  council  of  any  county  or 
borough,  and  in  the  city  of  London  the  Common  Council. 
Your  District  Council  is  a  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Act. 

E.  J.  M.  (134/44).— Burst  Seltzogene.— It  is  assumed  that 
goods  sold  are  reasonably  fit  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  designed.  This  cannot  be  said  of  a  seltzogene  which  bursts 
the  first  time  a  customer  uses  it ;  and,  if  it  was  properly 
charged  (a  point  which  you  can  determine),  you  should 
replace  it  in  order  to  save  yourself  further  annoyance.  You 
may  be  able  to  recover  from  the  wholesaler  or  manufacturer. 

W.  N.  (134/33.)— Girl  Apprentice. — Articles  of  apprentice- 
ship are  not  legally  necessary  for  Pharmacy  Act  purposes. 
They  are  an  advantage  in  binding  master  and  apprentice  to 
their  agreement.  You  can  get  the  requisite  form  from  any 
law  stationer.  A  girl  apprentice  of  nineteen  who  is  bound  for 
three  years  (outdoors)  should  be  of  distinct  use  to  you  after  a 
few  months.  A  premium  of  307.  should  be  required,  and 
you  are  not  likely  to  be  far  wrong  in  paying  her  5/.  the  first 
year  and  107.  a  year  for  the  second  and  third  years. 

H.  Hunter  (134/3).— Stamping  Prescriptions.— There  is  no 
law  to  compel  chemists  to  put  their  stamp  on  prescriptions. 
It  is  rather  the  other  way ;  the  prescription  is  the  property 
of  the  patient,  and  no  person  has  the  right  to  deface  it  in  any 
manner  without  the  patient's  permission.  Trade  custom 
might  be  pleaded  as  justification. 

Anxious  (137/8). — Gegenuber  dem  Julichs  Platz.— This  on 
your  label  would,  with  the  name,  be  a  colourable  imitation 
of  a  well-known  Eau-de-Cologne  maker's  trade-mark,  and 
would  in  all  likelihood  involve  you  in  litigation. 

G.  H.  V.  (21/2).— Methylated-spirit  Law.— Our  corre- 
spondent asks:  "How  can  methylated  spirit  be  deprived  of 
its  water  on  the  small  scale— viz.,  for  making  a  collodion  in 
which  absolute  alcohol  is  necessarv — i.e.,  where  the  least  traco 
of  water  is  undesirable?  "  [It  is" illegal  to  attempt  anything 
of  this  kind,  the  manufacture  of  absolute  alcohol  from  methy- 
lated spirit,  or  nullification  of  the  spirit  in  any  manner,  being 
expressly  forbidden.]

/.  E.  (103/27).— (1)  Spectacle-makers'  Examination.— Thero 
is  no  text-book  covering  all  the  grounds  of  this.  The  com- 
pany's syllabus  enumerates  suitable  books,  and  the  article  on 
the  spectacle-trade  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1900,  will  give  you 
many  of  the  practical  hints  you  require.  (2)  The  Colour  of 
Dark  Beeswax  i-s  improved  by  beating  the  melted  wax  with 
animal  charcoal,  allowing  to  settle,  and  straining  through 
felt,  maintaining  the  heat  the  while.

Tragaeanth  (106/63)  writes :  "  Can  you  inform  me  how  best 
to  make  8  or  10  gallon  batches  of  muc.  tragaeanth  ?  The  B.P. 
method  does  not  answer  for  large  quantities,  the  tragaeanth 
aggregating  in  masses,  and  being  difficult  to  diffuse.  Perhaps 
some  C.  &  D.  reader  who  has  experience  in  this  matter  could 
let  me  know  his  method." 

E.  H.  T.  (110/36). — Candied  Fruits  are  made  by  pouring 
syrup  over  the  dry  fruits.  The  apparatus  is  maintained  at 
86°  F.  for  twelve  hours,  after  which  the  syrup  is  drained  off 
and  the  heat  continued  to  dry  the  fruits  for  packing.  We  do 
not  know  of  any  book  dealing  with  the  subject  exclusively, 
but  crystallising  and  the  preparation  of  fondants  are  dealt 
with  in  Jacontot's  "  Chocolate  and  Confectionery  Manufac- 
ture" (Maclaren  &  Sons). 

H.  G.  (81/35). — Roup  Condition-powder. — The  essential 
parts  of  such  a  powder  are  a  little  iron  and  one  of  the  peppers. 
The  following  is  a  representative  formula  :

Solution  of  tartaric  acid  (7  oz.  to 

10  oz.  boiling  water)    2|  oz. 

Essence  of  cognac   5  oz. 

Saponin  heading  (g  oz.  to  20  oz.)    2g  oz. 
Mix  with  a  gallon  of  syrup  and  use  1£  oz.  to  2  oz.  to  each  half- 
pint  bottle.    If  the  beer  is  to  be  kept  for  some  time,  it  is 
advisable  to  add  somo  antiseptic  to  the  essence,  sodium  salicy- 
late being  preferable. 

B.  W.  W.  (106/19). — Viburnum  Prunifolium  is  generally 
used  in  the  form  of  liquid  extract  (1-1),  of  which  the  dose  is 
jj.-.^iy.  We  cannot  find  that  a  tincture  (i.e.,  a  weaker  pre- 
paration) has  ever  been  suggested,  and,  as  you  will  see,  an 
efficient  dose  of  the  drug  would  entail  an  abnormal  dose  of 
alcohol. 

/.  A.  H.  (114/46). — Artificial  Vichy  Salt. — This  is  made 
from  the  following  salts,  which  represent  in  proportion  the 
natural  water :

W.  E.  B.  (113/34).— The  Cerates  for  Improving  the  Bust 
which  we  have  examined  are  mainly  tragaeanth  pastes.  It  is 
the  massage  used  in  applying  the  cerate  that  promotes  the 
development  of  the  bust.  In  the  case  of  a  massage-cream  for 
the  face  we  found  tannin  present — probably  with  the  idea  of 
using  an  astringent  to  the  "crow's  feet"  with  which  age 
marks  the  face. 

J.  A.  H.  C.  B.  (116/61). — The  Gruel-powder  for  Horses 
appears  to  be  a  proprietary  article  which  our  rules  preclude 
us  from  examining. 
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Nil  Desperandum  (99/60).— Chill-drench  foe  Cattle. — An 
analysis  of  your  sample  yields  results  from  which  wo  have 
constructed  the  following  formula  :

8.  It.  F.  (115/19). — Linen-gloss. — Your  specimen  is  made  by 
dissolving  yellow  soap  in  water  to  make  a  thick  jelly  and  then 
mixing  in  about  a  fourth  of  its  bulk  of  French  chalk. 

Savon  (119/30). — Shampoo-powder. — This  is  made  from  a 
formula  such  as  the  following  : 

Dry  soap  (Hudson's)    4  parts 

Powdered  borax    1  part 

Perfume   a  sufficiency 

The  perfume  should  be  a  mixture  of  oil  of  rosemary  and 
lavender. 

Roupy  (122/29). — The  American  Roup-powder,  a  small 
quantity  of  which  is  dissolved  in  water  and  mixed  with  the 
food  of  the  fowls,  is  copper  sulphate  and  potassium  perman- 
ganate. The  proportion  of  the  latter  ingredient  is  very 
small. 

Bovo  (114/63).— Liquid  Beef. — The  Caffyn  process  (expired 
patent  4631/88)  is  one  which  would  suit  your  requirements. 
In  this  method  lean  meat,  free  from  fat,  is  cut  into  slices  and 
the  juice  pressed  out.  The  juice  is  then  mixed  with  a  third 
of  its  bulk  of  glycerin,  and  to  each  ounce  of  juice  10  grains  of 
salt  is  added.  Flavouring,  such  as  celery,  or  thyme,  or  sherry, 
may  be  included  if  desired. 

H.  L.  (95/37). — Books  on  x-Rays. — The  following  arc  prac- 
tical handbooks:  F.  T.  Addyman,  "  Practical  x-Ray  Work,"

Co.  (108/7).— There  is  a  good  chapter,  with  re- 
cipes, on  ink  in  '"Pharmaceutical  Formulas";  and  the 
recently  published  book  on  "Inks:  Their  Composition  and 
Manufacture,"  by  C.  A.  Mitchell  and  T.  C.  Hepworth,  7s.  bd. 
(Griffin  &  Co.),  is  very  informative. 

J.  N.  H.  (91/19). — -  Soluble  Essence  of  Raspberry. — We  have 
not  a  formula  for  this  containing  acetic  acid,  and  even  in  those 
essences  of  raspberry  entirely  artificial  it  is  tartaric  or  citric 
acid  that  is  used  to  give  the  acidity.  The  best  essences  of 
raspberry  are  compounded  with  the  juice  of  the  fruit  forti- 
fied with  tincture  of  orris  and  preserved  with  alcohol.  In  the 
case  of  raspberry  vinegar  acetic  acid  is  sometimes  used. 

Aconite  (143/28). — Starting  a  Business.— You  should  get 
a  copy  of  our  "  Opening  a  Pharmacy  "  (2s.,  by  post  2s.  3d.)  and 
read  it  carefully.  If  you  do  not  find  there  the  information 
you  want,  write  to  us  again. 

Boiler  (117/46).— Boiler-incrustation  Preventer.  —  This 
we  find  to  be  the  tribasic  sodium  phosphate  (Na,PO.,,  12H.,0), 
which,  under  the  name  of  "  Tripsa,"  was  recommended  twenty 
years  ago  as  an  addition  to  boiler-water  to  prevent  the  forma- 
tion of  hard  crusts  of  deposit.  You  will  find  a  note  about  the 
salt  in  the  C.  <fi  D.,  January  31,  1903,  p.  194.  The  reaction 
which  goes  on  with  the  hard  water  is  as  follows  : 
3(CaS04  +  2H,0)  +  2(Na,PO,  +  12H..O) 
=  Ca,(POJ,+3(Na,SO4  +  10H,O). 
The  reaction  with  a  carbonate  is  similar.  The  idea  is  to 
convert  the  carbonates  and  sulphates  of  lime  that  are  capable 
of  forming  hard  deposits  into  unhardenable  phosphates,  and 
to  neutralise  the  acids  released  by  decomposition.  The  tri- 
basic sodium  phosphate  has  recently  come  to  be  used  as  a 
general  water-softener,  and  is  specially  claimed  to  be  of  service 
in  removing  deposits  from  vessels  that  have  contained  milk. 

J.  P.  P.  (129/28).—  You  do  not  offer  any  reasons  why  we 
should  examine  what  appears  to  be  a  very  ordinary  fever- 
mixture. 

H.  &  S.  (121/15).— Nail-polish  Powder.— There  arc 
several  recipes  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  Here  is  one 
we  have  not  previously  given  :

Toilet  (131/66). —  Walnut  Pomade.— It  is  difficult  to  answer 
your  inquiry  without  knowing  the  composition  of  the  aniline 
walnut  oil  to  which  are  due  the  irritating  effects  of  the  pomade 
which  occasionally  manifest  themselves.  We  have  noted  in 
the  C.  &  D.  several  cases  of  trouble  caused  by  using  para- 
phenylene  diamine  as  a  hair-dye,  but  we  believe  hydrocjuinono 
is  the  basis  of  the  aniline  walnut  oil.

Afterwards  the  crude-drug  department  was 
visited,  where  bales  of  sarsaparilla,  huge  stocks  of  cascara, 
cinchona,  and  other  drugs  were  seen.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  the  company  on  the  proposition  of  the  Principal.

ALTHOUGH  business  has  turned  quiet  again  this  week 
there  are  indications  of  a  more  hopeful  feeling  in 
regard  to  better  trade  in  several  quarters.  These  hopes 
are  based  on  more  inquiries  from  the  United  States,  which 
may  eventually  result  in  business.  A  declaration  of  peace 
between  Russia  and  Japan  would,  for  instance,  materially 
assist  matters.  Meanwhile  business  with  the  former 
country  is  practically  suspended  so  far  as  regards  exports, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  confidence.  The  principal  alteration 
among  chemicals  has  been  an  advance  of  quite  lfrf.  in 
citric  acid,  owing  to  the  much  higher  price  now  asked  for 
raw  material.  Tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  on  the 
other  hand,  remain  easy.  Nitrate  of  soda  is  easier,  and 
the  recent  activity  in  ammonia  sulphate  has  subsided, 
although  prices  are  unaltered.  The  scarcity  and  dearness 
of  acetate  of  lime  has  caused  a  firmer  feeling  in  acetic 
acid.  Hyposulphite  of  soda  is  very  firm.  Quinine  has 
slightly  improved  again,  but  the  demand  has  been  on  a 
smaller  scale  pending  the  bark-auctions.  Among  drugs 
and  essential  oils  there  are  few  alterations.  Several 
parcels  of  drugs  partially  sold  under  the  hammer  last 
week  have  since  found  buyers.  Ipecac,  is  slow.  Cumin- 
seed  is  dearer,  and  insect-flowers  are  firmer.  Aniseed  oil 
is  lower,  but  the  drop  has  been  partially  recovered. 
Peppermint  is  quite  neglected,  and  menthol  is  easy. 
Shellac  is  firmer.  Among  the  spices  Cochin  and  Calicut 
ginger  are  lower,  and  chillies  are  easier.  The  principal 
changes  of  the  week  are  as  follows  :

Bergen,  February  23 : — According  to  the  official 
statistics  the  total  catch  of  cod  for  the  whole  of  Norway 
amounts  to  679,000  against  3,349,000  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1904.  This  has  yielded  622  barrels  of  steam- 
refined  oil,  which  compares  with  1,330  barrels  at  the  same 
time  of  last  year.  The  weather  since  Monday  has  turned 
calmer,  but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  the 
results  so  far  can  only  be  described  as  middling.  The 
market  for  medicinal  quality  of  oil  is  quiet  at  145s.  per 
barrel,  f.o.b.,  for  finest  new  Lofoten.  Buyers,  however,  are 
passive,  waiting  more  definite  results. 

New  York,  February  23  : — An  active  market  prevails. 
Opium  is  very  firm  at  $3.00  per  lb.  for  druggists',  in  case  lots. 
Senega  is  weak  at  62c.  per  lb.  Menthol  is  easy  at  $2.25 ; 
and  peppermint  oil  in  bulk  is  quoted  $3.10  per  lb.,  or 
easier  again  since  last  week.  Cartagena  ipecac,  has  ad- 
vanced to  $1.30  per  lb.,  and  citronella  oil  is  firmly  held  at 
37c.  per  lb.    Cod-liver  oil  is  lower  at  $42  per  barrel. 

Hamburg,  February  23  : — Carnauba  wax  is  firmly  held. 
Japanese  wax  is  quiet  at  92m.  per  100  kilos.  Menthol  is 
quoted  15m.  per  kilo.,  and  golden  s,eal  (hydrastis)  is  firm. 
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Amsterdam,  February  23  : — At  the  auction  of  cinchona 
held  here  to-day  8,648  packages  were  offered  weighing 
757,380  kilos,  and  containing  38,926  kilos,  of  quinine. 
Of  the  above  quantity  8,110  packages  were  sold,  at  an 
average  unit  of  6.55c.  per  half-kilo,  against  6.15c.  per 
half-kilo,  paid  at  the  auction  on  January  19.  The  follow- 
ing were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased 
by  the  principal  buyers  : — English  and  American  factories 
who  bought  the  equivalent  of  7,863  kilos.,  the  Brunswick 
factory  4,544  kilos.,  the  Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  fac- 
tories 6,690  kilos.,  the  Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  factories 
5,303  kilos.,  and  various  buyers  11,838  kilos.  The  prices 
paid  for  the  manufacturing-bark  ranged  from  10c.  to  72£c. 
per  half-kilo. 

Acid,  Acetic,  is  firmer,  39s.  per  cwt.  being  quoted  on  the 
spot  for  glacial.  There  has  been  a  further  advance  in  acetate 
of  lime  in  the  United  States,  and  large  quantities  for 
prompt  or  for  forward  are  unprocurable.  Some  makers  on 
the  Continent  have  therefore  advanced  their  prices  by  4ni 
per  100  kilos,  for  99  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent.  The  present 
high  prices  are  expected  to  check  consumption. 

Acid,  Carbolic. — Crude  is  easier  at  Is.  Id.  per  gal.  for 
50  per  cent.,  Is.  10(/.  for  60  per  cent.,  and  75  per  cent. 
2.5.  4-!jd.  to  2s.  6d.  per  gal.    Crystals  are  unchanged. 

Acid,  Citric. — Dearer  and  in  more  demand.  Imme- 
diately after  the  close  of  our  last  report  English  makers 
advanced  their  price  to  1?.  2d.  per  lb.,  at  which  figure  they 
have  done  a  large  business.  They  now  quote  Is.  2^d., 
but  probably  a  little  could  still  be  obtained  from  second- 
hands  at  Is.  2d.  The  advance  is  attributed  to  the  scarcity 
of  raw  material  among  makers,  and  also  to  the  action  of 
the  syndicate  in  Sicily,  who  have  advanced  the  price  of 
concentrated  juice  to  16/.  15s.  per  pipe.  Foreign  acid  is 
quoted  Is.  lfrf. 

Acid,  Tartaric. — The  rise  in  citric  has  greatly  improved 
the  demand,  English  not  being  obtainable  from  the  makers 
at  less  than  11-^d.  per  lb.,  while  lOfrf.  is  quoted  for  foreign. 

Aloes. — About  30  kegs  of  Socotrine  aloes  have  been  sold 
since  the  auctions  at  steady  prices.  Curacao  livers  are  in- 
quired for,  holders  of  which  are  asking  45s.,  but  buyers  are 
not  disposed  to  pay  more  than  40s. 

Benzoin. — Since  the  auctions  further  parcels  of  Sumatra 
have  changed  hands  at  between  6/.  10s.  and  8/.  per  cwt.  for 
fair  to  good  seconds.  Siam  is  slow  of  sale.  About  30  cases 
of  Sumatra  have  arrived. 

Camphor. — Crude  continues  very  scarce,  there  being  no 
direct  offers.  From  second-hands  a  few  small  lots  have 
been  sold  at  various  prices  from  295s.  to  310s.  per  cwt. 
Japanese  refined  is  quiet  at  from  2s.  lie/,  to  3s.  per  lb.  for 
tablets.

Jong,  and  13  tens  Mignon. 

Coriander  is  firmly  held,  Russian  offering  at  30s.,  and 
sound  Mogador,  being  extremely  scarce,  are  held  for  38s. 
per  cwt. 

Cumin-seed. — The  firmer  tone  noted  last  week  has 
crystallised  into  an  advance  in  some  quarters,  as  much  as 
25s.  being  asked  for  Mogador,  while  Maltese  can  still  be 
had  at  27s.  6d. 

Dragon's-blood. — The  balance  of  a  parcel  ex  auction  has 
since  been  sold  at  10/.  10s.  for  fine  bright  lump.  Thirteen 
cases  of  lump  have  arrived  this  week  from  Singapore,  per 
Socotra.

4s.  9d.  has  been  paid,  and  this  is  now  the  ruling  quotation. 

Oil,  Castor,  is  steady  but  quiet.  Hull  make  for  prompt 
delivery  is  quoted  24/.  2s.  6<7.  per  ton  for  first  pressing  and 
21/.  2s.  6<7.  for  seconds  ;  February-June  delivery  is  quoted 
24/.  12s.  6<7.  and  22/.  12s.  6d.  for  firsts  and  seconds  respec- 
tively, ex  wharf  London,  usual  terms.  Belgian  on  the  spot 
is  quoted  24/.  5s.  for  firsts  and  22/.  15s.  tor  seconds. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — In  view  of  the  weak  market,  London 
buyers  are  for  the  most  part  looking  on.  Agents  for  the 
refiners  quote  from  120s.  to  130s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.,  the  lower 
prices  being  for  March  shipment.  These  prices  apply  to 
first-class  brands.  Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
February  18  that,  owing  to  the  stormy  weather  which  has 
prevailed  all  over  the  coast  during  the  week,  the  cod- 
fishing  has  made  very  slow  progress,  so  that  the  total  out- 
put will  certainly  prove  inferior  to  that  of  previous  years 
at  the  same  date.  The  fishermen  were  only  able  to  secure 
two  days'  fishing,  but  they  still  hope  for  favourable 
results  as  soon  as  the  weather  improves.  The  market  is 
unaltered  and  easy,  buyers  waiting  further  news  from 
the  North.  Small  supplies  of  new  oil  are  being  readily 
sold  at  145s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  quality  of 
the  new  oil  is  exceptionally  fine.  The  exports  from  Bergen 
amount  to  382  barrels,  against  163  barrels  at  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year.  An  advice  from  Christiania, 
dated  February  15,  states  that  the  Lofoten  fisheries  have 
not  as  yet  fairly  begun  owing  to  stormy  weather.  The 
prospects  are  considered  good,  as  the  cod  are  in  fair  quan- 
tities around  the  coast.  The  liver  is  good  and  fat,  although 
not  to  such  an  extent  as  there  was  reason  to  hope  for 
after  the  first  catch.  According  to  the  latest  reports  from 
350  to  500  livers  are  required  to  fill  one  hectolitre,  while 
in  the  best  years  it  required  only  250  to  350  livers.  Last 
year  between  500  and  900  livers  were  wanted.  In  Lofoten, 
up  to  date,  the  catch  amounted  to  70.000  cod,  from  which 
52  hectol.  of  steam-refined  oil  has  been  produced,  and 
42  hectol.  of  liver  was  set  aside  for  the  production  of 
other  kinds  of  oil.  At  the  same  date  of  1904,  1903,  and 
1902,  the  quantity  produced  was  infinitesimal.  In  other 
parts  of  the  country  the  quantity  of  steam-refined  oil  pro- 
duced amounts  to  a  few  hundred  barrels  only.  The  market 
is  quiet  and  "  expectant,"  non-freezing  cod-liver  oil  offer- 
ing at  from  125s.  to  135s.  An  advice  from  a  Bergen  refiner, 
dated  February  20,  quotes  130s.  to  140s.  per  barrel,  f.o.r. 
Hull,  for  finest  non-freezing  Lofoten  oil.  It  further  states 
that  the  cod-fishing  has  been  greatly  hindered  by  storms, 
and  but  a  small  quantity  of  cod  has  been  caught. 

Oil,  Peppermint. — Japanese  dementholised  oil  is  un- 
altered at  from  4s.  to  4s.  Zd.  per  lb.,  on  the  spot,  for 
Kobayashi.  or  4s.  c.i.f. 

Opium  is  very  firm  but  quiet  owing  to  the  high  prices 
now  asked.  A  few  cases  of  Tokat  seconds  for  manufactur- 
ing-purposes have  been  sold  at  9s.  per  lb. 

Smyrna,  February  10. — The  sales  on  our  market  this  week 
amount  to  76  cases,  as  follows  :  Forty-two  cases  Karahissar 
for  the  LT.S.A.,  12  cases  Yerli  and  Karahissar  t.q.  for  Eng- 
land, 14  cases  ditto  for  the  Continent,  and  8  cases  Karahissar 
t.q.  for  speculative  account.  The  weather  continues  very 
cold,  and  sellers  in  consequence  fully  maintain  prices. 
Higher  prices  are  likely  to  prevail  later  on,  when  the  extent 
of  the  damage  has  been  fullv  ascertained.  In  any  case  we  shall 
not  have  a  crop  this  year  of  over  5,000  cases.    The  arrivals  in 
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Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  4,218  cases,  against  1,733  cases  at 
the  same  period  of  last  year. 

Smyrna,  February  11. — The  demand  has  continued  for  all 
grades  at  advancing  prices,  the  following  being  the  sales : 
Thirty-five  cases  current  t.q.  at  the  parity  of  from  7s.  7d.  to 
7s.  9d.,  45  cases  Karahissar  at  from  7s.  lOd.  to  8s.  Id.,  and 
11  cases  Yerli  at  8s.  5d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  The  market  closes  firm 
with  buyers,  and  the  arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  to  4,412 
cases,  against  1,870  cases  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Reports 
concerning  the  damage  to  the  growing  crop  have  been  greatly 
exaggerated. 

Smyrna,  February  17. — The  sales  this  week  amount  to  16 
cases  as  follows :  Eleven  cases  good  druggists'  for 
speculators  and  five  cases  fine  druggists'  for  the  Con- 
tinent. Hard  frost  continues  all  over  the  producing  districts, 
owing  to  which  growers  have  not  attempted  the  spring  sow- 
ings. We  are  much  afraid  that  these  sowings  too  will  fail, 
in  which  case  it  is  anticipated  that  our  ci-op  will  be  very 
small  and  prices  run  up  probably  to  10s.  later  on.  The  arrivals 
in  Smyrna  to  date  are  4,261,  against  1,739  at  same  period  last 
year. 

Otto  of  Rose. — The  present  winter  in  the  Balkans  has 
proved  to  be  exceptionally  severe,  but  as  yet  it  is  too  early 
to  state  whether  the  rose-trees  have  suffered  any  damage 
or  not,  and  not  until  the  budding  season  takes  place  can 
this  be  definitely  ascertained. 

Phenazone.— Reports  from  the  Continent  are  still 
strong  in  tone,  and  with  an  unusually  large  demand  the 
article  is  still  in  upward  tendency. 

Quinine. — The  secondhand  market  has  further  improved, 
and  a  fair  spot  business  was  done  in  the  early  part  of  the 
week  at  prices  fractionally  above  those  at  which  our  report 
closed  last  week,  including  spot  at  ll^Z.  to  11-^d.,  and  May 
ll^d.  to  llfrf.  for  German  sulphate  in  bulk.  During  the 
last  day  or  two  the  market  has  been  quieter,  operators 
awaiting  with  interest  the  result  of  the  bark-sale  to-day, 
particulars  of  which  are  given  on  another  page.

Newfoundland  Cod-Siver  Oil. 

Supplementary  to  our  article  on  Newfoundland  cod-liver 
oil  published  a  fortnight  ago,  we  observe  that  the  Minister  of 
Finance  and  Customs,  in  the  course  of  his  Budget  speech  last 
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year,  stated  that  for  the  six  months  ended  December  31.  1903, 
the  number  of  gallons  of  cod-liver  oil  exported  from  New- 
foundland was  149,468,  valued  at  $368,969.  This  was,  he 
said,  an  abnormal  condition  of  affairs,  brought  about  by  the 
partial  failure  in  Norway.  Experts  are  guaranteeing  a  high- 
grade  article,  and  all  medicinal  oils  are  subjected  to  the  Nor- 
wegian freezing  process  before  shipment.  From  1898  to  1903 
the  exports  from  Newfoundland  have  been  as  follows  :

Italian  Citric  Acid. 

"  LTndustria  "  states  that  the  Italian  Under-Secretary  of 
State  for  Agriculture  and  Commerce  has  submitted  the  results 
of  the  experiments  made  with  Professor  Restuccia's  method 
of  manufacturing  citric  acid.  He  says  its  superiority  over 
the  method  now  prevailing  is  established.  He  hopes  that  a 
powerful  Italian  company  will  be  formed  to  use  the  Restuccia 
process,  which,  he  asserts,  would  terminate  the  agrumaria 
•crisis  as  far  as  lemons  are  concerned. 

Cinchona  in  Mysore- 
Cinchona  cultivation  in  Mysore  is  on  the  decline,  as  coffee 
is  found  to  be  a  more  profitable  crop.  The  cinchona  acreage 
lias  fallen  from  279  acres  in  1899  to  only  88  in  1903,  and  the 
number  of  trees  in  permanent  plantations  in  the  same  period 
was  reduced  from  111,105  to  41,194,  while  there  has  been  no 
production  of  bark  since  1900,  when  the  yield  was  only 
12  lbs.  The  industry  has  been  mainly  confined  to  the  Kadur 
district,  where  it  has  now  been  found  that  cultivation  is  not 
profitable,  and  a  large  number  of  plants  which  were  grown 
along  with  coffee  have  been  removed  to  make  way  for  the 
latter.  Mysore  cinchona  has,  however,  a  strong  rival  in  the 
Madras  (Nilgiris)  product,  and  that  competition  is  too  strong 
for  the  Native  States. 

German  Refined  Camphor. 

Messrs.  J.  W.  Drysdale  &  Co.,  16  Creechurch  Lane,  E.C., 
send  us  a  useful  diagram  of  fluctuations  in  the  price  of 
German  refined  camphor  which  has  been  issued  by  their 
principal,  Mr.  Julius  Grossmann,  of  Hamburg.  The  fluctua- 
tions, which  are  in  German  currency,  extend  from  1890  to 
1904,  the  latter  year  breaking  all  previous  records  so  far  as 
regards  high  prices  during  the  period  covered  by  the 
diagram.  The  first  four  months  of  1904  practically  show  an 
uninterrupted  advance,  prices  rising  from  430m.  in  January 
to  805m.  per  100  kilos,  by  April,  that  being  the  highest  point 
reached.  From  this  period  prices  fell  away,  until  in  August 
they  stood  at  about  480m.  With  the  autumn,  however,  there 
was  a  gradual  improvement,  550m.  being  registered  in  Sep- 
tember, and  after  a  temporary  decline  to  525m.  during  October 
and  November,  prices  soared  away  again,  leaving  off  at  700m. 
in  December. 

German  Bromides  in  U.S.A. 

Judging  from  advices  to  hand  from  the  United  States, 
the  bromide  situation  continues  to  be  the  principal  feature  of 
the  drug-trade.  So  far  as  can  be  gathered,  no  official 
announcement  of  a  reduction  has  been  made  by  the  local 
makers,  but  it  is  asserted  that  at  least  one  of  them  has  sold 
potassium  bromide  at  the  price  named  by  the  syndicate.  It 
is  claimed  that  legitimate  orders  for  immediate  consumption 
continue  to  be  accepted  by  the  syndicate,  but  that  they  have 
declined  orders  of  a  speculative  nature.  Altogether  a  large 
business  has  been  done,  and  the  first  arrivals  of  German  make 
are  expected  in  New  York  by  the  end  of  the  month.  Con- 
sidering that  the  import-duty  on  potassium  bromide  on  entry 
into  the  United  States  is  25  per  cent.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
sooner  hostilities  cease,  the  better  for  producers.  The 
"  American  Druggist "  of  February  13,  in  an  interesting- 
article  on  the  "  Bromine  war,"  gives  a  resume  of  the  facts 
which  led  up  to  the  present  situation,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  German  Syndicate  are  to  spare  no  efforts  to  secure  a 
full  share  of  the  United  States'  trade.  They  have  unlimited 
capital  and  the  undivided  support  of  all  European  producers 
of  bromine  and  bromides.  Mr.  Jacobson,  the  manager  of  the 
German  Syndicate,  who  is  at  present  in  America,  states  that 
they  would  never  have  invaded  the  American  market  but  fot 
the  fact  that  the  exportation  of  American  bromides  to  Europe 
had  grown  to  such  dimensions  as  to  practically  compel  them 
in  self-defence  to  protect  their  home  trade.  It  is  quite 
possible,  he  says,  that  the  American  producers  will  seek  to 
retailate  by  invading  the  German  market  with  very  low- 
priced  bromides.  The  present  prospects  point  to  the  war 
lasting  indefinitely.

The  business 
put  down  for  consideration  comprised  (1)  election  of  Chair- 
man, (2)  election  of  Secretary,  and  (3)  arrangements  as  to 
future  meetings,  sub-committee,  expenses,  etc.  We  give 
on  the  page  opposite  portraits  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Committee  of  Reference,  except  Mr.  Edmund  White,  B.Sc. 
(Hopkin  &  Williams,  Ltd.),  which  was  not  available.  The 
only  member  of  the  committee  who  has  served  in  a  similar 
capacity  before  is  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish. 

Mr.  William  Nassau  Allen,  L.P.S.I.,  Dublin,  is  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  Irish  pharmacists,  taking  a  keen 
interest  in  practical  pharmacy,  and  he  has  wide  experience 
in  microscopy.  Mr.  Allen  was  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  in  1886-7. 

Mr.  Frederick  Charles  John  Bird  is  a  director  of  Messrs. 
C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd.,  Laurence  Pountney 
Lane,  E.G.,  and  is  well  known  for  his  investigations  in 
practical  chemistry  and  pharmacy.  He  was  Bell  Scholar  in 
1880,  and  took  medals  in  all  departments  of  the  School 
work.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  B.P.C.  Formulary  Com- 
mittee at  the  time  of  its  demise. 

Mr.  James  Edward  Brunker,- M.Ar,  L.P.S.I.,  is  phar- 
maceutical expert  to  the  Local  Government  Board  of 
Ireland,  in  which  capacity  he  has  done  exceptionally  good 
and  voluminous  work  in  fixing  standards  for  galenicals. 
Mr.  Brunker  was  for  some  years  at  the  head  of  the  busi- 
ness of  Anderson  &  Adams,  Dublin,  and  did  great  service 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  its  earlier 
days,  acting  as  president  from  1883  to  1886. 

Mr.  David  Brown  Dott,  F.R.S.E.,  F.I.C.,  a  partner  in 
Messrs.  J.  F.  Macfarlan  &  Co.,  Edinburgh  and  London, 
is  Chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  Scotland.  Mr.  Dott's  work  on  the  opium 
alkaloids  and  on  pharmaceutical  chemistry  generally  during 
the  past  twenty-five  years  is  well  known,  and  he  has  high 
qualifications  as  a  critic. 

Professor  Henry  George  Greenish,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  Bloomsbury  Square,  studied  at  that 
school  and  at  the  Dorpat  University.  He  is  an  expert  in 
pharmaceutics  and  served  as  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceu- 


tical Society's  B.P.  1898  Committee.  He  is  destined  to 
serve  in  a  similar  capacity  again. 

Mr.  William  Kirkby,  F.L.S.,  is  chemist  to  Messrs.  Jews- 
bury  &  Brown,  manufacturing  chemists  and  aerated-water 
manufacturers,  Manchester.  He  was  at  the  Square  in  1881, 
and  was  silver  medallist  of  the  Society  in  the  year  following. 
Mr.  Kirkby  was  assistant  to  the  late  Professor  Leach, 
Owens  College,  Manchester,  and  although  not  on  the  B.P. 
1898  Committee  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  its  compilation. 
He  is  an  expert  in  pharmacognosy,  a  keen  microscopist,  and 
has  also  written  much  on  analytical  methods. 

Mr.  Edward  William  Lucas,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  is  junior 
partner  in  the  firm  of  John  Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street,  W. 
He  studied  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1888,  and  had  some 
experience  in  Hong-Kong  before  returning  to  the  Oxford 
Street  house.  He  has  since  been  an  examiner  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  has  done  much  towards  the  improve- 
ment of  pharmaceutical  processes. 

Mr.  George  Fowlie  Merson,  F.C.S.,  manager  of  Messrs. 
Rankin  &  Borland's  business  in  Kilmarnock,  is  a  Scotch 
pharmacist  who  obtained  most  of  his  pharmaceutical 
experience  in  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  where  he  had  a  school 
of  pharmacy,  and  latterly  was  chemist  to  Messrs.  Wilkinson 
and  Simpson,  Ltd.  He  had  done  a  good  deal  of  work 
connected  with  Pharmacopoeia  revision. 

Mr.  John  Charles  Umney,  F.C.S.,  is  a  director  of  Messrs. 
Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.,  Southwark,  S.E.  He  is 
the  youngest  man  on  the  committee,  but  one  of  the  best 
known.  He  was  at  the  Square  in  1890  and  distinguished 
himself  in  chemistry.    His  father  was  a  member  of  the 

B.  P.  1898  Committee,  and  it  thus  happened  that  Mr.  John 

C.  Umney  had  much  work  to  do  in  connection  with  that 
book.  He  is  Treasurer  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, Secretary  of  the  Drug  Club,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
He  has  written  many  pharmaceutical  papers. 

Mr.  Edmund  White,  B.Sc,  F.I.C..  of  Messrs.  Hopkin- 
&  Williams.  Ltd.,  was  Bell  Scholar  in  1886,  and  the  Society's 
silver  medallist  in  1888.  His  experience  as  a  pharmacist 
since  was  enlarged  by  his  direction  of  the  dispensary  and 
laboratory  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  which  he  left  about 
two  years  ago  to  take  charge  of  Messrs.  Hopkin  &  Williams's, 
business.  He  has  been  a  pharmaceutical  examiner,  and  is 
a  Secretary  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  He 
is  joint  author  of  the  work  entitled  "  Pharmacopedia." 

Mr.  Robert  Wright,  F.C.S.,  is  in  business  as  a  pharmacist 
in  Buxton,  where  he  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Dr. 
John  C.  Thresh.  He  was  at  the  Square  in  1880,  and  is. 
now  an  examiner.  His  work  along  with  Mr.  E.  H.  Farr,  of 
Uckfield.  on  standardisation  led  to  many  changes  in  the  1898 
B.P.,  and  both  gentlemen  are  typical  British  pharmacists, 
who  maintain  the  reputation  of  the  craft  on  the  galenical 
side. 

Besides  the  foregoing  pharmacists  three  others  take  an 
active  part  in  the  arrangements — viz.,  Mr.  Walter  Hills  for 
England,  Dr.  W.  Inglis  Clark  for  Scotland,  and  Mr.  G.  D. 
Biggs  for  Ireland.  These  are,  so  to  speak,  in  the  inner 
circle.

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"  Re vista  de  Farmacia"  is  the  title  of  a  new  Spanish 
pharmaceutical  journal,  the  object  of  which  is  to  harmonise 
the  relation  between  practising  pharmacists,  professors, 
and  students.  It  will  not  deal  with  economico-professional 
questions. 

Pharmacy  Reform. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Prussian 
Apothecaries'  Chamber  Committee  at  Berlin,  a  proposal  of 
the  Pomeranian  Apothecaries'  Chamber,  that  the  committee 
should  petition  the  Minister  for  a  clear  explanation  of  the 
future  regulations  regarding  pharmacy  concessions,  came 
under  discussion.  A  resolution  was  proposed  setting  forth 
that  the  uncertainty  regarding  the  proposed  pharmacy  regu- 
lations endangered  the  commercial  security  of  the  pharma- 
cists, and  that  the  Minister  should  be  petitioned  to  make 
public  the  new  regulations  as  soon  as  possible.  Dr.  Dietrich 
said  that  preparations  for  pharmacy  reform  in  Prussia  had 
been  on  foot  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  difficulties  which 
stand  in  the  way  of  completing  a  scheme  for  a  Bill  are  con- 
siderable. Various  regulations  have  been  proposed,  which 
were  abandoned  during  the  negotiations.  A  Bill  is  at 
present  the  subject  of  discussions  which  are  not  yet  con- 
cluded. The  proposed  new  regulations  aim  at  protecting 
the  present  tenure  as  far  as  possible,  and  shielding  the 
owners  of  existing  pharmacies  from  injury  to  their  com- 
mercial position. 

Russian  Reform.— The  Congress  of  town  and  village 
pharmacists  just  closed  in  Moscow,  says  the  "  Novosti," 
has  formulated  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  Russian  phar- 
macy is  governed  by  antiquated  laws  and  regulations  cramp- 
ing both  private  and  corporate  initiative  in  the  organisation 
of  medical  help  to  the  community.  Its  basis  is  monopoly. 
Recent  legislation  for  pharmacy  tends  to  raise  the  price  of 
medicines.  A  high  level  of  education  is  required  for  private 
pharmacists,  with  freedom  in  their  professional  work.  In 
the  interests  of  the  public,  pharmacists  should  be  included 
in  the  medical  and  public  organisations  to  assist  in  the 
preparation  of  local  budgets  where  funds  are  allocated 
for  public  health. — The  assistants  in  all  the  chemists'  shops 
■of  St.  Petersburg  stopped  work  on  January  22,  demanding 
an  eight-hours'  clay,  an  increase  of  wages,  the  restriction 
of  night  duty,  and  more  assistance  in  the-ir  work.  In  many 
of  the  chemists'  shops  the  demands  were  conceded  on  the 
following  day,  while  with  regard  to  others  negotiations  are 
still  proceeding. 

Duty-free  Spirit  in  Belgium. — A  striking  example  of 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  untaxed  alcohol 
for  industrial  purposes  is  to  be  found  in  a  Foreign  Office 
report  issued  this  week  on  the  finances  of  Belgium  for  the 
year  1904-5.  It  is  there  stated  that  the  production  of  sul- 
phuric ether  and  the  manufacture  of  artificial  silk  owe  their 
existence  to  the  release  of  methylated  alcohol  from  duty, 
the  amount  of  alcohol  used  in  these  two  industries  alone  in 
1903  exceeding  40,000  hectolitres.  During  1903,  60,172 
hectol.  of  methylated  alcohol  was  used  for  minor  industrial 
purposes — in  the  manufacture  of  vinegars,  varnish,  french 
polish,  antiseptic  cotton  wool,  and  so  on — the  duty  remitted 
amounting  to  319,225?.,  as  compared  with  35,218  hectol. 
and  124,047?.  in  1902.  The  amount  of  alcohol  applied  to 
industrial  uses  in  1904  is  estimated  at  76,218  hectol.  and  the 
amount  of  tax  remitted  at  427,672/.  The  annual  consump- 
tion of  alcohol  for  drinking-purposes  has  been  checked  by 
imposition  of  high  duty,  and  although  consequent  financial 
loss  has  resulted,  the  Government  has  attained  its  object  by 
stopping  excessive  drinking  of  spirits,  which  had  developed 
to  an  alarming  extent. 

A  Pharmacy  Jubilee. — On  February  7,  1880,  says  the 
"  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal,"  the  first  free  pharmacy 
in  Tashkent  was  opened  by  Mr.  I.  L  Krause,  one  of  whose 
recreations  was  to  gather  specimens  of  the  local  herbs  and 
systematise  them,  and  many  of  the  fruits  of  his  industry 
are  now  to  be  found  in  the  St.  Petersburg  Botanical 
Gardens.  After  being  charged  with  an  official  mission  to 
Kivin,  Mr.  Krause  organised  the  Tashkent  public  phar- 
macy, which  he  conducted  for  the  first  six  years  from  its 
foundation  in  1873,  and  in  1880  he  opened  the  first 
military  pharmacy  in   Turkestan.     When   Mr.  Krause 


opened  his  pharmacy  in  1880  (to  commemorate  which  the 
article  is  written),  the  drugs  and  preparations,  for  want 
of  better  ways  of  communication,  had  to  be  carried  on 
camels'  backs — a  journey  which  took  eight  months.  Often 
goods  were  lost  entirely  on  the  way.  About  twenty  years 
ago  Mr.  Krause  offered  to  the  Russian  Government  a 
scheme  for  preventing  locust  plagues,  which  has  lately 
been  to  a  certain  extent  adopted  in  Russia,  having  been 
imported  into  the  country  by  way  of  France.  The  number 
of  official  decorations  with  which  Mr.  Krause  is  entitled 
to  ornament  his  breast,  besides  six  medals  given  by  various 
Russian  benevolent,  learned,  or  industrial  societies,  are 
all  enumerated. 

Patent  Medicines  in  Venezuela. — In  further  reference 
to  the  information  published  on  p.  254  of  our  last  issue  in 
regard  to  the  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  patent  medicines  in 
Venezuela,  manufacturers  must  submit  samples  of  their  pro- 
ducts to  the  Commission  which  has  been  established  to 
examine  and  classify  such  medicines.  The  application, 
which  may  be  presented  personally  or  by  attorney,  must 
be  in  the  customary  legal  form,  and  must  state  the  name  of 
the  article,  the  principal  ingredient,  and  the  dose  to  be 
taken ;  and  should  be  accompanied  by  two  samples  of  the 
article  with  the  same  information  on  the  label.  Each 
application — one  for  each  product  submitted — will  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fee  of  20  bolivars  (16s.),  and  the  power  of  attorney 
must  bear  a  5-bolivar  (4s.)  stamp.  Four  months  from  the 
date  of  publication  of  this  decree  (which  is  dated  Decem- 
ber 15)  unauthorised  patent  medicines  will  be  classified  by 
the  Customs  in  the  fifth  class  of  the  tariff  for  a  period  of  two 
months,  during  which  time  they  may  still  be  submitted  to  the 
Commission.  After  the  expiration  of  this  term  they  will  be 
included  in  the  list  of  articles  prohibited  to  be  imported. 
Secret  or  patent  medicines  subsequently  compounded,  how- 
ever, will  be  examined  and  classified  by  the  Commission  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations. 

Russian  Items.— The  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
Women's  Health,  says  Naschi  "  Zhisn,"  has  decided  to 
open  a  free  pharmacy.    The  Society  proposes  also  to  instal 
alongside  it  a  pharmacy  school  for  women. — According  to 
the  "  Sviet,"  a  strike  of  pharmacists  took  place  a  few  days 
ago  at  Minsk,  with  the  result  that  a  double  shift  was  intro- 
duced in  all  the  pharmacies  of  the  town  :  wages  have  been 
regulated  and  the  employes  have  been  granted  an  improve- 
ment in  their  treatment. — The  "  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Jour- 
nal "  says  that  Magister  in  Pharmacy  Alexander  Semeno- 
vitch  has  been  appointed  Extraordinary  Professor  in  the 
Chair  of  Pharmacy  in  the  Women's  Medical  Institute,  St. 
Petersburg. — The  Customs  Department  has  notified  that  in 
view  of  the  approaching  publication  of  complete  and  exact 
regulations  on  the  import  of  foreign  patent  medicines  to 
Russia,  the  Medical  Board  has  decided  that  all  those  con- 
signments of  foreign  medicaments  which  reach  the  Customs 
offices  by  July  1,  1905,  may  be  imported  in  the  old  style  of 
packing.— The  Council  of  Senior  Doctors  of  the  St.  Peters- 
burg Town  Hospitals  is  soliciting  from  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  assistants  serving 
in  the  pharmacies  of  these  hospitals.    The  committee  agrees, 
and  proposes  that  the  Town  Council  should,  in  view  of  the 
present  unfavourable  financial  situation,  begin  the  increase 
as  from  the  year  1906. — Lately  in  Moscow,  says  the  "  Sviet," 
eports  were  circulated  that  the  chemists'  assistants  in  the 
t  >wn  were  going  to  strike.    Several  of  the  principals  tried 
to  get  their  senior  assistants  to  detach  themselves  from  the 
juniors  :    one  of  them,   failing  in  his  efforts  with  his 
manager,  who  declared  himself  solid  with  the  men,  dis- 
charged him.    The  chemists'  assistants  claim  two  eight- 
hour  shifts  per  day,  a  minimum  wage,  and  the  abolition 
of  night-work.— The  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Novorussisk 
University  proposes  to  introduce  into  the  pharmaceutical 
curriculum  a  three  years'  instead  of  the  present  two  years' 
course.    The  proposition  will  probably  be  confirmed.— The 
"  Novoe  Vremya"  publishes  an  Imperial  order  authorising 
military  pharmacists  to  wear  epaulettes  in  the  same  form 
as  those  made  for  military  doctors,  the  other  details  of  their 
uniforms  to  remain  as  before.— On  February  16  the  employes 
in  32  chemists'  shops  in  Odessa  ceased  work,  demanding 
relief  twice  every  working-day  and  the  amelioration  of  the 
general  conditions  in  which  they  live.    On  the  same  day 
work  was  suspended  in  the  pharmacies  at  Kharkoff. 
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Hmerican  IRotes.

The  Incident  is  Closed. — One  hundred  and  ten  drug- 
gists in  Chicago  who  are  said  to  have  sold  sophisticated 
aristol  have  signed  undertakings  not  to  do  so  in  the  future, 
and  the  Elberfeld  Farbenfabriken,  the  manufacturers  of 
the  product,  have  called  off  their  war-dogs.  This  closes  an 
incident  that  threatened  to  assume  large  dimensions. 

Anti-cocaine. — Three  drug-clerks  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
have  been  fined  for  the  illegal  sale  of  cocaine  in  violation  of 
the  State  Anti-cocaine  Law.  The  Chief  of  Police  of  the 
city  is  carrying  on  a  crusade  against  such  traffic,  and  he  is 
receiving  the  support  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
The  sentiment  against  the  cocaine  evil  is  rapidly  growing  in 
the  United  States. 

Still  Growing. — Scarcely  a  month  passes  but  two  or 
three  manufacturers  of  proprietary  preparations  join  the 
direct-contract  movement,  three  having  done  so  within  as 
many  weeks.  Altogether,  there  are  now  perhaps  twenty 
contract  manufacturers,  and  at  least  six  or  seven  of  these  are 
among  the  largest  patent-medicine  houses  in  the  country. 
The  druggists  look  upon  the  contract  plan  as  their  only 
salvation  against  cutting. 

"  Trading -stamps  "  are  given  in  America  by  some  mer- 
chants, and  have  a  redeemable  value.  This  practically 
amounts  to  a  cutting  of  prices,  and  the  system  is  therefore 
discouraged  by  the  majority  of  druggists  and  other  classes 
of  - retail  dealers.  Several  laws  have  been  enacted  against 
them,  and  the  last  one  went  into  effect  on  January  1  in 
Massachusetts.  This  imposes  a  tax  of  3  per  cent,  on  the 
gross  receipts  from  the  sale  of  all  such  articles  as  entitle  the 
buyers  to  receive  premiums  on  the  stamps.  Whether  this 
law  will  prove  effectual  remains  to  be  seen. 

Shortening  Credit. — At  its  recent  national  convention, 
the  National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  decided  to 
change  the  customary  terms  of  credit.  Hereafter  retailers 
will  be  given  thirty  days  in  which  to  pay  their  bills,  or  they 
may  choose  the  alternative  of  paying  cash  and  receiving  a 
1  per  cent,  discount.  Previously  sixty  days'  credit  was 
;  iven,  and  in  some  sections  even  nir.ety,  and  a  cash  discount 
of  1^  or  even  2  per  cent,  was  accorded.  The  wholesalers 
decided  that  this  was  too  much  to  expect  :  hence  the  change. 

For  Assistants. — There  are  a  considerable  number  of 
chemists'  assistants'  associations  in  the  United  States,  and 
one  feature  that  most  of  these  bodies  have  in  common  is  an 
employment  bureau.  By  means  of  this  agency  proprietors 
in  search  of  clerks,  and  clerks  in  search  of  employers,  are 
brought  together  very  successfully.  Recently  the  St. 
Louis  Drug-clerks'  Society  held  its  annual  meeting,  elected 
officers,  and  decided  upon  establishing  an  employment 
bureau  in  the  St.  Louis  branch  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.  One  of  the  employes  of  that  concern  has  volunteered 
to  take  charge  of  the  work. 

Alleged  Spurious  Beecham's. — On  January  13,  Walter 
S.  Rockey,  druggist,  with  several  shops  in  New  York,  was 
dismissed  from  the  custody  of  his  counsel,  by  Magistrate 
Barlow,  in  the  Yorkville  Police  Court.  Mr.  Rockey  was 
arraigned  in  October  last  on  complaint  of  the  attorneys  for 
Thomas  Beecham,  who  charged  him  with  selling  spurious 
Beecham's  pills.  He  was  subsequently  paroled  in  the 
custody  of  his  counsel,  and  on  the  date  mentioned  the 
prosecuting  attorney  dropped  the  proceedings.  The 
affidavit  upon  which  the  release  was  granted  states  that 
Mr.  Rockey  is  the  proprietor  of  two  large  stores,  and  was 
an  innocent  purchaser  of  the  goods  in  dispute;  also  that 
there  was  no  conclusive  evidence  of  a  violation  of  the 
statutory  trade-mark  law.  Mr.  Rockey's  defence  was  that 
he  was  but  an  innocent  party  to  the  affair,  and  that  he  had 
been  selected  as  a  scapegoat,  since  it  was  admitted  in  court 
that  the  "fake  pills"  had  flooded  the  American  market, 
and  that  some  were  found  among  the  lots  sold  by  reputable 
wholesalers.  Simeon  B.  Minden,  Manville  Thomas,  Charles 
Horn,  and  Charles  F.  Risley  were  held  for  trial  in  the  court 
of  special  sessions.  The  first  two  are  charged  with  manu- 
facturing and  selling  the  imitation  pills;  Horn  is  accused 
as  an  accessory,  and  Risley  as  a  distributor.

Aerated  Waters  at  the  Exhibition. — The  report  of 
the  judges  on  Colonial-made  aerated  waters  (Messrs.  C.  F. 
Juritz  and  St.  C.  0.  Sinclair)  at  the  Cape  Town  Industrial

Exhibition  states  that  there  was  only  one  exhibit — 
that  of  Kops  &  Rawlings,  Ltd. — containing  nineteen 
varieties.    Many  of  these  were  rather  insipid  when  rid  of

the  carbonic  acid  with  which  they  were  aerated.  That  did 
not,  however,  apply  to  the  mineral  waters,  of  which  the 
lithia  water  was  undoubtedly  the  best.  The  quantities  of 
salts  contained  in  these  mineral  waters  were  determined, 
and  in  each  case  the  characteristic  mineral  salts  were 
present.  Of  the  flavoured  drinks,  the  American  cream 
soda,  kaola,  Kops  ale,  Kops  stout,  and  ginger  ale  were 
the  best.  They  regretted  the  increased  tendency  to  employ 
artificial  dyes  for  colouring  beverages  such  as  those  under 
consideration,  many  of  the  varieties  exhibited  being  thus 
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coloured,  even,  as  in  the  case  of  the  lemon  syrup,  where 
there  did  not  appear  to  be  the  slightest  necessity  for 
colouring  the  liquid  a  deep  yellow.  The  samples  exhibited 
were  fairly  good  as  a  class,  while  those  specially  mentioned 
may  justly  be  termed  good.  As  a  Colonial  industry,  the 
variety  of  beverages  shown  calls  for  encouragement,  and

they  think  that,  taking  all  the  features  into  consideration, 
the  aerated  waters  are  deserving  of  the  award  provided 
for  them,  which  they  accordingly  recommend,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  wording  of  the  diploma  should  not  be 
such  as  to  convey  the  idea  that  the  exhibit  is  of  unexcep- 
tional excellence. 

Business  is  Quiet  in  Kimberley ;  three  of  the  doctors 
were  on  holiday  last  month,  and  the  majority  of  the 
' '  well-to-do  "  are  at  the  coast.  The  shade  temperature 
during  the  last  fortnight  of  January  averaged  100°  F. 
Large  swarms  of  locusts  passed  over  the  "fields"  during 
the  last  week  in  January.  There  was  great  excitement 
when  the  mail  left  (January  29)  over  the  discovery  of  the 
4.000-carat  stone  at  Pretoria. 

Castor-oil  Tenders. — The  "  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
Government  Gazette  "  of  January  24  contains  a  notice  in- 
viting tenders  for  the  supply  of  72,000  gals,  of  castor  oil, 
required  for  the  service  of  the  Cape  Government  Railway 
Department  during  1905.  The  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  received  from  its  corre- 
spondent at  Cape  Town  a  limited  number  of  forms  of 
tender  and  conditions  of  contract,  which  mav  be  obtained 
from  73  Basinghall  Street,  E.C. 

How  the  Shipping   "Ring"  Works. — Some  curious 
•evidence  throwing  a  sidelight  on  the  methods  of  the  South 
African  shipping  "Ring"  was  tendered  at  the  Shipping 
Freight  Conference  held  at  Cape  Town  last  month.  Mr. 
Behr,  representing  the  Durban  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in 
reply  to  questions,  stated 
that  a  firm  in  Glasgow,  from  whom  he  received  goods  on 
consignment  from  the  owners  of  the  goods,  shipped  them 
through  the  Houston  Line— a  fact  of  which  he  was  quite 
unaware.   The  only  intimation  he  had  was  a  cable  from  his 
regular  London  agents,  in  which  they  said  that  they  had 
had  notice  from  Donald  Currie  &  Co.  that  they  would  only 
carry  his  cargo  at  80*.  a  ton  to  Natal.   In  addition  to  that, 
he  had  forfeited  all  his  rebates,  and  also  his  agents  in 
London  had  forfeited  all  their  rebates  on  their  shipments 
to  other  ports  in  South  Africa.    The  firm  at  Glasgow,  who 
were  utterly  ignorant  of  the  Conference  or  the  Ring,  saw 
that  they  had  made  a  mistake,  and  they  agreed  to  pay  up 
the  difference  in  freight  between  the  rate  charged  by  the 
Houston  steamers  and  the  rate  charged  by  the  Ring,  and 
the  matter  was  settled. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Nesbitt,  of  the  East  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  pointed  out  that  certain  lines 
of  goods  from  the  United  States  had  got  a  footing  in  South 
Africa  owing  to  the  lower  rates  of  freight  from  that  country, 
which  fact  operated  very  unfairly  against  British  manu- 
facturers. 


Natal. 

Motor-cars  are  becoming  fashionable  among  the  medical 
faculty,  no  fewer  than  four  Durban  doctors  having  for- 
|  saken  the  horse.  Several  of  the  other  medical  men  intend 
j  following  the  new  style  shortly,  so  it  will  not  be  long 
before  the  public  will  become  quite  accustomed  to  the 
medical  motor.  In  a  hot  country  like  Africa  the  motor 
has  many  advantages  over  the  horse  and  carriage,  as  horses 
are  soon  tired  out  after  a  round  of  visiting  in  the  blazing 
sun. 

A  Special  Commission  appointed  by  the  Government  is 
at  present  sitting  in  Durban  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring 
into  the  needs  of  technical  education.  Should  the  results 
of  the  Commission  demonstrate  the  necessity  of  improving 
upon  the  present  method  of  imparting  instruction  to  the 
various  students  throughout  the  Colony,  it  is  intended  to 
establish  some  kind  of  institution  or  college  at  some  centre 
to  be  agreed  upon.  Durban  has  strong  claims,  being  the 
port  and  the  principal  centre  of  railway,  electrical,  and 
commercial  activity.  On  the  other  hand,  the  up-country 
residents  consider  that  Maritzburg,  the  capital,  being  the 
geographical  centre  of  the  Colony,  and  having  more  perfect 
climatic  conditions,  is  better  adapted  as  an  educational 
centre.  With  a  view  to  finding  out  some  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  pharmaceutical  students,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie, 
Secretary  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society,  was 
invited  to  give  evidence.  The  full  text  of  the  various 
kinds  of  evidence  will  be  published  in  book-form  by  the 
Government,  so  we  hope  to  give  extracts  at  a  later  date. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
TRANSVAAL. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  the  Australia 
Hotel,  Harrison  Street,  Johannesburg,  on  Wednesday. 
January  25.  The  meeting  included,  besides  members,  a 
goodly  number  of  chemists  from  all  parts,  between  forty 
and  fifty  being  present.  Mr.  Lewis  Thomas  presided,  and 
was  supported  by  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  Vice-President,  and 
the  following  members  of  the  committee  :  Messrs.  Butters, 
I  Dinwoodie.  Keir,  Leeds,  Rawlinson,  Rennie,  Smith,  and 
A.  Macdonald  (Secretary). 

The  President  opened  the  business  of  the  evening  by 
calling  upon  Mr.  W.  B.  Rawlinson  to  introduce  the  first 
item  on  the  agenda,  which  had  reference  to  securing 

Premises  for  the  Society. 

Mr.  Rawlinson  stated  there  is  no  centre  round  which 
the  chemists  of  the  State  can  gather  to  discuss  topics 
affecting  the  trade,  and  this  is  p?rticularly  felt  by  un- 
qualified assistants  who  desire  to  study  and  inspect 
specimens  preparatory  to  entering  for  the  qualifying 
examination  of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  The  matter  had  been 
discussed  by  the  committee,  who  now  asked  for  instruction 
from  the  meeting  as  to  raising  an  Accommodation  Fund. 
The  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting,  and  passed 
unanimously. 

Early  Closing. 

Mr.  Rawlinson  next  introduced  the  following  motion  : 
That  this  meeting  instructs  the  committee  to  promulgate 

a  Shop-hours  Bill,  regulating  the  hours  of  week-day  closing, 

and  the  Sunday  hours  of  opening  and  closing. 
He  drew  attention  to  the  want  of  uniformity  in  the  hours 
of  opening  and  closing,  both  in  town  and  country,  and 
thought  that,  in  conjunction  with  other  trades,  chemists 
might  induce  the  Government  to  bring  forward  a  Shop- 
hours  Bill.  He  quite  recognised  the  exceptional  nature  of 
the  drug-trade  as  to  urgent  requirements  after  hours,  but 
suggested  these  should  only  be  supplied  on  the  prescription 
of  a  registered  physician. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Koller. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Smith  (Smith,  Rive  &  Co.)  sympathised  with 
the  motion,  but  thought  the  matter  could  be  dealt  with 
on  the  district  plan,  as  a  closing-hour  might  suit  one  dis- 
trict and  be  quite  inapplicable  in  another. 

Mr.  D.  L.  Behrmann,  in  opposing  the  motion,  thought 
a  better  way  would  have  been  to  try  to  make  arrangements 
so  that  every  chemist's  assistant  should  get  a  weekly  half- 
holiday  without  having  to  close  the  premises. 

Mr.  Franks  supported  the  motion,  and  considered  the

only  means  of  attaining  this  end  was  legislation,  as  any 
-other  method  was  bound  to  fail. 

Mr.  Leeds,  manager  of  Lennon,  Ltd..  referred  to  a  futile 
attempt  to  curtail  the  Sunday  hours  of  business  in  the 
•centre  of  Johannesburg. 

The  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting,  and  passed. 

Amalgamation. 

Mr.  Butters  brought  forward  the  question  of  amalga- 
mating the  Chemists'  Association  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  With  the  advent  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  the 
Society  was  relieved,  he  said,  of  a  good  deal  of  the  work 
that  had  engaged  its  attention  lately,  and  consequently 
-was  left  freer  to  deal  with  matters  concerning  the  trade, 
•such  as  regulating  prices  and  Customs  amenities. 

Mr.  Leeds,  Vice-President  of  the  Chemists'  Association, 
-as  a  member  of  the  committee  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
committee  of  the  Society,  said  he  considered  several  meet- 
ings might  be  saved  by  the  amalgamation. 

A  motion  to  this  effect  was  put,  and  carried,  provided 
'that  the  Executive  met  and  agreed. 

The  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  Ingram  (Braamfontein)  moved  : 

That  it  be  a  recommendation  from  this  meeting  of 
chemists  and  druggists  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  appoint 
a  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
'from  Transvaal  chemists  other  than  members  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board  ;  and,  further,  that  such  appointments  be  for  a  j 
period  of  one  year  only. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  He  thought  it 
-would  be  a  graceful  act  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmacy  Board. 

Mr.  Rawlinson  said  that  this  matter  came  as  a  surprise 
-to  him,  and  was  best  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  itself. 

On  the  motion  being  put  to  the  meeting  eight  voted  for 
it  and  seventeen  against. 

On  the  matter  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy's  temporary 
suspension  of  registering  British  Colonial  certificates  pend- 
ing a  reply  from  these  Colonies  on  the  matter  of  reciprocity. 
Mr.  Rawlinson  regretted  that  there  should  be  any  delay 
in  registration,  as  men  going  into  business  and  assistants 
managing  branch  shops  could  not  carry  on  business  legally 
without  such  registration,  and  could  not  obtain  a  trading- 
licence  unless  they  produced  their  diplomas.  These  eertifi- 
-cates,  he  said,  had  always  been  accepted  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  it  would  create  a  hardship  if  the  Board  delayed 
further  in  the  matter.    He  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

That  this  meeting  favours  the  present  acceptance  of  every 
British  Colonial  certificate  that  was  accepted  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  registration,  pending  an  agreement  on  the  ex- 
change of  certificates  with  these  Colonies. 

Mr.  F.  B.  L.  Johnston  seconded. 

TMr.  Rouse  said  he  had  applied  for  registration,  and  had 
his  certificate  returned  with  a  note  explaining  that  the 
Board  were  in  communication  with  the  Cape  Pharmacy 
Board,  and  that  they  were  unable  to  accept  his  application 
in  the  meantime.  He  was  at  the  same  time  asked  to  renew 
his  application  in  two  months. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie  (President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board) 
said  it  was  news  to  him  that  any  certificate  had  been 
refused.  The  Board  desired  to  have  in  its  rules  of  pro- 
cedure a  by-law  which  states  that 

No  foreign  or  Colonial  certificate  will  be  accepted  un- 
less the  foreign  or  Colonial  authority  issuing  the  same  shall 
have  arranged  to  grant  reciprocity  to  those  holding  this 
Board's  certificate,  and  unless  the  said  certificate  authorises 
•the  holder  thereof  to  practise  in  the  country  in  which  it  was 
issued. 

They  had,  he  continued,  written  to  various  Colonies 
inclosing  copies  of  their  new  syllabus,  and  pending  a  replv 
they  had  delayed  acceptance,  but  he  assured  them  that 
while  this  matter  was  in  abeyance  there  would  be  no 
prosecution  on  this  point.  Furthermore,  it  was  the  aim 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  be  just  and  fair  in  every  way, 
and  to  protect  the  interests  of  every  chemist  in  the 
Transvaal.    (Loud  applause.) 

Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  thought  that  chemists  at  present  in 
the  Transvaal  might  be  registered  without  further  delay. 

Mr.  Rawlinson's  motion  was  then  put  to  the  meeting, 
and  carried  by  seventeen  votes  to  two,  the  others  not 
coting.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Barm  as,  the  great  sculptor,  who  died  last  week,  was  the 
author  of  the  Lavoisier  statue  just  behind  the  Madeleine. 

M.  L.  Lutz,  one  of  the  assistant  professors  at  the  Paris 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  been  elected  Secretary- 
General  of  the  Botanical  Society  of  France. 

School  or  Pharmacy. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine  on  February  14,  Professor  Guignard, 
Director  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  read  an  interesting 
paper,  reviewing  the  history  of  the  school,  on  the  occasion 
of  its  centenary. 

Disinfectants.— Tenders  are  invited'  for  the  supply  of 
chemicals  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  the  urinals,  gutters, 
and  public  markets  of  the  city  of  Paris  from  July,  1905,  to 
July,  1908.  The  estimated  value  of  the  disinfectants  thus 
used  is  8,000fr.  (320?.)  per  annum. 

Two  New  "  Chefs  des  Travaux"  have  just  been 
appointed  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy.  M. 
Peltrisot,  D.Sc,  takes  charge  of  the  micrographical  labora- 
tory, and  M.  Barthelat,  M.D.,  the  laboratory  of  micro- 
biology. Needless  to  say  both  are  pharmacists  "of  the 
first"  (and  now  only)  "  class." 

A  Remedy  against  Growing  Old  formed  the  subject 
of  a  paper  read  by  M.  Xavier  Dybovski  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine.  It  is  a  special  kind 
of  curdled  milk  and  is  prepared  according  to  a  secret 
Bulgarian  recipe.  Yaghurt  is  its  name,  and  it  is  now 
offered  for  sale  in  Paris  put  up  in  tins.  The  substance 
has  the  appearance  of  cream-cheese,  but  the  taste  is  far 
from  agreeable;  in  fact,  for  this  reason  the  penalty  of 
having  to  eat  it  would  probably  greatly  lessen  the  enthu- 
siasm of  those  who  have  an  ambition  to  retain  perennial 
youth  or  live  to  a  great  age. 

Doctors  About  to  Strike. — The  medical  men  of  Gran- 
ville (Manche)  are  preparing  to  go  on  strike  unless  they  can 
come  to  terms  with  certain  of  their  patients.  They  ask  for 
an  increase  of  payment  from  such  members  of  the  Benefit 
Society  of  the  place  as  live  outside  the  octroi  limits.  This 
augmentation  is  refused  by  the  committee  of  the  Society, 
and  unless  it  is  granted  by  March  11  the  doctors  will  not 
treat  the  sick.  The  President  of  the  Benefit  Society  is 
afraid,  however,  that  the  increased  payment  must  be  made, 
and  therefore  dreads  that  its  means  of  assisting  the  members 
will  be  curtailed. 


A  Useful  Hobby. — Louis  Gournay,  a  young  pharmacist 
who  lives  in  the  Rue  des  Acacias,  a  few  doors  from  the 
British  Schools  of  Paris,  was  called  up  to  Courbevoie  for 
his  military  service  last  year.  His  leisure  hours — only  too 
often  spent  by  young  soldiers  in  wine-shops  and  other- 
doubtful  resorts — he  devoted  to  teaching  his  comrades  to. 
read  and  write,  for  a  few  illiterate  conscripts  are  still  to. 
be  found  in  French  barracks.  Virtue  was  its  own  reward, 
as  usual ;  he  gained  nothing  except  the  gratitude  of  his 
comrades  and  the  approval  of  his  superiors,  and  is  now 
behind  the  dispensing-counter  again.  But  the  incident 
having  been  reported  to  a  leading  newspaper,  that  journal 
has  offered  him  a  medal  of  honour. 

Dr.  Frederic  Bordas,  Director  of  the  Custom-house 
laboratory  at  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  has  just  been  nomi- 
nated Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honour.  His  name  will! 
be  familiar  to  our  readers  as  the  ex  Sub-Director  of  the 
Paris  Municipal  Laboratory.  It  was  by  his  kind  permis- 
sion and  assistance  that  the  O.  <L-  D.  published  a  series  of 
sketches  and  statistics  of  this  establishment  a  few  years 
ago,  and  it  was  he  who  visited  England  at  the  time  of 
the  arsenic-in-beer  scare  as  the  expert  of  the  French 
Government.  Physically  he  is  a  tall,  good-looking,  black- 
bearded  man,  wearing  pince-nez.  A  good  deal  is  often- 
written  about  the  abuse  of  the  red  ribbon,  but  the  last 
two  chevaliers,  Professor  Bourquelot  and  Dr.  Bordas,  are- 
illustrations  of  the  fact  that  it  often  deservedly  rewards  a 
busy  career  of  public  service — the  working  bees  of  the- 
official  hive. 

Pushing  Influenza-cures. — A  French  pharmaceutical 
journal  comments,  more  in  sorrow  than  in  anger,  on  the- 
latest  attempt  at  window-display.  In  a  "commercial"' 
pharmacy  in  the  centre  of  Paris  a  couple  of  automatic- 
figures  about  two  feet  high  are  conspicuous.  One,  red- 
nosed  and  swollen-eyed,  is  shaken  by  fits  of  coughing,  and' 
frequently  lifts  his  handkerchief  (in  the  jerky  way  peculiar 
to  his  kind)  to  his  mouth.  The  other,  healthy  and  smiling, 
passes  him  a  packet  of  lozenges  with  the  remark  (which  he- 
who  runs  my  read),  "Thanks  to  this  excellent  remedy I 
am  no  longer  in  the  same  state  as  you  are."  A  provincial 
journal  displays  another  form  of  advertisement — a  pharma- 
cist who  distributes— for  three  days  only— 100,000  photos, 
gratis  :  Monday  political  men,  artists,  and  writers,  Tuesday 
kings  and  princes,  Wednesday  being  the  ladies'  day.  During 
the  same  three  days  a  "superb  glass"  (of  one  teaspoonfuE 
capacity)  is  offered  to  every  purchaser  of  a  bottle  of  cod- 
liver  oil. 

Hospital  Records  Recovered. — An  interesting  dis- 
covery of  old  papers  has  been  made  at  the  Central  Phar- 
macy of  the  Paris  Hospitals,  which  is  installed  in  a. 
famous  old  mansion.  These  consist  of  a  series  of  interest- 
ing documents  relative  to  the  Hotel  Dieu  de  Paris,  the- 
leading  hospital  of  the  city,  and  give  records  of  the  many 
benefactors  of  that  famous  establishment.  The  papers  had 
long  been  used  for  lining  cupboards  in  the  store-rooms  of 
the  pharmacy,  but  have  now  been  rescued  and  classed  ir* 
the  archives  of  the  Public  Relief  Offices  by  the  care  of  the- 
Director,  M.  Mesurier.  One  curious  detail  shown  is  that, 
the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  had  the  sole  privilege  of  selling 
meat  during  Lent  in  Paris  at  a  certain  period,  considerable- 
profit  accruing  therefrom,  and  apparently  the  apothecaries 
of  the  hospital  were  expected  to  distinguish  themselves  as 
butchers. 

"Colonial  Expansion."— The  "Matin,"  a  Paris  news- 
paper not  adverse  to  sensational  news,  has  published  during; 
the  past  few  days  a  series  of  articles  regarding  the  treat- 
ment of  natives  in  the  French  African  Colony  of  Ouganghi. 
The  articles  have  principally  taken  the  form  of  interviews 
with  a  functionary  recently  returned  to  France.  Reference- 
has  especially  been  made  to  a  former  pharmacist's  assistant, 
Gaud  by  name,  who  occupies  an  official  position  in  the- 
Colony.  He  is  said  to  have  taken  there  the  airs  of  a  savant 
who  had  a  passion  for  anatomy,  and  particularly  osteology. 
A  favourite  pastime  of  his  was  to  make  soup  out  of  human 
bones  and  force  the  natives  to  drink  it.  He  is  also  accused 
of  shooting  a  native  who  had  been  in  prison,  but  was  told 
he  might  go  free ;  the  ex-pharmacist  is  charged  with  sniping 
the  nigger  with  a  rifle  as  he  ran  off.  Such  reports  need 
some  kind  of  official  confirmation  before  they  can  be- 
accepted,  but  evidently  the  French  Colonial  Office  cannot  let 
them  pass  unchallenged.
